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PREFACE 

1" is rightly and truly obferved by 
Juftin Martyr (a) in the Beginning 
of bis Exhortation to the Greeks ; 
I * That an exail Scrutiny into things 
- ■^ deth often produce Convilfion ; 
■ thai tbofe things which we once 
' judged to be I'ight, are^ after d 
* more diligent Enquiry into Truth, 
' found to be far otherwije. 

Jnd truly I am nfft afhamed to fay. This is my 
very Cafe. For when I wrote my Commentaries 
on the New Teftament, I went on (too bajlily 
I own) in the common beaten Road of other reputed 
Orthodox Divines : Conceiving, firft, that the Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Gboji, in one complex Notiottt 
were one and the fame God, by Virtue of the fame in- 
dividual Effence 'communicated from the Fatbtr. Jbis 
confufed Notion I am now fully convinced by the A- 
gumrnts I have offered hefe, and in the fecond Part of 
my Reply to Dr. Waterland, to be a thing impoflible,

^nii full of grofs Abfurdities, and Contradfftions. 
And tben^ as a natwcal Confequence from this Doc- 
trim^ 1 (^fecondly) concluded that tbofe Divine Per-- 
fons differed only •» r^^tf hmiflMi^ in the manner qf 
their Exiftence. Jnd yet wbcft that can fiinijie in 
the Son^ according to this Doiirine^ it wiu not^ I 
'think^ be very eafy intelligibly to declare. 

^hat the Difference can be only Modal, even Dr. 
South bath fully demonflrated : And that this was the 
Opinion generally received from tbefourthCentury^ may 
hefeen in the clofe of myfirfi Part to Dr. Waterland. 
And yet the Right Reverend Bifbop Bull (a) poftilve- 
1y affirms J ' ^hat this is rank Sabellianifm in thefe 
JVords^ * A Perfon can't be conceived without Ef- 

* fence ^ unlefs you make a Perfon in Divine J^atters 

* to be nothing elfe but a mere Mode of Exiftence^ 
.• which is manifejl Sabellianifm. * And the judicious 
Dr. Cudworth, (b) tells us^ * That the Orthodox 

* Anti-Arian Fathers did all of them zealoufly con- 

* demn Sabellianifm, the DoSrine whereof is no o- 

* ther but this^ *That there is but one Hypoftafis, or 
f fi%l^ individual Effence of the Father^ Son, and 

* Holy Ghoji •, and confequently that they were indeed 
f but three Names, or Notions, or Modes, of one 

* and the felffame thing. Whence fuch Abfurdities 

* as thefe would follow^ That the Father's begetting 

* the Son was nothing but a Name, Notion, or 

* Mode of one Deity begetting another ; or elfe the 

* fame Deity under one Notion begetting it felf under 

* another Notion. And when again the Son, or 

* Word is f aid to be incarpate, and to have fuffcred 

* Death for us upon the Crofs^ that it was nothing 

* but.

That the Doctrine of the SabcUians ce;flj exallly the 
fame with that of thofe who Jtile them/elves the Of- 
tiiodox, ajferting that the Father^ and the Son^ are 
numerically one and the fame Gody is evident from the 
IVords of Athanafius (a) and Epiphanius ; both 
(b) teftifyingy That to fay the Father and the Son 
were fjbwtwui or T*flo5<r««, of one and the fame Sul>- 
ftance was Sabellianifm. Andfurely^ of Confequence 
to contend that this is the Doilrine of the Church of 
England, is to difhonour our Churchy and in EffeSl 
to charge her with that Herefy^ which was exploded 
with Scorn by the whole Church of Chrijlj from the 
third to this prefent Century. 

In a Wordy all other Notions of the Word Perfon, 
heftdes the plain and obvious one^ Jignifying a real 
and intelligent Agent ^ have been already fo excellently 
baffled and learnedly confuted * that I own I am not 
nble to reftji the fhining Evidence of Truth : Nor am 
I afhamed to confefs my former Miftakes and Errors 
in thefe Matters after fucb ftrong and irrefijlible Con^ 
viSlion, feeingy Humanum eft errare, all Men are 
liable to Error. And as upon^this Principle ^ I can- 
not but think it the moft grofs Hypocrify^ after fucb 
Conviffiony to perftfi in a Mijiake ; fo without Sluef 
tiony it is the greateft Abufe of Humility and free 
Thinking^ to attribute fuch open and ingenuous Ac^ 
knowleagements to a wavering Judgment y or levity of 
Mind.

incunSanter obfequi^ quam pertinaciter, atque objli- 
nati reluSlari ; That a Man's having once erred, is 
not a Reafon why he fliould continue to do fo, 
for that it becomes wife Men, and fuch as fear God, 
to yield freely and readily to Truth, whenever 
made known to them, rather than to pcrfift ob- 
ftinately in rejefting it. 

St. Auftin was not more renowned for any of his 
ff^orks^ than for his two Books of Retradlations, in 
which he confejfeth all the Errors he had committed in 
all his other iVritings. 

And this f»;y Ret radiation, or Change of my Opinio 
on^ after all my former Endeavours to affert and ejla- 
bli/b a contrary Do^rine^ deferves the more to be con- 
fideredy becaufe it proceeds {and indeed can proceed) 
from me for no other Reafon^ but purely from the

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firong and irreftR'Ale ConvtSionSj which are now up 
on mty that I was miilaken. 

Nothings I fay^ but the love of Truth can be fup^ 
pofed to extort filch a RetraAation/r^/» tM^ who hav^ 
ing already lived fo long beyond the common Period of 
Ltfe^ can have nothing elfe to do but to prepare for 
my great Change ; and in order thereunto to make fny 
Peace with God^ and my ovM Confidence before I ife. 
To this purpofi I folenmly appeal to the Searcher of 
Hearts^ and call God to fFltnefs^ whether I haw 
hlaftily^ or t^fhly departed from the common Opini- 
on ; or rather^ whether I have not deliberately and 
calmly weighed the Arguments on both Sides drawn 
fr&m Scripture and Antiquity ? 

As I have no Views for this World \ fo it cannot he 
imagined^ that the Motives ^rawnfrom Intereft^ An^ 
biHtm^ ^r fecular Glory^ can have any Place with 
me. Xyr if i had^ neith& can it be imagined that f 
would cboofi to dijfeftt from the reoeivdOpim^H^ ibt 
Maintainers whereof are they wlho ^afp Honours, 
and Preferments^ and think they have the befi "Title to 
tbofe Aitmetages. 

So that upon the whole^ if I have erred in change 
ing my OpimtM^ I defire it may be obferved^ that my 
Error hath neither Prejudice^ nor fecular Views to 
fupp^t it ; and itbat my Mi/lake (if fuch it will be 
reputed) hath been all along attended with conftant 
Prayers to the throne of Grace^ and what hath aU 
way 'i^p^red to me to be the firongefi Reafon^ and 
mdfi undeniable Evidence. 

And even yet^ if any will befo kind^ as in the Spi- 
rit of Meeknefs, to anfwer the Arguments J have 
produced to jufiify my Change^ if it pleafe God to give 
me the fame Degree of Healthy and Soundnefs of Mind^ 
which^ by his Blejftng and Goodnefs^ I now enjoy^ I 
fromife ftncerely to confider them^ and to a£f fuitably 
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to the Strength of the Argument ; but if any fuch An^ 
fwer is attempted with angry Inve^iveSy and haughty 
Sophiftry^ aiming to be wife above what is Written^ I 
mufi fayy fit#»»^« iWip irjtAir, i. e. I muft remain in 
my prcfent Sentiments -, having in this fhort "Urea-- 
iifeferioufly conftdered all that I hadfaid in my Com- 
mentary to the contrary y and fully anfwered the. 
moft conftderable Places I had then produced for Con-- 
firmation of the Do^rines I there too haftily endea-- 
voured to eflablifh^ 

I conclude with thofe Words of St. Auftin: JEr- 
rare poffum^ hareticus effe noloy that is^ I may err, 
but I will not be an Heretick : As yet I mufi be in 
St. Paul'5 Senfe^ ^ if I would a^ againfi the Die- 
tateSy and firong Conviaions of my Confcience. He 
having exprejly faidy that a Heretick is one who is 
&mi«««'iepa<^> condemned in his own Confcience fir what 
be doth ajfert. Now that the God of truth would 
give to me, and all others, a right Underftanding in 
ail tbingSy is the Prayer of.

T is obfcrvablc from Scripture, 
and from the Fathers of the 
ficft three Centuries, that what- 
focver our blcfled Lord is faid 
to have, as to his Nature, or 
his" Attributes, he is faid to 
have by the 'Donation of the 
Father J or, as receii/d fion\ the Father: u^. 
He has \\\sLife from the Father ; for, as he 
himfclf faith, As the /ivin£ Father hath fent 
me, and I live by the Father, fo he that 
eateth me fltall live by tne, Joh. vi. $7, which 
cannbt be undctftood of his Refurrcftion, fincc 
it was fpokcn in the picfcnt Tcnki For he 
B doth 
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doth not fay, I fba/l live, but, I Uve. He 
hath his Power to raifc the Dead from hitty 
Johnv^iSj 2 6. For our Lord proves, that the 
^ead Jbal/ hear the Voice of the Son of Many 
and live 5 becaufe, as the Father hath Life 
in himfelfj fo hath he given to the Son to 
have Life in him f elf And he hath alfo given 
him ^ower 10 judge thofe whom he fliould 
thus raife : For, faith he, The Father judgetb 
no Many but hath committed all Judgment 
to theSon^fent by him. Joh. v. 22, 24. He 
hath given him alfo Tower over all Flejhy to 
give to them whom God hath given him eter- 
nal Life, Joh. xvil. 2. He gave him all Tower 
in Heaven and in Earthy Matth. xxviii. 18. 

Our Saviour alfo faith, all that the Father 
hath is minCy Joh. xv. 16. Becaufe the Fa- 
ther loveth the Sony and hath given all things 
into his handy Joh. iii. 35. He is Lord of 
Ally Ads X. 36. Becaufe G$d made him 
both Lord and Chrifiy Ads ii. 3 6. as St. Te- 
ter infers from God's raifing him from the 
Dead : Himy faith St. Taul, hath God ap- 
pointed Heir of all Things y Hcb. i. 2. and 
hath given him to be Head over all things to 
the Churchy Eph. i. 22. and Phil. ii. 9. He 
hath exalted himy and given him a Name 
which is above every Name : according to 
thefe Words of the Pfahnift, The Lord f aid 
unto my Lordy Sit thou on my Right Hand 
until I make thine Enemies thy Footftool,^ 
Pf. ex. I. In him dwelleth all the fulnejs 

of 
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&f the Godhead bodily^ Col. ii. 9. Becau/e 
it p leafed the Father, that in him all fulnefs 
fbould dwell, Col. i. 1 9. Agreeably to chcfc 
Scriptures, the Primitive Fathers give us an 
Account of Chrift's Power and Dominion z$ 
derived from the fupreme God and Father of 
all Things : As you may fee in the Agreement 
of the Fathers with thcfe Sentiments. Scft. 3. 

Secondly, all his Offices arc plainly depen^ 
dent m^ relating to, ox received fram the Fa- 
ther. The very Nature of his Trophetick Of- 
fice requires this, a Trophet being one who 
is fent from God, and fpeaketh in his Name. 
Whence he declares, during the Execution of 
that Office, that, he /pake not of hmfelfs but 
as the Father that fent him had given him a 
Commandy fo he fpake^ Joh. xii. 49. 

His Triefily Office doth alfo ncceflarily Im- 
ply a Relation to him whom he was to atone 
and reconcile by the Merits of his Sufferings : 
which Sufferings, fay the Scriptures, were un- 
dergone: to reconcile us to God 5 we being re- 
conciled by the T)eath ef his Son, Rom. v. 9. 
Which by the way, fhews that 'tis unreafon- 
able, and abfurd to fay it was the fame indi^ 
vidual Godhead tiiat made Satisfadion to the 
offended Perfon 5 for then, both being the 
fanK individua.1 God, he mufi makeSatisfadi- 
on to himfelf : Whereas the Scripture doth 
inform. u$> that there is one Mediator be- 
tween God and Man. From whence Eufe^ 

B 2 bins 
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hiu{ {a) infers that he is of a middle Nature 
betwixt God and Man. 

As for his Regal O^cq^ the Scripture plainly 
teftifies, that God hath given him Authority 
to execute Judgment y becaufe he is the San 
of Many Joh. v. i6. And the Apoftlc tdls 
us, that God fhall judge the World by Jefus 
Chrift. Rom, ii. i6. His Power to confound 
ail his Enemies, and chofe of the Church, is 
from that God, who faid unto him, Sit thou 
on my Right Har^y till I make thine Ene- 
mies thy Footftool. His Power to give eter- 
nal Life to his faithfuU Servants at the laft 
Day, is given him of his Father, Joh. xvii. 2. 
And when he hath thus crowned his Servants, 
and put his Enemies under his Feet, then is 
he to give up the Kingdom to God the Fa- 
ther, that God may be all in ally 1 Cor. xv. 
28. The mighty Works he did, were done 
by the Father, as the Baptift teftifies in thcfc 
Words, JiJfh. iii. 34. For he whom God hath 
fentj fpeaketh the Words of God*, for God 

fiveth not the Spirit by meafure unto him. 
he Father loveth the Sony and hath given all 
things into his hand. He healed the Sick that 
came unto him, because the Vower of God 
was prefent to heal themy Luke v. 17. He 
himfclf faith, that the Works which my Fa- 
ther hath given me ZTower2 to dOy bear wit* 
nefs ofmcy that the Father hath fent mcy Joh. 

' V.

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V. 36 He alfo confcfleth that he caft out Dc* 
vils fy the Finger ofGod^ Luke xi. 20. tha^ 
he did thcfe Works by the Spirit of God^

he, that dwelleth in me^ he doth the Works^ 
Joh. xiv. 10. That he hath ail his. Attnbutes, 
alfo derived from the Father, is genc^^ally^ ac- 
knowledged even by thofc who ftiic ttaicxiir 
felvcs the Orthodox. And of neceflity it muft 
be fo, fince all Properties flow from the Eflcnce, 
\ and in reality are only the Eflence partially 
confidered, or with relation to fuch Powers. 
So that when the individual Eflcnce is one aQ4 
the fame^ the Adions and Powers flowing 
from that Efience, muft be the fame. And 
hence they conftantly aflert, that the -Will, 
Power, and Wifdom, (^) of the whole Tri-r 
nity, is one and the fame $ and that what one 
wills, does, and knows, they all do, will, and 
know, by Virtue of this Unity of Eflence, 

The Primitive Fathers of the firft three Ccn» 
turies do alfo generally agree, that the Soa 
received his Power from the Father, as it hath 
been obferved already. And particularly Hip-^ 
folitusy {b) that his Knowledge was given 
him by the Father : to which the Orthodox arc 
forced to fay, that he received this Power, this 
Dominion, and thefc Attributes, by receiving 
the fame individual Efience with the Father j

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which yet is a Thing impoifiblc in it fclf j 
lincc an individual Eflcncc cannot be commu- 
nicated, for that very Rcafon, bccaufc it Is an 
Individual, /. ^. one and no more. Nor can 
three Eflcnces be one and no more, by being 
connexe & conjunBe (as Tertuliian'% Thecla^ 
or the Spirit of Montanus taught him) bur 
only three Effences joined, and connefted to 
one another. 

Moreover hence it muft follow, that the 
fame numerical Effence muft be Selfexiftentj 
and not Sclf-exiftent, communicated j and yet 
incommunicable y (as a Self-exifting EfTence 
muft neceflarily be) generated j and ungene^ 
ratedy derived^ and under ived : It being cer- 
tain that the Father's Effence is felf-cxifting, 
uncommunicated, and underivcd s and that 
the Effence of the Son is not fo. So that it 
muft be an exprefs Contradiftion to predicate 
thefc oppofite and contradiftory Affertions of 
the lame numerical Effence. And hence it 
will follow, that this God muft be ^eus de 
^eOy and yet, i>eus de Nullo 5 or, which is 
the fame Thing, a fclf-exifting Being, as he 
neceffarily is in the Father, jmd yet he muft 
communicate himfelf to another 5 who yet 
only is another^ by having that Effence com- 
municated to him \ and he muft communicate 
himfelf unto another^ by continuing invari« 
ably the fame that he was before* To omit 
many othet like Abfurdities. Accordingly a 

leataed 
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learned Author {a) very well obfcrvts, ' that 
^ as this Doftrine would deprive both the Son, 
^ and Holy Ghoft of any proper Eflencc and 
' Attributes of their own j fo would it follow 
' that they arc only Names. ' For the fame 
Reafon, neither can an individual Powefj be 
communicated, as the fame Author proves in 
thefe Words, * The Reafon why the indivi- 
« dual Knowledge, or Power of God cannot 
^ ht communicated, any more than his indivi* 

* dual Exiftcnce, is, becaufc they are indivi- 
^ dual, and nothing that is individual can c- 

* ver be communicated from one thing to 
' another. * jfnf. to Remarks y &c. p. 230. 

Thirdly, The Effence of the Father being 
efTentially an intelligent, and adive Efience, 
and fo aperfonal Eflfence, it is evident, it can- 
not be communicated, unlefs a perfonal Effence 
be communicated ^ and then the Perfon to 
whom it is communicated muft be two Per. 
fons. From hence arife thefe Corollaries. 

Firfty that the Son is a real and diftinft Per- 
fon, from the fupreme God. And alfo, 

Secondly^ that he is not of one and the 
fame individual Efience with him. 

Firfty He is a real Terfon dijiingui(bed 

from him. For Chrift every where declares 

himfelf not to be the Father, but to come 

forth from him, to fpeak by his Authority 

and Commiifion> to do nothing of himfelf,

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but every Thing by the Power of the Father 5 
nothing to his own, but every Thing to hi^

And yet he fpeaks thefe Things of .hiriifelf 
coniidered as coming down from lieaven 5 
and with Pronouns perfonal i and fomctimes 
in Oppofition to the whole Pcrfon of the Fa- 
ther, as when he faith. He that beUeveth in 
mey believeth not in me^ but in him that fent 
mty Johnxii. 44. 

Secondly y That he is not of the fame in- 
dividual or numerical Effence with God the 
Fat her y is evident from thefe Confiderations. 

Firjiy that where the numerical Eflcncc is 
, one and the fame, the Will and Adions of 
. that Effence muft be^ one and the fame. And 
where the Will and Adions arc numerically 
diftind and diverfe, there the individual Effence 
muft alfo be diftind and different. And this 
T)amafcen {a) declares to be the Dodrine of 
the Holy Fathers. 

Hence it demonftratively follows, that if 
the Effence of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoft, be numerically one and the fame, the 
Will, and all the other Adions of tliefe three 
muft be numerically one and the fame : So 
that what the Father wills, and does, the Son 
?in4 Holy Ghoft muft wijl^ and do, ^Ifo^

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Now to flicw the inconfiftcncy of this with 
the plain Declarations of Hofy Scripture j let 
it be confidcrcd, 

Firfl, That if the Effcnce of the Son (for 
Inltance) is one and the fame with that of God 
the Father, his Will muft of neceffity be ofic 
and the fame with that of God th^ Father* 
And what the Father wills, the Son muft of 
neceffity will alfo 5 that is, the Will of the 
Father muft of neceffity be his Will too. But 
this is direftly inconfiftcnt with thefe Words 
of Chrift, Job. v. 20. I feek not mine own 
Willy but the mil of the Father which fent 
me. (tf) Andch. vi. 38. I came dawn from 
Heaven^ not that I might do mine own WilU 
but the Will of him that fent me. And ch. 
iv. 34. My Meat is, that I may do the Will 
of him that fent me ; and that I may finijb 
his Work. For can the numerical Eflencc 
fend it felf, and be fent by it fclf, and become 
his own Legate ? Neither can he that hath the 
fame numerical Will with the Father, come 
down from Heaven not to do his own WilL 
And here note, that all this is fpoken df 
the Will of him that came down from Heaven^ 
and therefore of the Divine Will of the Son.

Secmdlfj where the individual Eflcncc is 
one and the fame, the Adiohs of that Effence 
mud be one and the fame : So that what is 
done by the Father, muft of Neceflity be done 
by the fame individual Effence of the Son^ 
provided both have one Effence. And yet 
this alfo is plainly inconfiftent with the Words 
of Chrift, and with the Declarations of Holy 
Scripture. As when Chrift faith, My ^oSf- 
tine is not tnine^ but his that fent me^ Johh 
vii. 1 6. Again, chap. xii. 49, 50- The Fih 
tber which fent me^ he gave me a Command- 
ment what I fbould fay^ and what I fhould 
fpeak : As the Father hath given tpe a Com- 
mandmenty fo I fpeak. 

{a) Now can the fame individual Effence 
fend, and command it ielf ? Or could our 
Herd abfolutely deny that Dodrine to be his, 
which proceeded from his own numerical 
Effence ? If / and the Father are oney fignific 
one in Effence, it muft (ignifie one in Adion 
alfo I and fo what one fends^ the other muft 
icnd i what one commands, the other muft 
alfo Command ; and the Dodrine which one 
tea^heth, muft be taught by the other alfo.

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Again. Tb& ff^orksj faith he, which I do in 
my Father* s Name^ that is, by his Authority, 
and the fF^rk which my Father hath given me 
CPower3 to do, they bearwitnejs ofme^ Joh. 
V. 3 tf . But how can one of the fame indi- 
vidual Effcnce with the Father aft in his Name, 
and not in his own aJfo \ Again, As the Fa- 
ther hath taught me^ Jo I /peak, {a) Joh. viii. 
zi. And, the Father hath not left me alone^ 
for I do always the Things that are mofi 
f leafing to him. Now can one of the iamc 
numerical Eflcncc with the Father be taught 
by another, and not by himfelf? Or can he 
do thole Things which are pleafing to ano^ 
ther, and not to himfelf > In a word, if the 
Effcnce of the Father and Son be one and the 
fame, and confequently the Aftions flowing 
from that Effence be one and the fame in bothf 
hence it dcmonftratively follows, that if tobe^ 
get, and to communicate an Effence, be to aft, 
the Son muft as truly beget and communicate 
his Effence to himfelf, as the Father doth, and 
fo muft be both Father and Son to himfelf. 

Thirdly J One individual Ejfince can give 
nothing to, and receive nothing from it feii^ 
bccaufe it can give nothing but what it hath 
already, and therefore cannot teccivc by way 
of Gift^. And this in an AU-pcrfeft and Self- 
fufEcient Being is the more certain, becaufeit 
is uicapablc ot any AccejHon to its ahfolute 
Pcrfeftion.

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If then God the Son hath the fame nume- 
rical EfTence which the Father hath, he could 
not propaly and truly fay, Matth. xi. 17. 
{a) Jill things are delivered to me by my Fa- 
ther. For could the Father either give or re- 
veal any thing to his own Effence, which it 
had liot^ or. knew not, before ? And again, 
Matth. xxviii, J f . All Tower is given to me in 
Heaven and Earth: feeing the fame Eflcncc 
muft have always the. fame Power. The Fa^ 
theTy £aith Chrijlj . loveth the Sony and hath 
given all things into his hands ^ Joh. iii. 3 5 • 
even into the hands of that Son who came 
down from Hcaveo, hath he given all things ; 
nQt by .Communication of his own numerical 
Effence to him, but from that AfFeftion which 
he bore to him* . So again, "^efus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into his 
bands y aiut that he came down from Heaven^ 
wafhed the ^ifciples Feetj Joh. xiii. 3 • And 
yet if he that came down from Heaven had 
the fame numerical Effence with the Father, he 
muft give all Things into his own hands, or 
give it to him who always had it. Again, 
^oh. V. 22. The Father judgeth no Many but 
hath committed all Judgment to the Sony e- 
yen to that Son which hehadfent dawn from 

fjeaven^

Heaven, V. 23. and therefore to him who 
had a Divine Nature^ by which alone he could 
be enabled to execute that Judgment. And 
chap, xvii.2, Thou {Father , V. i.) haft given 
him {thf Sony ibid.) Tonver over all Flefb^ 
that he may give eternal Life to all that thou 
haft given him. An earthly Parent may give 
(he Power to his Son to give Gratuities to his 
Servants committed to him, becaufe he is ia 
Efience, numerically difiind from him : Buc 
were they numerically one in Eflence, the; 
Power of both muft be one s and what was 
given, muft be given by both. 

Laftfyy Chrtft anfwcrs thus to the Sons of 
Zebedeej {a) Matth. xx. 25. To fit on my 
Right Handy and on my Lefty is not mine t0 
give, but it fball be given to them for whom 
it is prepared of my Father. And yet where 
the Eflence is one and the fame, the Gift muft 
proceed from one and the fame Eflfence in 
both, and be prepared for them, to whom it 
is given by both. 

Fourthly y The fame numerical EiTence can- 
not fend it felf i or be fent from, and return 
to its felf. And yet how frequently doth our 
Lord inform us that the Father had fent him 
into the Worldy and, that he came forth from 
the Father ? And came into the World ? To

14. Could this Negation be truly fpokcn by 
one and the fame God with him that Cent 
him > Is not the import of thcfe Words plain- 
ly this > He receiveth, or believeth, not only 
in me his MefTenger, fpeaking iii his Name, 
but in that God who fent me on his MeiTage } 
Is not this his own interpretation, when be 
faith, The Word which you hear y is not mine^ 
hut the Father s wknch fent me, Joh. xiv. 24 J 
And is not this the import of the like Phrales 
ufed both ^n the Old and New Teftamcnt ? As 
when 'tis faid, Exod. xvi. 8. Tour MurmuringSy 
^re not againjl uSy but againft the Lord. And, 
1 Sam, viii. 7. They hanje not rejeUed theej 
hut they have rejected me, Theflf. iv. Z. He 
that defpifeth our Commandment j defpifeth 
mot Many but God. Again, chap. viii. 17, i4t. 
Chrift fpeakcth thus j In your Law it is writ- 
teny the Tejiimony of two Men is true ; / am 
mne that bear witnefs of my feif and the Fa- 
ther that fent me, beareth witnefs of me. 

wh€« 
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Where obfervc, that the Doftrinc of the nu- 
merical Unity of the Father and the Son in 
Eflcnce and in Anions, dcftroys Chrift's Argu* 
ment, and turns it into a Paraiogifm i for up« 
on this Suppofition the Pharifees might have 
anfwered, that the Teftimony of two Men, 
might well be decm'd the Teftimony of two 
Witneffes, becaufc they were as to Nature nu- 
merically different, and their Teftimony con- 
tained two different Aftlons, the Teftimony 
of one being not the Teftimony of the other 5 
whereas the Teftimony of the Father and Son, 
were only the fame numerical Adion of them 
both i and fo could not properly be faid to be 
two Teftimonies. And Joh, x* 37. {a) Saf 
you of him whom the. Father hath fandiified^ 
and fent into the World, thou blafphemefiy be- 
caufc I faid I am the Son of God ? From 
this Anfwer 'tis evident, firft^ that they accufed 
our Lord of Blafphemy, not for faying, v. 30. 
/ and the Father are one, but for ftyling Cod 
his Father, and fo in effed faying, he was 
the Son of God : For this is the Reafon of that 
Acctifation which our Lord here fpeaks of. 
Secondly y our Lord here proves himfelf to be 
the Son of God, becaufc the FatherhadfanEii-

Thirdly y He proves himfelf to be the Son of 
God, becaufe he did the Works of his Father i 
for fo it immediately follows, v. 38. Ij I 
do not the Works of my Father y believe me not 
to be his Son. Now thefe Works, faith he, I 
do h ovofjutli tS '7Ccl]fUy in my Fathers Namey 
that \Sy not by my owny but by his Authority, 
and Power i whereas he who is numerically 
one in Eftence with the Father, muft do his 
Works by one and the fame Authority and 
Power. 

\ Fifthly y No numerical Effencc can do an 
Ajftion by another 5 for where the Effencc is 
the fame, the Aftion muft proceed ftom thcr 
fame Eflence, and fo not be done by another. 
And yet it is expreflly faid, EpheJ. iii. 9. That 
God created all Things by Jefus Chrift. That 
by him he made the Worlds y Heb. i. 2. That 
Cod will judge the Secrets of Men by Jefus 
Chrijly Rom* ii. 15. He that raifed up the 
Lord Jefus Chrijiy (ball raife us up alfo byt 
JefuSy I Cor. iv. 1 4. It pleafed the Father by 
him to reconcile all things to himfelf Col. i. 
19, 20. Likewife reckon ye alfo your f elves- 
to be dead indeed unto Sin, but alive unto God 
through Jefus Chrid our Lord, Rom. vi. 11. 
and vcrfc 2 3 . For the Wages of Sin is T>eath, 

but 
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iut the Gift of God is eternal Lift through 
Jefus Chrift our Lord. And, / thank God^ 
through J efus Ghrijpt our Lord^ chap. vii. 25. 
And again, Unto him be Glory in the Church 
hChrifi Jefus, Eph. iii. 21. And, My God 
jhall fupply all your needs y according to his 
riches in Glory , by Chrift Jefus j Phil* iv. 1 9. 

For the fame Rcafon, wc could not, upon 
this Suppofition, properly be faid to have things 
from God, or to do things to God, by Chrift t 
To have Teace with God 34^ 5/, or Through, 
our Lord Jefus Chrift, Rom. v, i , 1 1 . 71^ 
the only wife God be Glory, o^ By our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, Rom, xvi. 27. Thanks be to 
God who hath given us the ViSiory^ 2^ By 
our Lord Jefus Chrift, i Cor- xv, 57. Such 
Hope have we to God, by Chrift, 2 Cor* iii. 
4. We are filed with the Fruits of Righte- 
oufnefs, which are by Jefus Chrift to the Glo- 
ry of God the Father, Phil. i. 11. We give 
Thanks, 0^5 ym Ilotrgl, to God, even the Fa- 
ther by him, Coloir. iii. 17. We offer up fpi^ 
ritual Sacrifices, acceptable to God, through 
Jefus Chrift, i Pet. ii. 5. That God in all 
things may be glorified, through Jefus Chrift, 
chap. iv. II. Now if Chrift be the fame only 
wife God, adlng by the fame individual Ef- 
fence, can Glory be given to him by our 
Lord, and not by himfelf? Can our Sacrifices 
be acceptable to God by him, and not ajfo to 
him \ Or can God in all Things be glorified by 
himfelf \ By him, faith St. Paul, let us offer 

C up 
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up our Sacrifices of Traife to God always^ 
Hcb. xiii. iv And if he be the fame indivi- 
dual Effcnce, muft they not be offered aifo to 
him, as well as by him > 

Jn fine, it is obfervable, that though our 
modern Writers do endeavour to prove from 
the Miracle our Saviour did, that he was the 
fame fupreme God with the Father, yet Chrift 
himfelf doth only ufe them to prove, that he 
was fent by the Father, and had CommilHon 
from him to deliver this iMcflage to the World. 
As is evident from thefe Words, Joh. v. i6. 
But I have greater Witnefs than that of 
'John : For the Works which the Father hath 
given me to fini^y the fame Works that I 
doy hear Witnefs of me^ that the Father hath 
fent me. And when he raifcd up Lazarus 
from the Dead, he fpeaks thus to his Father, 
Father y I know that thou heareft me always : 
But this J [aid that they^ the Jews, might 
believe that thou ha/i fent me^ Joh. xi. 42. 

Secondly, Hence it is certain, that there 
can be no Communication, internal Produfti- 
on, or necelfary Emanation of the individual 
Effence of the Father to the Son. 

Firflj Becaufe, as 1 have already proved, an 

individual Effence cannot be communicated i 

and alfo becaufe a particular Effence, fub/ifiing 

by its felf, in intelligent Beings, as the Effence 

of the Father is, is the fame as a Perfbn i and 

therefore cannot be communicated without 

the Communication of the Perfon : And yet 

it 
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it is on all Hands granted, that the Pcrfon of 
the Father, as a felf-cxifting Being, was not, 
and cannot be communicated to the Son. 

Secondly y Internal Produftion, that is, Pro- 
dudion in theEflence of the Father, is indeed 
no Produftion at all. For fincc this internal 
Production is faid to give to the Son no diftinft 
Exiftencc of its own, 'tis manifeft it is a Pro- 
duAion of nothing, that is, no Produdion at 
ail 5 for that which hath no Exiftencc of its 
own, is nor produced. Nor, 

Thirdly y Can the Son's EfTcnce be produced 
by necelfary Emanation > firft^ Becaufe fuch 
Emanation, and the Eflence from which it 
cmaneth, would both be as equally Iclf-exift- 
ent, as 'tis equally ncceflary for God to be an 
intelligent Being, and to be at all. For what- 
ever neceffarily and eflTcntially belongs to that 
which is felf-exiftent, is its felf, felfexiftcnt, 
as being indeed only the very fame thing ap- 
prehended under a partial Confidcration. 

Secondly y Becaufe it is the general Dodrine 

of the Antc-nicene Fathers, that the Son was 

produced by the Will of the Father. This is 

cxpreflly taught by IgnatiuSy Juflin Martyr^ 

HippolytuSy and Novatian. And, faith Eu- 

febiuSy it is that Doftrine which ot <ro(p(i1cLjo< xm 

rifltrgp^v 6y ToT^ ot3ceioi^ cruyTaypto-iy oLTre^pMyavro, 

• is that ^oBrine which the wifefi of the Fa- 

. thers declared in their genuine PForkSy Ecclef. 

TheoL 1. I. p. 20. And the fame Father puts 

this Difference betwixt the Emanation of Light 

C 2 from 
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from the Sun, and the Generation of the Son 
of God i that the firft rcfults neceflarily from 
the Nature of the Sun, it being of neceffity 
that all luminous Bodies (hould fend forth 
Hays of Light* But that the Son was the Image 
of the Pather JtctToL ymfJLfif xm ^^ojuftjn aurS? 
according to his Council and Choice, {a) 

^ neceflfary Emanation from the Father by 
the Will and Power of the Father, is an cx- 
prcfs Contradi^ion $ becaufe Neceffity, in its 
very Notion, excludes all operation of Will, 
and Powcty though it may be coniiftent with 
Approbation. See all this fully proved, in 
the Agreement of the Fathers, Sedion the ^tk 
And m my Anfwcr to T>t.W. Part, 2. from 

.^, 19, to p. 22, 

La/ilyy Tis obfervable that in Iren£us-s 
Time, the way of exprcfling the proceeding 
of the Son from the Father, feems not to have 
been determined by any Decifion of the 
Church, but only by the Valentinian Hcrc- 
ticks, as fccmeth plain from the Words oilre- 
n£us i The VakntinianSy faith he, are irrati- 
onabilitcr inflati^ unreafonably puft upy by pre- 
. tending to know the unfpeakavle Myfteries of 
the Generation of Chrifl : And if any Man 
asks J faith he, ^uomodo Filius a Vatre pro- 
. latus eft ? (a) nemo novit dicemus ei, mJft 
folus qui generavit Tater, & qui natusell ti- 
lius^ How the Son proceeds pom the Pother^ 

whether

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whether by Trolation^ or Generation^ or h 
declaration^ or by whatfoever Name it ho 
called y weanfwerj No one knows but the Fa- 
ther who begat 9 and the Son who was begot* 
ten of him. 

Fourthly^ Hence it follows, that Chrift mull 
be truly God, becaufe he hath Dominion over 
all Flefh, and all Power in Heaven, and in 
Earthy imparted to him. For this Dominion 
is the Ground of Divine WorQiip and Autho- 
rity : According to that Aphorifm, Deus eft 
qui Dominium habet^ fummus fummum, ve- 
rus verum, falfus falfum, He is God who has 
dominion ; he is the Jupreme God, who has 
the higheft and underived dominion ; a true 
Gody who h^s true dominion over all Things % 
a falfe Gody who falfely pretends to that x)tf- 
minion which he has no right to Exercife. 
And to this we may refer thofe Words, Heb. 

iii. 3,4- Je XATflCoxeocurct^ Tol ntanxcL o 0wf , tie 

that governs all things is God. See the Note 
there. Our bleflfcd Lord therefore having a 
true Dominion over all things in Heaven and 
Eacth, muft be truly God. And that this Do- 
minion is given and committed to him by tht 
Father, doth not render him lefs truly God j 
becaufe the Word, God, being a relative Term^ 
it is not the metaphyfical Nature^ but the Ex- 
crcife of Dominion that conftitutes him a God 
to us. And this Dominion he afcribeth to 
himfclf in thefe Words, The Father judgetb , 
mMany but fifath committed all Judgment Utk- 

C 3 to 
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to the Son : And hence infers, that all Men 
foould honour the Son^ even as they honour 
the Father that fent him -, and adds, he that 
honour eth not the Son^ honour eth not the Fa- 
ther that fent him. Accordingly, Origen 
faith, the Heathens can fhew no Command for 
vorlhipping, Antinous^ or any of their other 
Cods. VVhcxeas the Chriftians have an ex- 
prcfs Command, [a) from the mod high God, to 
worfhip Chrift, viz. thofe Words, that all 
Men jbould honour the Son^ &c. And again. 
The Maker of the World commended Jcfus 
Chrift to the Brcafts of all Chriftians, to be ho- 
noured with Divine Honour, not for his Uni- 
ty of Eflence, with him, but for the Efficacy 
of his wonderful Dodrine. Novation {b) 
faith. That God the Father is juftly ftiledthe 
God over all^ and the Original^ even of the 
Son himfelf whom he begat ^ Lord of all i and 
alfoy that the Son is the God of all other 
things fubjeB to him. Accordingly St. Taul 
tcacheth us, that God hath highly exalted himy 
and given him a Name above every Name ; 
that at the Nameofjefus^ every Knee fhould 
bow, of things in Heaven, things in Earthy 
a^ things under the Earth, and that every 
Tongue fhould confefs that Jefus Chrift, is 
Lord, to the Glory of God the Father, Phil.

And accordingly, Irenaus {b) 
i^h in the forecitcd Paflagcs, that* Chriji is 
vcrifc45€iis^ Dominus, trulj God and Lord ^ 
though he owned he received his Dominion 
over all Creatures, from the Father. 

Fifthly-, Hence it is evident, that Jefus 
Chriji muft have received, as the Foundation 
of this Dominion, all Power neccflfary to the 
Excrcife thereof, fince it is unreafonable to 
conceive, that an All-wife God (hould have 
given that Power to him, which he had not 
enabled him to execute ; and therefore, that 
his Providence muft reach to the Government, 
and Diredion of all Creatures, all things be- 
ing made fubjeB unto him i and that he muft 
have the largcft Power, for he hath put all 
things under his Feet y r Cor. xv. i/j 28, 29. 
For from this Power given by the Father to 
have Life inhimfelfy he infers, that the Dead 
(ball hear the Voice of the Son of Godj and 
livey Joh. V. 25, 2d. And hence St. Taul 
informs us, that he jball Change our vile Bo- 
dies J into the likenefs of his glorious Body, 
according to the mighty Tower whereby he is 
able to fubdue all things to himfelf^ Phil. iii. 
21. He being appointed to be the Judge of 
Quick and Dead^ muft have the Knowledge of 
the Hearts of thofe whom he is to judge, that 
fohc may judge of all Men according to their 
Works. And th^erefore this Knowledge he 

C 4 afcribcs 
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^fcribcs to himfclf in thefc Words, j4ll the 
Churches fhall know that I am he who fear eh- 
eth the Reins and the Heart s, and will pve ta 
every one according to his fForks^ Rev. ii. 2j. 
Now to him who hath the Knowledge of the 
Hearts of all them who pray unto him, who 
hath Dominion over all things in Heaven and 
Jarth, who is able to raife the Dead with glo- 
rious Bodies, who hath Power over all Flcfli, 
fo give eternal Life to them that believe in 
him, and to punifti all who obey nothisGof- 
pel, and to reward every Man according to 
his Works^ doubtlefs we have fufficient Ground 
to pray to, as well as to believe, hope, an4 
truft in him, and to depend upon hitn for all 
the Bleilings we can want, and he is able to 
confer upon us. Thu^ therefore wc are to 
honour the Son, like as we honour the Father 
that fcnt him, and hath given all Powpr into 
fiis Hands. 

Now from what hath been thus difcours'd, 
we learn two Reafons why our blefled Lord 
inay be truly ftiled God. 

iTt^Jiy By Reafon of his Divine Excellencies^ 
he having derived from the Father the like 
Excellencies to thofe by which the Father him- 
felf doth govern the World, and exercifeth his 
Divine Power ovcy all things, viz. a Provi-; 
dence ruling over all Tfiings, a right to judge 
all Men \ and a Knowledge of the Secrets ^ 
the Hearts of them whom he i$ to iudgc. 
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And hence moft of the Antc-Nicenc Fathers 
fay, that he is, iixw rUs FIotTpixw ©eorifl®-, xeti 
2tj^ rSlo 0e®-, the Imagf of the Fat he/ s T>ei^ 
ty^ and therefore God^ 

Secondly J Becaufe he hath Dominion over 
all things in Heaven and Earth, and God hath 
put ail things under his Feet, For feeing God 
hath given that very Dominion which he him- 
fclf exercifcth, into the Hands of the Son, he 
muft have thereby confiituted him truly God 
and Lord over us. And tho' he was qualified 
for this Dominion before by his Divine Excel- 
lencies, he could not have them given him 
before there was an Heaven and an Earih> Or 
yer which he fhould have Dominion. 

Hence even of God the Father, Tertullian 
f^ith, {a) though he was always God, he was 
not always Lord, nam ex quo cfle caepcrunt in 
quae poteftas Domini ageret, ex illo per acceffi- 
onem poteftatis, &; faftus, & diftus eft Dominus^ 
And again. Sic & Dominus non ante ca quo- 
rum Domjnus exifteret, fed Dominus tantura 
futurus quandoque— per ca qui {ibi fcrviiura 
feciflet, He was not Lordy nor to be calkd 
foj till he had made thofe Creatures over 
which he was to have dominion. Hence, 

Sixthly y It foUow^s, that the Son of God 
muft be truly inferiour to God the Father, and 
the Father truly fuperiour to him, fince he 
who receiveth all his Power and Excellencies 
from the Father, and hath th?m all derived 

from

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from him in whoai they are fcif-cxiftent, 
and undcrivcd; he who is fent by, and is o- 
bcdient to his Father's Will, muft be inferiour 
to him, who fent him {a). And hence it fol- 
lows that the Worftiip due unto him, though 
it be Divine, is inferiour Worfliip, as being 
the Worfhip of one to whom the Father hath 
given all Dominion both in Heaven and Earth. 
In Heaven 5 For when God^ brought forth his 
firfi begotten into the Worlds he faidy Let all 
the Angels of God worfoip him^ Heb, i. 6. 
And St, ^eter informs us. That Angels ^ Au- 
thorities ^ and Towers J are made fmjeSi unto 
him^ I Pet. iii. 22. In Earth i For the Fa- 
ther judgeth no Man^ but hath committed all 
Judgment unto the Sony that all Men fhould 
honour the Sony even as they honour the Fa- 
ther 5 He that honour eth not the Sony honour- 
eth not the Father that fent him, J oh. v. 22, 

Now hence it is plain, that becaufe Chrift 
^as the Son of Man, therefore the Father gave 
him Authority to execute Judgment, or com- 
mitted all Judgment to him. And becaufe 
God gave him Authority to execute Jiadg- 
mcnt, therefore all Men (hould honour him 
even as they honour the Father, that is, in 
other Words, Chrift's Honour, and Worfliip, 
arc founded upon the Father's Gift : And the 

Reafon 

r«Wy. Znf^ Ecc» Tht»L 1. 1. c. lO. p. 94, 
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Rcafon of the Father's giving it, was kis be- 
coming the Son of Man. Surely then the 
moft high God muft be fuperior to the Son of 
Man : And he that gave this Honour to him, 
muft be fuperior to him who received it from 
him as .his Gift. 

Hence St. Taul informs us, that God hath 
highly exalted himy and given him a Name 
that is above every Name, that at the Name 
of JefuSy every Knee fbouid boWy of things 
in Heaven, and things in Earthy and things 
under the Earth ; And that every Tongue 
fbouid confefs that Jefus Chrifi is Lord, ta 
the Glory of God the Father y Phil. ii. 9, 10, 
1 1 . Now he who is made Lord, to the Glo* 
ry of God the Father, cannot be the fame 
Lord, with God the Father 2 Since then he 
muft be Lord, and God to his own Glory. 
All that Dr. fV——d offers, to evade the 
Force of this Text, is fully confidcred, and 
confuted by the ingenious Author of the Uni- 
ty of God, in his Anfwer to the Dr's. Remarks, 

pag. 3 8 . But againft this Dr. W d ob- 

)cGts thefe Words ot Irenaus {a). Qui fuper 
fe habet aliquem fuperiorem, & fub alterius 
poteftate, eft hie neque Dcus, neque magnusr 
Rex dici pote{| 5 that is, he that hath another 
Juperiouf to himy and is under the Tower of 
Another, cannot be called Gody or a great 
King. Not confidcring, or, rather, unduly^ 

concealing 

{a}\. \i (^ 29, p. X04: 
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concealing that thcfc Words were fpoken a- 
gainft the Herefies of the ValentinianSy and 
MarcioniteSj who not only held that there 
was another fuperiour to that God who made 
the World, but that the God who gave the 
Law was only jufty but not good ; and that 
this fupcrior God fent Jefus to annul what he 
had done. Iren£us laith, they caird hint 
moreover, Malorum Fabricatorem^ (a) The 
M^ker of evil Things. And that Jefus was 
icnt by that Father, qui eft fuper Mundi Fabri- 
catorem Dcum, who was fuperiour to Goij 
the Maker of the Worlds to aijfolve the Law 
and the Prophet Sj & omnia opera ejus Dei 
qui Mundum fecit, {b) and all the Works of 
that God who made the World. And well 
might Irenaus fay, that he that hath thus a 
Superiour, and is fo far under the Power of 
another, as to deftroy all that he had done, 
9nd pronounces him a wicked Being, can nei- 
ther be truly God, nor a great King. But 
yet this hinders not, but that he who hath a 
Power over all things committed to him from 
the Father, wboafbsby his Authority, and al- 
ways agreeably to his Will, may be truly God ; 
Jic being, as — Eufebius truly faith, utjm rUff 
fTVcLTp^TLris S-goTJiT®-, xou 3^ T^To 3'eoj, The Image 
of the Father's ^eitjfy and therefore God. 

Moreover the Fundamental Prmciplc of the 
Trotefiant Religion is this, Th0t the Holy

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Scriptures cmtain a fufficient Clearnefs in all 
things necejp^ry to be believedy or done in Or^ 
der to Salvation. 

Whence it clearly follows, that what is not 
with fufficicnt clearnefs contain'd in the. Scrip- 
ture, cannot be truly deemed a neccffary Ar- 
ticle of Chriftian Faith, or a Dodrine necefla- 
ry to be believed unto Salvation. 

Hence therefore 1 think it may rationally 
be enquired, 

Firfty Where hath the Scripture faid, that 
the Individual Ejfence of the Father ^ hath 
been communicated to the Son^ and Holy Ghofty 
or that they derive the fame individual Ef 
fence i^ i<ri<^ ri rTotr/wf , from the E (fence 
of the rat her y or have the fame individual 
Effence with him, and fo are the fame one 
God? 

Secondly yWheK hath the Scripture faid^ that 
the Son froceedeth from the Father by a ne-* 
cejfary Emanation ( Or, 

Thirdhy By an internal ^roduStion with- 
in the Effence of the Father 5 though that 
feemi plainly necefTary to be aflerted by thofc 
who call themCelves Orthodox i Itnce, if he 
be produced extra Effentiam VatriSy he muft 
have another Effence from that which is the Fa- 
tliers. 

Fouftidfy Where hath it any where fpokea 
v0^ thin^ of the wor^erful Empericborefis of 
the Fat%er^ Son, and Holy Ghojl, which the 

Potft- 
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Poft-Niccnc Fathers fpeak of, with fo much 
Confidence and Aflfurancc ? 

Fifthly, Where hath the Scripture plain- 
ly fpoken any thing of the eWi^ v7tQ(r<iri)ty^, 
or HypofiaticalUniony broached firft by Cyril 
of Alexandria J and by Theodoret {a) pro- 
nounced to be a thing unknown to the Fa- 
thers that lived before him ? 

Sixthly^ Where hath it faid, that the 
Holy Ghoft ejfent tally proceeded from the Fa- 
ther and the Son ? 

Seventhly y Where hath it declared, that all 
or any of tbefe things are necejfary to be be- 
lieved in order to SaTvatioUj as the ^feudo-A- 
thanafian Creed doth > Or by what Authority 
do Men come after him, and declare that ne- 
ceffary which God hath never made fo ? This 
being plainly to add unto God*s Word, and to 
ufurp the Authority of that one LegiQator, and 
Judge, who alone is able to fave^ and to de- 
jiroy^ fames iv. 12. What is this but with- 
out Divine Authority, ralhly to exclude Men 
from Heaven, and fcntencc them ko Hell : 
And to ufurp the Authority of that God, vhom 
we arc only to <:all Father upon Earthy and 
of that Jefus who is our only Gmdey and 
Teacher y in opppfition to all other Teachers } 

Eighthlyy Where doth the Scripture fay, 
that the Father y Sony and Holy Ghoft^ have only 

orte 
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ifne, and the fame individual Willy or that all 
three in one complex Notion^ do one and the 
fame individual ASlion ? The Fallhood of 
which Affertion, 1 have elfewherc proved. 
And, 

Lajily, Where doth the Scripture fay, that 
three Terfons canfubfifl in one numerical Ef 
fence ? This being in EfFeft to fay, as Dr. 

fV d doth not blufh to do, {a) that three 

intelligent Agents may be one intelligent Ar- 
gent ^ and no more? Had all thefe things been 
neccffary to have been believed, furely they 
would have been, either in exprcfs Words, or 
plain Confequence contained in the Holy 
Scripture. And if they cannot be found there, 
it muft be granted, at lead by all TroteJiantSj 
that they are not neccflary to be believed, as 
not being contained in their Rule of Faith. 

In our Difcourfes with the Dodors ot the 
Roman Communion y we diftinguifli betwixt 
fuch Articles as we call pofitivCy or affirma- 
tivCy or which we do aflcrc to be delivered in 
that Scripture which is our Rule of Faith i (and 
that thefe are contained in Scripture we own 
our felvcs obliged to prove) and thofc which 
we call negativCy or fuch as we deny to be 
contained in our Rule of Faith 5 as that the 
^ope is Chrift s Vicar upon Earth ; That the 
Hofi is tranfubjlantiated into the real Body 
and Blood of thrift y united to his Divinity y 

and

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4tnd thirefore is to be worfhipped with Latriai 
that isy with fVorfbip only due to the great 
God Of Heaven : That // is to be offered as a 
propitiatory Sacrifice for the Sins of the Lt- 
vingy or the T>ead : That Saints, and Angels 
are to be wor^ipped by Mental^ or Oral 
Prayers : That we are to bow down tOj or 
worjbip Images y or Crucifixes : That the Sa^ 
craments of the New Teftament are Seven : 
That Prayers are to be offered for the Dead^ 
to free them from the Tains of Purgatory : 
That Prayers are to be admintftred in Latin^ 
though it be an unkfwwn Tongue to the Teo- 
fie : And laftly, That general Councils are in- 
fallible ; and that Triefts do formally forgive 
SinSy and not declaratively only. 

Now as to thcfc negative VropofitionSy wc 
declare we are not obliged to prove from 
Scripture^ that it doth exprcfly deny them^ 
but think it fufficient, that we don't find them 
contained in our Rule of Faith : bccaufe what* 
foevcr is of Divine Revelation^ muft be con- 
tained in thefe Scriptures, in which alone, we 
have the Mind of God revealed to us. From 
whence it follows, that if we would aft agree-^ 
ably to our Fundamental Principle, we alfo 
mufi rc/eft all other pretended Articles of 
Cbriftian Faith, which cannot be fufficiently 
proved to be contained in the Holy Scrip* 
cures. 

It is a true ^nd excellent Saying of one of 
the Antients, that ^eus nan ducit ad Cdlum 

ptf 
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per difficilUy That God brings not Men to 
Heaven by difficult Matters. And feeing God 
would have all Men to be favedy and come to 
the Knowledge of the Truths neceflary to 
that End, i Tim. ii. 4 i and fincc the Gofpel 
was indited for the Salvation of all Men in 
general, Greeksy and Barbariansy Wifcy and 
Unwife j and feeing St. Taul declares, that 
in preaching of it, they ufed great plainnefs 
of Speechy 2 Cor. iii. 125 feeing, laftly, our 
excellent Homily * on this Subjeft, teacheth 
us. That there is nothing fpoken in dark Myfte- 
ries in one Tlace of ScripturCy but the fame 
thing is more familiarly and plainly taught in 
another y to the Capacity both of the Learned^ 
and Unlearned 5 And thofe things which are 
plain to under flandy and necejfary for Salva- 
tion, every Maris T^uty is to learn them 5 And 
feeing alfo, all the antient Fathers exprelfly 
and frequently fay the fame thing, as I have 
proved elfe where, (f) Hence it is very evi- 
dent, that not only the Niceties contain d in 
the VfeudO'Athanafian Creedy cannot be nc- 
ccffary to be believed unto Salvation, as the 
Author of that Creed thrice afferts, becaufe 
fomc of the unlearned Laiety cannot underr 
ftand them i but alfo that the Propofitions 
mentioned by me, as not clearly contained in 
Scripture, cannot be neeeflary to be believed 
in order to that End ; fince by Experience we

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find that even learned Clerks arc fo ekcceding- 
ly divided, and fo eagerly difpute concern* 
ing the Truth, or Falfhood of them. Some 
fayingx That they are not only true, but alfo 
neceffary to be believed i and others, as fin- 
cerely honeft, and upright in their Enquiries 
after Truth, affcrting, not only that they arc 
falfe, but that they arc obnoxious to many 
Contradidions, and Abfurdities 5 which is a 
certain Dcmonftration that they are not deli- 
vered in Holy Scripture, with that clearnefs of 
Speech, which St. y^^^/ mentions : And much 
Icfs without great Difficulties, furmounting the 
Capacity of the unlearned. Again, 

It feems to me very confiderable, that the 
Wifdom of our Blejfed Lordy of the Holy 
Ghojlj and of the facred Writers, fhould be 
fo full, copious, and frequently cxprefs in 
things neccflary to be done in order to Sal- 
vation; and yet be fofparing, or rather filent, 
as to the Articles pretended to be as neccflary 
to be believed unto Salvation. Since All wife 
Agents, truly dcfirous of the Salvation of them 
whom they inftruft, will be as much concern- 
ed that they fhould know what is neccflary to 
be believed, as what is neccflary to be done, in 
order to Salvation. 

Nor can Salvation be obtained by our Obe- 
dience to what is neccflary to be done in or- 
der to Salvation, without the Knowledge of 
wliat is neceflfary to be believed to the fame 
End.

And yet it fecmeth cYidcnt, that the //^// 
Scriptures, and infpired Ten-Men of thenii 
who have fo fully taught us all things neceflary 
to be done in order to Salvation, have been 
comparatively filent, in reference to thefe Ar- 
ticles, pretended to be as neceflary to be be* 
licved to the fame End. For Inftance, 

Our blelfed Saviour in his excellent Sermon 
on the Mount, concludes with thefe Words> 
Therefore whofoever heareth thefe Sayings of 
mine, and doth thenty I will liken him to a 
Man which built his Houfe upon a Rock. 

Whence it is evident, that they who did 
thofe Sayings, muft be wife unto Salvation* 
Irt the very beginning of that Sermon, he 
, pronoun ceth the pure in Heart bleffed, for 
they fhall fee God 5 The poor in Spirit, 
for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven s They 
that mourn, for they pjall be comforted j The 
mercifuU for they fioall obtain Mercy ; The 
Teace-Makers, for they fhall be called the 
ChildrenofGod % They who are perfecuted for 
Right eoufnefs fake, for theirs is the Kingdom 
of Heaven : Though in all that whole Sermon 
he taught them nothing of thefe Propoiitions. 
Now, either it muft be faid, that no Man can 
be poor in Spirit ; pure in Heart s truly mer-» 
ciful i true Mourners 5 true Peace-Makers i or 
truly Sufferers for Righteoufnefs fakej unlefs 
they do aflent to thofe Propofitions, (and then 
wonderful is it, that he who faid thofe things 
to the Jews that they might befaved^ fl^ouid 

D ^ in 
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in this longDifcourfe fpeak nothing of then^ 5) 
or clfc it muft be certain from our Saviours 
Words, that they may be bleffed, who do not 
believe them. In the fame Sermon he faith 
alfo, Not every one that faith unto mey Lordy 
Lordy (hall enter into the Kingdom of Hea- 
njeny but he that doth the Will of my Father 
which is in Heaven^ 

Now fure it would be very hard to fay, 
that no Man could fincerely do the Will of 
God, who docs not firmly believe all the fore- 
mentioned Propofitions, of which our Savi- 
our fpeaketh not one Word 5 and yet more 
hard to think that he fliould not only know 
them to be as ncceflary to be believed, as any 
one thing he had taught, was to be done, and 
yet ;fay nothing of them 5 But alfo fay unto 
his Father, This is Life eternal^ to know thee 
to be the only true Gody and Jefus Chrifl whom 
thou hafl fent .And, ' 

Lajilyy our Saviour fays, Te are my Friends y 
if ye do whatfoever I command yoUj Joh. xv. 
14, And promifcd, v. 10. Thzt if we keep 
his Commandments, we (ball abide in his Love 5 
jind that he will give to them that hear his 
Voicey eternal Life : Since he hath faid, that 
they who know his Precepts, (hall be bafpy if 
they do them $ that he who hath his Com- 
mandmentSy and keepeth them, is one that 
loveth him 5 that if any one loveth mCy he 
will keep my Sayings y and the Father will 
love him, and we will come unto him, and 

make 
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make our abode with him^ Joh. xiv. 2j. It 
muft be certain that they who yield fincere 
Obedience to his Laws, (hall be for ever happy. 

Now what can be conceived neceflary to 
the Performance of this Obedience, befides 
fufficient Power to do what is commanded, 
and the moft ftrong and powerful Induce- 
ments to engage us fo to do ? Seeing the firft 
muft make us able, the fecond muft be fuffi- 
cient to make us willing, to do what is requi- 
red of us. Since therefore it is certain, that 
a juft, and gracious Lawgiver cannot require 
us, on Pain of his fevere Difpleafure to do 
what he will not enable us to perform j and 
fince it is as certain, that the Promife of eter- 
nal Life, that is, the Promife of the greateft 
and moft lafting Blefling that we can enjoy, 
muft be fufficient to make us willing to do 
what we are able 5 it muft be alfo certain, that 
the Divine Affiftance, which God will certain- 
ly afford to all that do fincerely ask it, that 
they may be ftrengthened in the inward Maa 
to do his Will, and that a firm Aflurance of 
that eternal Life, which he hath promifed to 
them that do fo, muft be all that is neceffary 
to the Performance of that Obedience, to 
which Chrift hath annexed the Promife of c- 
ternal Happinefs. 

St. John concludeth the Hiftory of his Gof* 
pel in thefe Words i There are many other 
things which Jefus didy which are not writ^ 
ten in this BooX b^t thefe things' are writ^ 

D 3 teny 
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teriy that ye might believe ^ that Jefus is the 
Chrifi, the Son of Gody and that lelievingy ye 
might have Life -through his Name i plainly 
declaring that eternal Life may be obtained by 
^ plain Belief that Jcfiis Is the Chrift, and a 
Life fuitable to that Faith. Where by the way, 
we are to obfervc, that he fpake this of the 
Belief, not of the Godhead of Jefus Chrift i 
but of the Deeds done by him, which as he 
hirttfelf faith, bear witnefs that the Father 
hath fent him^ and therefore that he was the 
Chrift. 

Agreeably to this, faith the Afoflle Taulj 
This is the Word of Faith which we preachy 
that if thou fhalt confefs with thy Mouthy 
that "jefus Chrift is Lord s and fhalt believe 
fn thine Heart that God hath raffed him from 
theT)eady thou jhall be favedy Rom. x. Zy9. 
Jec^ufe by owning him as our Lord, we own 
our Obligation to yield Obedience to his Com- 
mands i For whyy faith he, call ye rnCy Lordy 
Lord, and do not the things which I Jay ? 
And the Belief of his Refurredion affords the 
higheft Motives to perform it, we beingy faith 
St. Tetery i Ep. i. 3. begotten by his Re fur- 
fedtion from the T)eady to a lively hope of an 
Inheritance incorruptible y and undefiledy that 
fadethnot away, refervedin the Heavens for 
us.

Now from this Principle, that a Rule pre- 
fcribed by an All-wife God, t6 teach the moft 
fimple, rudc;^ aiid ignorant;, as v^ell as the wife 

an4 
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and prudent, what is ncccffary for them to 
believe, and do, in order to Salvation, muft be 
plain, and eafy to be underftood, by themoft 
iimple and illiterate, it follows, 

//>/?, That 'tis repugnant to the Wifdom of 
God, to require any thing as neceflary to be 
believed, which is dubious, and obfcure in 
Scripture 3 iince that would be to propound 
that as a Means for obtaining an E nd, which 
he knew to be infufficicnt to obtain it 5 it 
being certain, that what is dubious and ob- 
fcure in Scripture, cannot afford us a certain 
Knowledge of our Duty. 

Secondly^ It alfo feems repugnant to the 
Goodnefs of God, to perplex and confound 
weakMinds with fuch Subtiities, for the Know- 
ledge of which he has not given them fuitable 
Qualifications. Seeing, as St. "Vaul obfervcs, 
God accepteth, according to that a Man hathy 
and not according to that he hath not, 2 Cor. 
viii. 12. Now it is evident, from the con- 
tinual Clafliings of our moft learned Divines 
about thefe Subtiities, that the illiterate can 
have no certain Knowledge of the Truth or 
Falfhood of them. 

Thirdlfy It feemeth inconfiftent with the 
Juflice and Righteoufnefs of God, to require 
any Man to believe what he does not, nor 
cannot, underftand i for no Man can be (aid to 
believe, that is, aflfent to, what he does not 
underftand 5 becaufe Aflent is an Ad of the Un- 
derftanding, and we muft underftand the Mean- 
ly 4 ing 
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ing of every Term in a Propofition, before 
we can aflTent to it, or diffcnt from it 5 for 
Words of which wc do not undcrftand the 
Meaning, are the fame to us, as if they had 
no Signification at all. A Righteous God puts 
upon no Man the ayEg^yptian Task, of mak- 
ing Brick without Straw s nor requires any 
thing of us in order to Cur Salvation, which 
wc cannot perform s that being in Effed to 
require impoffible Conditions of Salvation 
from us. Sec this farther proved, Serm. 4. 
Se£f. 2. 3, 4, 5, 

In fine, Belief, or Disbelief, can neither be a 
Virtue, or a Crime, in any one who ufes the 
beft Means in his Power of being informed. 
If a Propofition is evident, we cannot avoid 
believing of it 5 and where is the Merit or Pie- 
ty of a neceflary Affent ? If it is not evident, 
wc cannot help rcjefting it, or doubting of 
it ; and where is the Crime of not performing 
Impoffibilities, or not believing what does not 
appear to us to be true i If I have done my 
beft Endeavour to know the Mind of God re- 
vealed in Scripture, 1 have done all I could, 
and therefore all that God requires of me in 
order to that End : Can then a good and gra- 
cious Gbd"be angry with me, or condemn 
mc for my Im willing Miftakes, when I have 
done all that was in my Power to avoid them ? 

In fipe, It is obfervable that the very Na- 
ture of a Trophet requires this, that he fhould 
be a Pcrfon fcnt frprn Qod, and oot fpcaking 

in 
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in his own, but God's Name. Hence con- 
cerning the falfc Prophets, God fpeaks thus, 
I have not fent them^ yet they run 5 / have 
not fpokenunto them^ yet they prophe/te, Jen 
xxiii. 21. And again, chap. xiv. 14. Then 
the Lord faid unto mey The Prophets pro^ 
fhefie lies in my Name : I fent them not, nei- 
ther have I commanded them, neither fpake 
I untif them, they prophejie unto you a falfe 
Vijion. 

Hence our blcfled Lord having faid. My 
^oiirine is not mine, hut his that fent me : 
He alfo adds, Joh. viL 17. If any Man will 
do his Willy he (ball know of the ^oiirine^ 
whether H be of God, or whether I fpeak of 
my felf : That is, whether I be a true, or a 
falfc "Prophet. This being the cftablifhed No- 
tion of a Prophet i and our Saviour being that 
Prophet, which Mofes told them fhould come 
after him, and which was promifed to the 
Jews, he muft perform that Office, as other 
Prophets did, by fpeaking not in his own 
Name, but in the Name of him that fent 
him. 

Accordingly, during his ^rophetick Office 
here on Earth, he fays, that he fpake not of 
himhlfy but as the Father that had fent him 
had given him a Commandment, fo he fpake. 
Joh. xii. 49. And chap. xiv. 24. The Word 
which you hear is not mine, but the Father's 
which fent me. And V. ii. As the Father 
^aveme a Commandment, evenfo I do. 

And 
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And laftly. The Trophetical Revelations 
made to Si.John^ in xhc jipocalyps, areftikd 
the Revelations of J ejus Chrijl^ which God 
gave to him to fhew unto his Servants things 
which muji jbortly come to pafs. 

Now hence it follows, that the Accufations 
of the JewSj muft be falfc, malicious, and 
fcandalous Accufations, feeing he who came 
into the World, as a Trophet fent from God, 
one fpcaking not in his own, but in his Father's 
Name, and declaring that his Dodrine was 
not his, but his that fent him, could never fay 
at the fame time, that he was the very God 
that fent him, that he fpake not in his own, 
but in the Name of God, and delivered not 
his own Dodrinc, but that of him that fent 
him. It being certain that the fupreme God 
could not be the Perfon fending, and yet the 
Pcrfon fent. He could not fpeak in the Name 
of another, nor fay his Do£trine was not his. 

Hence it is remarkable, that in all thofe 
Places, in which the Jews accufed him of 
Blafpbemyy and making himfelf God, or e- 
qual'^iih God, or afcribing to himfelf what 
properly belonged to the great God alone, he 
jiever diredly anfwers, that he was God, or 
equal to him, (although if he were fent to 
preach that Doftrine to the World, it is rca- 
ibnable to expefl: upon thefe Occafions, he 
would have done it,) but he ever (peaks as one 
who waved that Aflfcrtion. ^ 

For 
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For when the Serines enquire, ff^j^ doth 
this Man /peak Blafphemy ? Who can Jorgi'Oe 
Sins but oney that is, God, Mark ii. 7 ? He 
doth not anfwer, as others do for him, that 
this proved him to be God : but only faith. 
The Son of Man hath Tower upon Earth to 
forgive, (the temporal Punifhment of) Sin. 
Afcribing to himfelf that Power, not as he: 
was the Son of God, much Icfs, as being God 
of the fameEflence with the Father : But only 
as he was the Son of Man. Again, from thefc 
Words, J oh. V. 17. My Father worketh hi- 
therto. Works of providential Care, Goodnefs, 
and Mercy 5 and thefe charitable Anions, / 
work alfo. From thefc Words, I fay, of his 
calling God his Father in fo peculiar a manner 
(as he did, and had juft caufe to do, had he 
been only miraculouQy conceived in the Vir- 
gins Womb, and upon that account the Son of 
God, Luke i. 2 5 . The Son of the mofl High^ 
v. 32) they invidioufly infer, v. 18. that he 
called God, YlAriyt TJloy, that is, his Fa- 
ther, in fuch a proper Senfe, as made him c- 
qual to God, as a Son is to his Father. 

Now to this, Chrift doth not anfwer, as it 
might have been expefted from one who was 
fent into the World to confirm that Doftrine, 
to wit, that he had rcafon thus to call God 
his Father, as being of the fame individual Ef- 
fence with him ; But his Anfwer contains ma- 
ny things wholly inconfiftcnt with that Doc- 
mnc. 

For 
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For his Reply is. That he could do nothing 
€f himfelf^ v. 19, so. Thzi the Father judg- 
eth no Man 5 but hath given all Judgment 
to the Sony v. 22 i and that becaufe he was 
the Son of Many v. 17. That he fought not 
his own tVtlly but the Will of the Father that 
fent hiniy v. 30. That the Father which fent 
hifHy he was the Perfon that boreWttnefs of 
biniy V. 37. And that^^ came not in hisown^ 
but in his Father s Rame^ v. 43- And laftly, 
the Works which his Father had given him 
(Power) to doy bore Witnejs of himy that the 
Father had fent himy v. 36. All which Say- 
ings are plainly inconfiftcnt with an Identity 
of Eflcnce, Will, and Aftions, in God the Fa- 
ther, and the Son. In the loth Chap, they 
accufe him of Blafphemy, not for faying, 
V. 50, / and my Father are oncy but as Chrift 
himfclf declares, v. 36, Becaufe he faid, lam 
the Son of God. And yet, he being accu fed 
of Blafphemy, becaufe he being a Man made 
bimfelf Gody had reafon to reply, had it been 
true, that being of the fame Effence with the 
Father, by reprefenting himfelf as God, he on- 
ly told them the Truth, whereas he proves 
himfclf to be only the Son of God, firft, be- 
caufe the Father had fanStifiedy {a) and fent 
him into the World 5 and yet it is ablurd to 

fty,

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fay, he cither fan£kificd, or fcnt into the World 
his own numerical Effence. And Secondlf^ 
bccaufe he did the JVorks of his Fat her ^ v. 3 7. 
to wit, by Virtue of that Power which the Fa- 
ther had given him, Joh. v. 36, And by the 
Spirit of his Father dwelling in him : For he 
did them by the Spirit of Godj Matth. xii, z%. 
By the Finger of Gody Luke xi. 20. By the 
Father in hintj as he was in the Apoftles^ 
Joh. xiv. 20. And who were in the Father^ 
and Sonj as the Father was in the Sony and 
the Son in the Father y Joh. xvii. 22, 23- 

Farther, it is remarkable that the Scriptures 
both of the Old and New Teflament, fccm 
plainly to fpeak of one who is called God, and 
I^ord, in Scripture, and yet is inferior to, and 
derives hij Power from another. 

For tp omit Gen. xix. 24, which by the 
jinte-Nicene Fathers is generally interpreted 
of God the Father and the Son, this fcems ex- 
pfeflly to be contained in thefc Words, jP/i/. 
xlv. 7, 8, Thy Seat y O Gody endureth for ever ^ 
the Sceptre of thy Kingdom is a right Sceptre : 
Thou haji loved Right eoufnefsy and hated Ini- 
quity ; therefore Gody even thy Gody hath a^ 
nointed thee with the Oil of Gladnefs above 
thy Fellows. Now that thefc Words are ap- 
ply'd to Chrift wc learn from St. ^auly fay- 
ing. But to the Son he faith y Thy ThronCy O 
Gody is for ever and ever. A Sceptre ofRigh- 
teoufnefs is the Sceptre of thy Kingdomy Heb. 
\. 8. And Secondly^ This God hath another 

God 
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God who is ftiled ^is God, and who hath a- 

nointed him with the Oil of Gladncfs above 

his Fellows. For^ faith the Baptifiy Joh. iii. 

34. God gave not the Spirit by Meafure unto 

him, as he did unto the other Prophets. A 

like Inftance we have of two Lords in thefe 

Words, {d) T/aL ex. i. The Lord faid unto 

my Lordj Sit thou on my Right Hand, until 

I make thine Enemies thy Foot/iool. For thefe 

Words, my Lord, our bleflcd Saviour himfelf 

declares were fpoken of Chrift, Math. xxii. 

49. And thcApoftle reprefents him as a Lord 

who had all things put under him by a fupc- 

riourLord, by faying, the Lord (aid unto my 

Lord, Jit thou on my Right Hand, 'till I have 

made thy Foes thy Footftool. Therefore let 

all the Houfe of IJrael know ajfuredly, that 

God hath made that fame Jefus, whom ye 

have crucified, both Lord and Chrift, Ads ii. 

36. And the Apoftle reprefents him as a 

Lord, who had all things put under him by 

a fuperiour Lord, by laying 5 When he faith. 

All things are put under him, it is manifeft 

he is excepted, which did put all things under 

him, that God may be all in all, i Cor. xv. 

27, 2S. From which Words, Irenaus, {b) 

Tertullian, and Novatian prove that Chrift at 

the

Another Evidence of the Superiority of God 
the Father, to our Lord Jefus Chrift, arifctii 
from thefe Words of St. Vaul, We know there 
is no other God but one 5 for though there be 
that are called Gods, whether in Heaven^ 
or in Earthy as there be Gods manyy and Lords 
tnany^ yet to uSy Chriftians, there is but one 
God the Father y of whom are all things y and 
we in him s and one Lord Jefus Chrift y bf 
whom are all thingSy and we by himy i Cor- 
viiL 4, 5, 6. Where it is plainly faid 5 firll, 
that all Chriftians know^ that tkere is but one 
God, And, 

Secondly y That, That one God, is God the 
Father. And, 

Thirdly That this God the Father, is di- 
ftinguifhcd from our Lord Jefus Chrift by this 
Charafter, that he is God, \^ «, from whom 
are all things : But our Lord |s only He, <Ji J, 
by whom are all things : And that God the 
Father is the Chriftians one God, Chrift their 
one Lord. It is fcarcely poflible to. fay this 
more fully, or more plainly than the Apoflle 
doth. And feeing here the Apoftle fpcaks of 
the Father in Perfon, ftiling him the Cliriftians 
one God i he muft fiilc him that one Perfon, 
who hath emphatically, or by way of fupcrio- 
rity, the Divine Nature. But of this 1 have 
given a fuller Proof, in my Reply to Dr. 
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W' d^ {a) to which he hath yet returned 

no Anfwcr. 

Thirdly^ This alfo is evident, from thofe 
places which fay, that fuch a tiling was done 
by Jefus Chrift, or fuch Honour was conferred 
upon him to the Glory of God the Father. 
We are filled with the Fruits of Right eouf- 
nefsy which are by Jefus Chrift to the Glory 
and Traife of Gody 'Phil. i. ii. And that 
God had exalted him (who being in the Form 
of Gody took upon him the Form of a Ser- 
vant^ and given him a Name above every 
Name, that at the Name of Jefus every Knee 
fjoould bowy and every Tongue fhould confefsy 
that Jefus Chrift is the Lordy to the Glory of 
God the Father, chap. ii. 9, 10, 11. 

And furciy he who is Lord to the Glory of 
God the Father, who works in us the Fruits 
of RighteoufnefSy to the Glory of God the Fa- 
thery muft be inferior to him whofe Glory is 
the End, both of his Exaltation to be Lord> 
and of that Rightcoufnefs he worketh in us. So 
when St. Teter faith, If a Man miniftety lei 
him do ity as of the Ability which God giv- 
ethy that God in all things may be glorifiedy 
through Jefus Chrift. For feeing Aftions flow 
from the Eflfcnces of them, whofe Adions 
they are y where the iingular Eflence is one 
and the fame, the Adion mud be one and the 
fame ; And when an Action is done by one 

to 

f «) Seft. 4. from p. 95. to p. log. 
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to this End^ that another may be glorified j 
he, td whofe Glory it is done, muft be fupe- 
rior to him, for whofe Glory it is done ; The 
End being ftill more noble than the Means by 
which it is accomplifiied. 

Fourthly^ This ftill more vifibly appears 
from that plain Diftinction, which is put be- 
twixt God the Father, and the Son, by way of 
Gradation, as in thcfe Words, All are yoursi 
for youareofChrift^ (or are Chrift's) andChriJi 
is of God. Now we are Chrift's, as being 
Members of that BoJv, of which he is the 
Head : But yet with great Inferiority to 
Him. And therefore it feems reafonable to 
cdnceive, that thcfe Words, Chrtfl is ofGod^ 
(Tiould fignifie that he is inferior, and fubordi* 
nate to him : Efpecially, if we add to them 
the like Words in thisEpiftle, chap. xi. j. The 
Head of the Womani is the Man i The Head 
of the Man, is Chriji i The Head of Chrtfiy 
is God. For the Ground of thcfe Gradations, 
is plainly the Superiority and Dominion, which 
the one hath over the other. 

Fifthly^ T\m is evident from thofe Places 
in which they are put in Oppofition 5 as in 
the fe Words, ^oh. xvii. 3. This is Life eter^ 
nalj that they may know thee-, the only true 
Gody and JefUs Chriji j whom thou hafl fent : 
And I Theff. i. 9,10. Te have turned from L 
dols to ferve the living, and true God s and 
to wait for his Son front Heaven, whom he 
tat fed from the T)ead, even Jefus which de- 

E livered 
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is my beloved Son in '■jDhom I am well pie a feds 
Thcle Words according to thisDodrine, muft 
fignific, that the iuprcmc God dcfccnded up- 
on the fuprcmc God, and the Voice of the fu* 
preme God faid from Heaven, This is the fu- 
premeGod in whom I the fame fupremcGoi 
am well pleafcd. 

Secondly^ When it is often faid. He that 
receiveth you, receiveth me 5 and he that re- 
ceiveth me^ receiveth him that fent me^ Matth. 
X. 40. Luk. X. 16. |oh. xiii. 20. the Mean- 
ing of thefe Words muft be this ; He that re- 
ceiveth you, receiveth the iupreme God ; and 
he tiiat receivetli the fuprcme God, receiveth 
him that fent the fuprcme God : So that the 
fupremc God muft both fend, and be lent by 
himfelf. 

Thirdly^ My "Dotlrine is not mine, but his 
that fent me, joh. vii. 16. That is, according 
to this Expofuion j My Doftrine is not the 
.Doftrine of the fupreme God, but 'tis the Doc- 
trine of the fupreme God that fent me. And, 

Fourthly^ When 'tis faid, Whofoever re- 
ceiveth me, receiveth not me, but him that 
fent me, Mark ix. 37. and foh. xii. 44. He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on me, but on 
him that fent me. The Meaning muft be this i 
He that receiveth the (upreme God, receiveth 
not the fupremc God, but the fupreme God 
that fent him. And he that believeth on rac 
the fupremc God, believeth not on me the fu- 
premc 
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prcme God, but on the fuprcme God that Cent 
mc. 

Fifthly y Job. xi. 41, 42. Our Lord faith. 
Father y I thank thee that thou hajl heard me. 
And I knew that thou hearefl me always : 
But becaufe of the Teople which ft and by^ I 
faid ity that they may believe, that thou haft 
fentme s that is, I thank thee, O fuprcme God, 
that thou haft heard mc the fupremc God, and 
I knew that thou the fuprcme God, hcarcft 
nie the fame fuprcme God always : But this I 
faid, that they might know that thou, the 
fuprcme Godi, haft fcnt mc tiie fame fuprcme 
God. 

Sixthly, I will pray the Father, and he 
fhall give you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever, even the Spirit of 
Truth, Job. xiv. 1 6. (/^) that is, I the fuprcme 
God, will pray the fuprcme God, ahd he (hall 
fend you the fuprcme God, 

Seventhly, Chap. xv. 26. But when the 
Comforter is come, faith Chrift, whom I will 
fend unto you from the Father, even the Spi- 
rit of Truth, which proceedetb from the Fa- 
ther, he fhall teftifie of me. Where wc have, 
firft, I, the Father, and He, that is, three Per- 
fens of the fame numerical Effence, one of 
which is fcnt, by the fai;ne fuprcme God, from 
the fame fuprcme ^God, and is ^i^^xAirr^,

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enc who is an Advocate with the fame fu- 

preme God. 

Eighthly, Chrift, in his Prayer to the Father, 

faith, this is Life eternal to hiow. thee the 
only true God, and Jefus Chrifi, whom thou, 

the only true God, hajl fent, ]oh. xvii. 3, 
which according to this Expofition, makes the 
pnly true God to fend t}iefanie only true God 
with himfelf. 

ninthly. When St. Taul faith, to the only 
wife God be Glory through Jefus Chrift our 
Lord, Rom. xvi. 17. the Meaning muft be 
this 5 to the only wife God be CJiory through 
thp fame only wife God. 

Tenthly, i Cor. xv. 24, 25, e^r. we have 
thcfc Words, Then cometh the End, when he 
fball have delivered up the Kingdom to God 
fven the Father, when he fball have put down 
aURpie, and all Authority J and Tower. For 
he muft reign 'till he hath put all Enemies m- 
der his Feet. The laft Enemy that (hall be de- 
ftroyed, is Heath 5 For he hath put all things 
linder his Feet. But when he faith all things 
0re put under him, it is mantfeft, that he « 
fxceptedj which did pitt all tJbings tfnder him. 
And when all things fball be fubdued unto 
pirn, then fball the San alfo be fukjeii to him 
that put all things urtd^r fjim, that Go4 f^ay 
be ml in all. Where vp arc plainly taught 
to put a clear^ and full Diftiqdion,, betwixt 
fhat God who is the Father;^ and him who ia( 
here filled the Son. For. 
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Firfly He, (that is, That Son, who is here 
faid to Reign, and have a Kingdom, and in 
the Trophet T>ani€l, to be (tiled one like the 
Son of Many who comes to the ant tent of Days, 
and hath T)o7nlniony and Glory ^ and a King- 
dom given himy that all Teople^ Nations, 
and Languages jhould ferve him i) He is here 
faid to deliver up his Kingdom^ at the ciofe of 
the World, to the Father. 

Secondly, God the Father, or Jehovah^ is he 
that is faid to put all things under his Feet, 
with plain Relation to thefe Words, T^fal. ex. 
I. The Lord faid unto my Lord, ft thou on 
my Right Handy *till I make thy Foes thy Foot- 
flooL Whence thcApoftle here faith, that he 
muft reign 'till he, that is, God, hath put all 
Enemies under his Feet. 

Thirdly^ The Apoftle adds, that when 'tis 
faid, that he hath put all things under him, it 
is manifeft, that he, that is, God is excepted, 
which did put all things under him. 

Fourthly y He farther faith, that when all 
things arc put under him by God, then (hall 
the Son himfelf be fuhjeSi to him, that did 
fut all things under him. And, 

Laffyy He adds, that this i& to be done, that 
Gody (even the Father to whom he is to deli- 
ver up this Kingdom) maybe all in all. 

Now it is the higheft Abfurdity to fay that 
both thcfc Perfons, this Father, and this Son, 
have both one, and the fame numerical £f- 
fence i this being in £ffe£l to fay,

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Firjiy That this Son muft deliver up this 
JCingdom from, and to himfclf. 

Secondly J That he muft fie at his own Right 
Hand, and that this Lord muft fay unto him- 
fclf, Sit thou on my Right Hand, 

Xhirdly, That the one fupreme God muft be 
excepted from the one fuprenicGod. 

Fourthly J That he muft be fubjcd to him- 
fclf. And, 

Fifthly^ That all this muft be done, thjt 
God the Father may be all in all. All which 
feem palpable Abfurdities, and Contradidions. 

Sixthly y Eph. ii. i 8, Through him we both 
have an Accefs by one Spirit unto the Father j 
that is, by the fypreme God, [through the fu- 
preme God, we have an Accefs to the fame fu- 
prf m? God. 

Seventhly y Eph. iv. 4. There is one Spirit y 
9ne JLordy one God and Father of all. That is, 
there is one fupreme God, ope fupxeme God, 
jndl one fupreme God. 

Eightfyy The Apoftlc tells the Thilippians 
chap, i. 1 1 . That they aire filled with the 
pruits of Righteoufnefs, which are by Je- 
fys Chrifty unto the Glory y and ^raifiy ef 
God 3 that is, of himfclf. And chap. ii. 
That Chrift being in (hf Form of God, that 
is,, being the fupreme God, thought it no 
Robbery to b^ equal withy, the fame fupxeme 
God'y that is, with himfclf 5 And, that the fu- 
preme God bad exalted hinty ar^ given him 
Nan^e above ever^ ^ame^ ^nd requires all 

ferfons 
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Perfons to confef s, that Jefus was the Lordj 
that is, the fuprcme God, to the Glory of God 
theFalheVy that is, of the fame fuprcme God, 
ThiL ii. 6, 9. 

Jslinthly, Colof. iii. 4, Chrift fitteth atthe 
Right Hand of God h that is, the fupreme God 
fitteth at his own Right Hand. 

Tenthly, ThcfT. i. 9, ^o. Te turned to God 
from Idols J to fcrve the li^ymg and true Gody 
and to wait for his Son from Heaven, whom 
he rat fed from the T^ead^ even "Jefus which 
delivered us from the Wrath to come, that is, 
to fcrve the living and true God, and to wait 
for the fame fuprcme God, raifcd up from the 
Dead. 

Eleventhly^ Hcb. ii. 3. How jhall we e^ 
fcape if we negleSt fo great Salvation^ which 
at the firfl began to. be fpoken by the Lord — 
God alfo bearing JVitnefs to it, that is, the 
one fupreme God bearing witne fs to the Word 
fpoken by the fame fupreme God. 

Twelfthly, i Pet. i. 21, By Chrifl we 
believe in God 5 that is, by the fupreme God 
we believe in the fame fupreme God, that 
our Faith and Hope might be in the fame 
God. 

Thirteenthly, i Joh. ii. 2. If we Jin we 
have an Advocate with the Father, Jefus 
Chrifl the Righteous, and he is the Propitia- 
tion for our Sins i that is, with the fame fu- 
preme God : And he, the fame fupreinc God, 
\% the Propitiation iox our Siqs. 

J^ourteenthfy, 
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Fourteenthfyj Jude iv. Denying .the only 
Lord God, and our Lordjefus Chriji i that is, 
denying the only Lord God, and the Tame on- 
ly Lord God. 

Fifteenthlyy Rev. i. r . The Revelation of 
Jefus Chrifiy which God gave unto him, that 
is, the Revelation of the one fupreme God, 
which the one fupreme God gave unto him. 
Secalfo, V. 5. and chap. iii. v. 12. Him that 
overcometh will I make a Tillar in the Tem- 
ple of my God i and I will write upon him 
theilameofmy God\ that i?, Him that over- 
cometh, I the one fupreme God, will make a 
Pillar in the Houfc of me, the fame God, and 
will write upon him the Name of me the fame 
God, and the Name of the City of me the 
fame God. And v. 21. To him that over- 
cometh will I grant to Jit with me in my 
Throne J even as I overcame^ and am Jit down 
with my Father in his Throne. Now furely 
the fame fupreme God muft have the fame 
Throiic with him who is the fame fupreme 
God : Unlcfs it can be faid, that the fame Ef- 
fcncc has one Throne, and the Perfon of the 
fame Effence has another. 

This will be ftill more evident from a Re- 
flection upon the third Perfon of the facred 
Trinity, who, according to this Dodrinc, is of 
the fame individual Effence with God the Fa- 
ther, and the Son. For as hence it neceffarily 
follows, that the Spirit of God, is the fame 
with the God of God > and to receive this Spi- 
rit, 
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fit, is to receive that God who gives tlie Spi- 
rit 5 To it is manifeftly inconfiftent with many 
Paflagcs of the Holy Scripture which fpeak of 
him. For Inflance, ivr/?, our Saviour faith. 
Job. xvi, 13. fV/jen the Spirit of Truth is 
come^ he will guide you into all Truth : For 
he p:all not fpeak of himfelf : but whatfoever 
he jhallhear^ that fhall he fpeak, and he will 
fhew you things to come. He fhall glorifie me : 
for he ^all receive of mine^ and Jhew it unto 
you. Now it is felf-evidcnt, that the fupremc 
God muft fpeak of, and from himfelf, and 
not what he heareth from another : And that 
he can [take nothing from another to flicw 
to us. So Rom. viii. 26. The Spirit helpeth 
our Infirmities in Prayer to God, and ^aketh 
Interceffion to him for us, that is, He makcth 
InterceflioiVto himfelf. And again, The Spi- 
rit maketh Interceffion for us according to 
the Willof good-i v. 27. that is, according to 
his own Will. And i Cor. ii. 10. But God 
hath revealed the things that he hath prepared 
for them that Love him, to us by his Spirit 5 
that is, by himfelf. For the Spirit fearchefh all 
things y yea the deep things of God\ that is, 
of himfelf. And v. 1 1 . The things of God 
knoweth \^m none^ but the Spirit of God^ 
that is, God himfelf. And v. 12. ^ow we 
have received the Spiriv of Gody that is, the 
fupreme God, that we might know the things 
that (ire freely given to tis of Ggd. that is, 
pf the fame Cod, And j Cojr, iii, 1 6, Know 
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ye not that ye are the Temple of God i and 
that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you ? that 
is, the fame God dwelleth in you? And chap, 
vi. 19. What ? know ye not that your Body is 
the Temple of the Holy Gkoft j that is, of God, 
which is in you, and which is given yoa of 
the fame G(?i/ ? AndEph.ii. 22. Touarebuild- 
ed together for an limitation of God through 
the Spirit j that is, through the fame God. 
With many other Sayings of the like Import.

Proceed now to expound fqme 
Paflagcs of Scripture, which 
fccm to have been mifundcr- 
I flood by moft modern Expofi- 
1 tors, and fometimes ailb by 
I my felf. As, 
Pirft^ Thofc Words of Chrift, Luk. x. 22.' 
N.Q Man knoweth who the Son is, hut the Fa- 
ther, and who the Father is, but the Son, and 
he to whom the Son will reveal him. And 
Joh. i. 18. No Man hath feen God at any 
time 5 the only begotten Son, which is in the 
Bofom of the Father, that is, who is intimate- 
ly acquainted with his Mind and Will, he hath 
declaied him. / 

That 
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That thefe Words cannot concern the me- 
taphyjical Nature of the Father and the Son^ 
is evident, becaufc our Saviour hath made no 
fuch Declaration, or Revelation, of that Nature^ 
to us, or his Difciples. They tlicreforc only 
can concern the Di(penfation of the New Tef- 
tament, and Salvation byJefusChrift, and the 
Knowledge of the tVill of the Father, and the 
way by which he w<)uld be worfhippcd, deli- 
vered to us by his ,$on. 

Hence when St, Teter had declared, that 

Jefus was the Chrijiy the Son of the living 

God^ (or as it is, Mark'^Xxi. 29, Thou art the 

Chrifly) Chrift faid i^nto him, Flejh and Blood 

have not revealed this unto thee $ but my Fa^ 

ther which is in HeaveHy Matth. xvi. 17. And 

John xvii. 6. Chrift alfo faith, 1 have mani- 

fejied thy Kame unto the Men which thou 

gaveft mey and they have known that all 

things whatfoever thou haft given me are of 

theiy and have known furely^ that thou hafl 

fent mOy 

From which two Places it appears, that God 
the Father, by revealing to St. Teter^ that Je* 
fus was the Chrift, the Son of the living God, 
revealed the Son to him $ an4 that Chrift 
himfelf, by manifefting unto his Difciples that 
he came from God> and that he had fent hitn, 
xnanifefted his Father s Name to them. And 
John xvi. 35^ He promifcd hereafter to (hew 
them plainly of the Father $ and yet he did 
KhiSi not by giving them any Inftrudions con^ 

cerning

ccrning xhc Met aphj/icali^zturc of the Father, 
or any Declarations of that Nature, but only 
by givhig them a clear Infight into the Tenor 
of the Gorpel-Dilpcnfation, and into the Coun* 
fel of his Will. 

Secondly y To proceed to thofe Words, Ji^^. 
X. 30. / and iny Father are one. 

Tiie great Qucftion here is, whether thefc 
Words are to be undcrftood ot the Unity of 
the Father and Son, as to their fame monadical 
EJfencey or, (as many of the Ante-Nicene Fa- 
tlicrs did interpret them) of an Unity in Will, 
Defi^n, AflFcftion and Concord ? 

That they could not be intended to declare 
an Unity of their individual Ejfence^ feems 
highly probable both. 
From the Context, 

From the like Expreflions in the Scripture, 
and 

From the very Nature of the thing. 
Firfty From the Context : For there, our Sa- 
viour faith. The Works that I do in my Fa- 
thefs Namey that is, by his Authority and 
Power imparted to me, bear Witnefs of mc, 
1;. 25. Which Words arc evidently repugnant 
to a numerical Unity of EiTence in them both* 
Since, where the Eflence is one, the Actions 
muft be one, and done by the fame Authority 
and Power. 

To which add, that the Words, / and my 
Father y are Words plainly importing two Per- 
fons. For the Word, Father^ is pcrfonal, and 

the 
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the Word, 7, i5 a Pronoun perfonal 5 fo thaf 
if thefc tv^o arc one and the lame God by Vcr- 
tueof this Text, they muft be one inPcrfonas 
well as Eflence. 

Moreover, v. 29. My Father which gave 
them mCj (faith Chrift) is greater than all. 
Which agam dcftroys the numerical Unity of 
Effcnce betwixt both j fince no one Eflence 
can give any thing to itfelf, and much lefs a 
Divine and All-perfed Effcnce ; Nor can one 
Eflence be gteater than itfelf. Whereas our 
Lord exprefly faith, My Father is greater than 
ly Joh. xiv. 28. 

Secondly y This will be farther evident from 
the parallel Exprcfllons ufed by our Lord, in 
the famcGofpcl, where he prays, that hisDif- 
ciplcs may be oncy as thou Father art in me^ 
and I in thee^ that they plight be made per- 
fedt in one : And yet doubtlefs, he could not 
pray that his Difciples might be one in Eflence 
with the Father and Son, but only that they 
might be one by having the Spirit of the Fa- 
ther and Son dwelling in them. In which 
Senfe {a) Athenagoras fays, the Father and 
Son are one, (w^.) gvoTijTi rS^'^rveujicctl©^ by 
Unity of the Spirit. 

Thus {b) Origen Interprets this Vcrfe. For 
having cited thefe Words, / and my Father 
are one i if any one, faith he, is^diflurbed at 
thefc Exprcffions, as if we favoured the Opi- 
nion

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nion of the Noetians^ who deny the Father 
and the Son to be Svo xyTCor^w^ two lingular 
Exiftcnces 5 let him confider this Text, A£is 
iv. 3 4. All that believed were of one Heart j 
and one Souly and then he will undcrftand this, 
I and my Father are one thing: We fcrve there- 
fore, m k'TroSk^caxxtfiiv, as we formerly ex- 
plained it, one God the Father, and the Son; 
we Worfhip the Father of the Truth, and alfo 
the Son who is the Truth, being indeed two 
things in Subfiftence, but in Agreement and 
Conlent, and Samenefs of Will, they are one. 

Here indeed, he only faith we worfhip the 
Father of the Truth, and the Son who is the 
Truth and Wifdom : But in his Comment on 
John, p. 70. he adds, that the Father is ^Miar^ 
/iii(av ceA>i3'e(flt, a fuller and greater Truth, 
and, being the Father of Wifdom, is greater 
and more excellent, as he is Wifdom, than the 
Son. Then he proceeds, p. 387, to Ihew, 
that among the Multitude of Believers, fome, 
differing from the reft, ralhly affirmed, as the 
Noetians did, that our Saviour was the God 
over all i which, faith he, we Chriftians, or wc 
of the Church, do not believe j as giving Cre- 
dit to the fame Saviour, who faid. My Father 
is greater than I. And laftly, he faith, p. 3 8, 
We Chriftians manifeftly teach, that tiae Son 
is not ftronger than the Father, who is the 
Creator of the World, otAA' l7tohiTif@*j but 
inferiour in Power to him. Which Words 
aSbrd the cleajceft Demonftration^ that the 

^ ChuBch 
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Church of that Age did not believe that out 
Saviour was o t7r\ 'Trauri 3-eo^, the fupreme God, 
or one of the fame numerical Eflcnce with the 
Father j and therefore could not interpret thofe 
Words of fuch an Unity, but only of an U- 
nity of Concord, Mind, and Will. Hence, 
in his Comment upon St. jfokny p. 227, he 
faith, that this Unity of Will, is the Caufe v/hy 
Chrift faid, / and my Father are one. And in 
his next Page adds, that the Will which is in 
Chrift is the Image of the firft Will 5 and the 
Divinity which is in Chrift is the Image of the 
true Divinity. 

Novatian is, if poffible, ftill more cxprels 
in this Interpretation. For in Anfwer to the 
Objcdtionof the*y^^^///^«j from this place, he 
faith, that Unum being here put in the Neuter 
Gender, denotes not an Unity of Perfon, but 
a Concord of Society between them ; they be- 
ing defervedly ftiled one^ by Reafon of their 
Concord and Love, and becaufc whatfoevcr 
the Son is, he is from the Father. The Apo- 
ftle, faith he, knew this Unity of Concord 
with the Diftinftion of Perfons, by writing to 
the Corinthians thus : Ihave planted^ Apollo s 
water edy but God gave the Increafe. For who 
undcrftands not that ^aul is one Perfon, and 
Apollos another > And that they had divcrfc 
OiBccs, one to Plant, and another to Water ? 
And yet the h^o^\t,Taul faith of thefc two, 
€1 \m^ they are one^ though a$ to the Diftinc- 

tion 
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Hon of Perfons they are two s with othet 
thing's of like Nature. 

And here it is to be obferved, that Darnell- 
uss Note Upon thefe Words, is this i Nempe 
in hot locOy non fat is accurate fori here Nova- 
tianunij quodnullam E(fenti£Tatris & Filii 
Communicationem adferat-, fed Exemplum db 
Apoflolo Unitati Ejfentia z'eluti contrarium s 
in qud certe hallucinatum fuijfe AuSiorem non 
vereor dicer e, quum podea Ecclefia in diverfis 
Conciliis^ diver f urn definiverit. That is. Nova- 
tian did not write accurately in this Place, as 
making no mention of the Communion of the 
Eflfcnce betwixt the Father and the Son, but 
introducing an Example from the Apoftle, as 
it were contrary to it $ in which thing 1 doubt 
not to pronounce him erroneous, feeing the 
Church afterwards in diverfc Councils defined 
the contrary. 

And yet 'tis certain, that many of the Antc- 
Nicene Fathers in effeft faid the fame thing. 
For (^) Juftin pronounces the Son to be Ireg®* 
Ilttco T^'TTctlgo^ «'g*3'/^S ^ 7va)jttyi, Another from the 
Father in Number, but not in Confent. And 
his Reafon follows thus, becaufe he never 
would do any thing but what o tox jcocr/tov ^oA\^aj$^ 

3ca« o/AtAWb the Maker of the World would 
have him do and fpeak. Where, JF/>y?, This 
God the Father is plainly ftilcd Another in

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Number from him that made the World. And 
Second^, the Son is rcprefcnted as one not 
doing* his own Will, but being in all things 
fubfervicnt to, and dcUvering the Words of 
that God, from whom he is thus diftinguifhed. 

{a) La£tantius faith, that the Father and Son 
are one, quia unanimes incolunt Mundunty bc- 
caufe they unanjmoufly dwell in the World. 

{b) Eufebius pronounces the Father and Son 
to be one, ^ xctb' u^o^uffiv oiAAct 3^^T>Jy xoimym 
ri!\s ^o^y\^i not as to the Effencc, but as to Com- 
munion of Glory. And laftly. 

The Council of Antioch pronounceth 
the Father, Son, and Holv Ghoft, to be rgiit 
% Wo^ijnx Tri ^\ (rv(Kpmi<f.'tYy that is, three in 
Subfiftence, but one only in Confent, or Con- 
cord, (r) Tertullian declares, in Anfwer to 
this Objedion of the SabellianSy that thefc 
Words, / and the Father, duorum ejfe Jigni- 
fcationemy itgnifie two ; and then adds, that, 
Unum neutrali verba non pertinet ad Singu- 
laritatenty fed ad Unit at em, ad Similitudinemy 
adConjunUionemy adl^eleEHonemTatris aui 
Milium diligit 5 & ad Obfequium Filii qui yo- 
luntati Tatris obfequitur : Which laft Words 
(hew that it is impoffible that this Text fliould

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dient to itfclf. And yet there is nothing 
more common among the Ante-Nicene Fa- 
thers, than to fay with Novatian^ who having* 
affirmed that the Son, obedierit Tatrij & obe- 
diaty always did, and always doth obey the 
Father, thence makes this Inference 5 — ^id 
tarn evidens ejfe foteji hunc nan ^ at rem ejfe^ 
fed Fi Hum J quam quodobediens ^atri ^eo pro- 
ponitur ? What more evidently ftiews that 
Chrift is not the Father, but the Son, than 
this, that Chrift is obedient to the Father > Cap. 
23. And again. Cap. 30. Filius nihil ex Ar- 
bitrio fuo gerit^ nee ex Concilia fuo fecit y nee 
afe venit i fed ImperiisYaternus omnibus y iy 
Precept is obedity ut quamvis probet ilium Na^ 
tivitas Filiumy tamen morigera Obedient ia af 
ferat ipfum ^ at etna Voluntatis y ex quo efi^ 
Miniftrum. It a dum fe ^atri in omnibus ob- 
temperantem reddity quamvis fit & T^euSy

jejlatiy neque yirtuti qukquam non dixerim 
pT£ ferric Jed nee comparari potejl ; that is, that 
one God, to wiiofp Grcatnefs, Majefty, and 
]Power, nothing can be compared. Cap- JO, 
And indeed all the Greek Fathers, from Jujiin 
to Eufebius inclufive, do frequently inform us 
that the Son did uTrrgeTeTy tS 5eA>lftfltT| tS riccr 
rgo? obey the Will of the Father, that he di4 
V'rragy^T/, JiflucoyeTy, vT^j^eTeTy, minifter:^ an4 V^? 
jfubrcrvient to him, 

And aU that writ in Latin, from Tertullian 
to LaSfantius iqclufively, that he did, Tatris 
voluntati adminijlrarey adminifter to the Will 
pfthe Father 5 Th^t he did, abedirein otnnibusi 
Vatrfj obey the Father in all things 5 That 
the Son, VQlunfati Tatris fideliter paret nee 
^nquafn faciat aut feceriU niji quod Tater aut 
voluit ^utjujfjfity faithfully qbeyed the Will of 
Jiis father, arid never doth, or would do any 
thing, but what tfiejFather willed, of prd^rccj 
Jiim to do, /• 4? ^- 29. 

It being therefore certain, that one and the; 
famf Effence, c^n have but one and the fame 
Will, and th^t one fjngi^lar and numerical EA 
fence, cannot adminiftej: to the Will, obcyjj 
and 1^5 Aibfcrvient to tlic Will gnd C^lon^mands 
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of another s hence it is demonftratively evi- 
dent, that he who docs fo, cannot have the 
fame numerical Eflcncc and Will with the Fa- 
ther. 

Thirdly y Joh. xiv. 9, h), Jefus faith unto 
himy Have I been fo long time with you^ and 
yet haft thou not known me^ Thiltp ? He 
that hath feen me^ hath feen the Fat her ^ and 
how fay eft thou then {hew us the Father ? Be- 
lieveft thou not that I am in the Father ^ and 
the Father in me ? The Words that I ffeak 
unta yoUy 1 fpeak not of my felf but the Fa^ 
ther that dwelleth in me^ he doth the Works. 
Where, 

Firfty as to thofc Words, I dwell in the Fa- . 
ther^ and the Father in mey they arc fo far 
from proving that he is of the fame individual 
Eflence with the Father, that tiic fame Apofllc 
in his general Epiftle afcribcs the fame to all 
good Chriftians \ faying, i Joh. iii. He that 
keepeth his Commandments dwelleth in God^ 
arid God in him. And Chap. iv. 12, 13, 14, 
No Man hath feen God at any time. If we 
love one another y God dwelleth in usy and his 
Love is perfected in us. Hereby know we 
that we dwell in himy and he in usy becaufe 
he hath given us of his Spirit. Whofoever 
fhallconfefs thatjefusis the Son of Gody God 
dwelleth in himy and he in God. And we have 
knowny and believed the Love that God hath 
tQ us. God is Lovey and he that dwelleth in 
JmOV€ dwelleth in Gody and Gqd in him. And

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St. Taul faith, that Chriji dwelleth in a Chri- 
Jiiaris Heart by Faithy Eph/ iii. 17. Yea in 
this very Gofpel of St. Johtiy it is faid of all 
true Believers, He that eateth my Flejby and 
drinketh my Bloody dwelleth in mcy and I in 
him 5 And of his Difciples, that the Sfirit of 
God dwelleth with themy and ^o all be in them 5 
and of all true Believers, that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in themy Rom. viii. 11. 2 Tim., 
i. 14, And by fo doing renders them the 
Temple of God. And yet 'tis certain, that by 
' this Inhabitation, they are not rendered one 
in Effencc with God the Father. 

And even our Communion-Service faithy 
that if wc are worthy Communicants, wc 
dwell in Chrift, and Chrift in us i and wc pray 
that wc may ever dwell in him, and he in us : 
And this is faid agreeably to thofe Words of 
Chrift, Joh. xiv. ii. If a Man love me^ he 
will keep my Words y and my Father will love 
himy and we will come unto himy and make 
our Abode with him. And yet furcly it can- 
not be affirmed from thcfe Texts, that God the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft arc fo united to 
all true Believers, as to render them of one 
and the fame individual Eflence with them. 

Moreover Chrift here faith, the Father that 
dwelleth in mey he doth the Works j Whereas 
where the Effencc is one and the fame, the 
Ai9;ion done by that Eftence, muft be one and 
the fame \ and fo could not b? truly faid to be 

done by another,

As for thcfe Words, Joh. xiv. i o. I am in 
the Father and the Father in me 5 and thcfc 
chap. X. 38- That ye may believe that the 
Father is in me^ arid I in him-y that they can- 
not refer to the Unity of Eflcnce of the Father 
and Son, is evident, from Chrift's faying, and 
promifing the fame thing to his Difciplcs : It 
being certain, he could neither promifc, nor 
pray the Father that they fhould be one in E(^ 
fence with him. And yet he promifcth this 
in thefc Words, J oh. xiv. 20. At that T)ay 
ye fball know that I am in my Fat her y and 
you in me^ and I in you. He prays for this 
in thefe Words, J oh. xvii. 21. That they all 
may be one^ as thou^ Father^ art in me^ and I 
in theey that they may be one^ even as we 
are one s I in them^ and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfeB in oney and that the World 
may know that thou haft lent mey and haft 
loved themy as thou haft loved me. And fo 
thefc Words are interpreted by Origen and Eu^ 
febius. Nor, 

Fourthly y can this be inferred from thofc 
Words of Chrifl to Thomas and Vhilipy chap, 
xiv. 9- Have I been Jo long time with youy 
and yet haft thou not known mey Thilip? He 
that hath feen me^ hath feen the Father y and 
how fay eft thou theny (hew us the Father ? For 
there our Saviour plainly (hews, that they 
might have known and feen him, by Rcafon 
of his Prefence with them, and his Difcourfes 
fotbem.;^ and that by thefe things he had 

fliewcd 
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fhcwcd them the Father. And yet 'tis certain, 
that neither by his long Abodes with them, 
nor his Difcourfcs to them, had he (hewn them 
the Eflcnce of the Father 5 but only had ac- 
quainted them with the Will and Difpenrati- 
ons of the Father. Of thefe things He by his 
Jong Continuance with them fully had ac- 
quainted them : But had not faid one Word 
of his Identity in Eflcnce with the Father. 

So Chrift faith to the ^harifeeSy Te neither 
know mCy nor my Father ; for if ye had known 
mey ye would have known my rather alfoy Joh. 
viii* 19- And to his Difciplcs in this very Chap. 
V. 7. From henceforth ye know him, and have 
feen him. And yet 'tis certain they neither 
knew, nor could fee the Eflcnce of him who 
isinvifible. Yea, Chrift faith of thcunbeliev-. 
ing JewSy Now have they both feen and ha- 
ted both mey and my Father y Joh. xv, 2+. that 
is, they from thofe Miracles I have wrought a- 
ipongft them, have had fuiRcient means to fee 
and know, both that I came from God, and 
am a Revealer of his Will, though they, through 
their Prejudice and Pervcrfenefs, neither truly 
knew (that is, acknowledged) me nor my Fa- 
ther. Nor, 

Fifthly y can this be inferred from thefe 
Words, J^)&. XV. 1 6. All things that the Fa- 
ther hath are mine ,• For furely he might fay 
tins, whatfoever was his Nature, who knew 
that the Father had given all things into his 
Handy Joh. xiii- ?• And that he dl(i this a^ 

thQ 
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the EfFcft of his Love to him : For, faith the 
Baptijiy the Father lovcth the San-, and hath 
^iven all things into his Handy Job. iii. \$. 
And then this is fo far from being a Proof of 
the Identity, of the Eficnce of the Father and 
Son, that it is a Dcmonflration to the con-* 
trary; feeing one individual Eflencc can give 
nothing to, nor receive any thing from, itlclf, 
bccaufc it can give nothing but wliat it hath 
already, and therefore cannot receive by way 
of Gift. 

And this in an AU-perfcft and Self-cxiftcnt 
Being is the more certain, becaufe it is inca- 
pable of any Acceflion to its abfolute Per- 
fedion. If thejjL God the Son haih the fame 
numerical EfTence, which God the Father hath, 
it could not properly, and truly be laid, That 
the Father loveth the Son^ and hath given all 
things into his Hand : Or that Jejus knevj 
that the Father had given all things into his 
Hand J Joh. xiii. 3, 

Secondly y Our Saviour adds, that the Spirit 
pjall take of mine^ andfbew it unto you. And 
yet the Spirit did not fhew to them any thing 
concerning the MetaphyJicallcL&nQC of theFa-^ 
iher, and the Son, Nor doth he fay, all the 
Excellencies, and Perfections of the Father arc 
piinc 5 but only, -icctyr^ all things relating to 
the Gofpel-Difpenfation, they being all taught 
him by the Father. And hence he faith to the 
JewSj marvelling how he fhould be able to 
isajl) VS^!i« ?t)9y thought he never learnt, My

that is, as the following Words fliew, // is not 
fpoken by me from myfelf, but from God. Nor, 

Sixthly J will this follow from the mighty 
Works Chrift did i becaufe he himfclf pro- 
mifcs to his Difciples, 'joh. xiv. 12. Verily y 
eerily y I fay unto jouy he that believeth on 
mey the Works that I do {ball he do alfoy and 
greater Works than theje^ [ball he doy becaufe 
J go unto my Fat her y who is greater than I, 
and fo can enable you to do greater Works. 
Hence, faith he to them. If ye loved me, ye 
would rejoyce becaufe I faidy I go to my Pa- 
th ery for my Father is greater than /, Joh. 
xiv. 28. Nor, • 

Seventhly y Will this follow from Chrift's 
Command to baptize all Nations in the Name 
of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft. For to be 
baptized in the Name of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghoft, is to be baptized into the Profeffion 
of our Belief in one God the Father Almighty y 
in one Lord Jefus Chrift y the only begotten Son 
of God fent by his Father to reveal his Will 5 
and in the Holy Spirit of Gody by whofe Affift- 
ancethe.Holy Scriptures were indited. So that 
this Profeffion is abfolutely neceflary to our be- 
ing Worfhippers of the true God, who made 
Heaven and Earth 5 to our being Chriftians, or 
Owners of the Son of God, as the true Meffiahy 
and of the Holy Scripture as indited by the 
Spirit of God. And therefore it was abfolute- 
ly ncccfiary^ that the Heathens^ who owned 

none 
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none of thefc things whilft they continued la- 
fidels, (hould be baptized into this Profeflion, 
in order to their embracing the Chriilian Faith. 
Nor, 

Eighthfyj can this be inferred from thefc 
Words of St. Thomas f My Lardy and my God^ 
as will appear from tliis Confideration, that 
the Faith of St. Thomas^ was only this, that 
Jefus was really rifen from the Dead. For when 
the Apoftles had told him, they had feen the 
Lord i He anfwers. That except I fliall fee 
in his Hands the ^rint of the Nails^ and 
thruji my Hand into his Side^ I will not be- 
lieve {^t.) Then Chrift coming a fecond Time, 
faith unto him. Reach hither thy Finger ^ and 
behold my Hands 5 and reach hither thy Hand^ 
and thruji it into my Sidcj and be not faith- 
lefs but believingy (viz.) that I am rifen. 

Lajllyy Our Saviour faith, ThomaSy becaufe 
thou haft feen mey thou haft believed i which 
(hews that he could believe only what he had 
feen, to wit, that the fame Body was raifed^ 
which had been crucified ^ neither had he feen, 
nor could he fee with his bodily Eyes, that He 
who was thus raifed, was his Lord and his God. 
Thefe Words therefore. My Lordy and my God^ 
may have this import i My Lord^ and my God 
have done this : And fo they cxaftly agree 
with the Faith of the Apoftles, faying. The God 
of our Fathers raifed uf "^efuSy whom yeflewy 
and hanged on a TreCy Ads v. 20. See Ads 
ii. Z4. Ads ilL 15, iv. 10. and xiii. 30. Or 

thus. 
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thns. My Lordy and my God I How great i« 
thy Power j for, faith St. ^Pauly God exerted 
the greatnefs of his ^Power^ and the a£fivity 
of his Alight J in raijtng our Lord Jefiis from 
the T^ead^ Eph. i. 1 9, 20. But whether this 
be the true Import of St. Thomas's Words or 
Jio, certain it is, tliat it cannot be proved, that 
he did intend by them to fignific that he owned 
Jcfus Chrift as his Lord and his God, 

'Firjiy Bccaufe be was bred up in the Jewifjj 
Faith, which taught him that the Lord his God, 
the God oilfraely was one Lord, and that there 
v^as no other than he : And, 

Secondly, It would have contradided the 
Faith of Chrift himlclf, who after his Refur- 
reftion fpeaks to his Difciplcs thus : / afcend 
to my Father and to your Fat her y and to my 
God and your Gody Joh. xx. 17. 

And again, Him that overcometh will I 
make a Tillar in the Temple of my Gody and 
he fball go no more out : And I will write 
upon him the Name of my Gody and the Name 
of the City of my Gody which is in new Jeru- 
Jalemy which cometh down out of Heaven 
from my God : And I will write upon him 
my new Name y Rev. iii. 12. 

Now hence we learn how weak arc the 
chief Arguments of AthanaJtuSy St. Ambrofe^ 
and Cyrtl of Alexandriay and other Antients^, 
to confirm this Unity of Eflcnce betwixt the 
Father and the Son, they being taken from 
thcfe Words of John^ which, as I have flic w-^ 

cd^ 
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cd, afford no firm Proof, or Evidence of this 
Matter. 

Lajilyy Nor will this follow from thcfc 
Words of St. Johriy The Word was God. For 
if that implies, that he is the fame numerical 
God with God the Father, it plainly is repug- 
nant to all the Paflages following, cited in the 
foregoing Arguments, from this Evangciift, 
iand alfo to the Text itfelf, wk^e, of this 
Word which heftilesGod, he twice fays, That 
He was with God. But to fay that he was 
the fame God, with whom he was, is a Ccn- 
tradiftion in Terms : Though indeed it was 
the antient Herefy of Sabellius. 

Moreover of this Word, which is hereftilcd 
God, the Apoftle faith. He came to his own^ 
and his own received him not. Which can- 
not be true of God the Father, whom the Jews 
always owned to be their God 5 but only of 
that Jefus, who is here faid to be with God, 
and to be God. 

Thus have I confidered all the Arguments 
for this Identity of the Father, and Son, pro- 
duced from the Evangelift. 

I come next to confider thofc which arc 
offered to the fame Purpofe from the Epiftles, 
of which the firft is taken from Rom. ix. 5. 
Where in out Tranflation wc read thus. Of 
^hom as concerning the Flefby Chriji came^ 
who is 4^ver ally God bleffed for ever. I o)/ atrl

Now to this Argument, I have returned one 
Anfwcr in my fi.cply to Dr. ff^- J, by ap- 
proving the ingenious Conjedure of a learned 
Critick, that thefe Words arc to be read thus, 
2y tTci "TCcLrcm @my and are to be referred to 
God the Father s being the God of the Jews. 
And then the whole Verfc will run thus. Si oi 
Tlftri^tsy xfltj t^m o xi^^^^y "^boje are the Fa-' 
t hers J and ^f whom is Chrijl according to the 
F/efh'y Svy of whom, orwhofcy is the God over 
ally blejfedfor ever 5 he being peculiarly kno^wn 
to them, and related to them as their God in 
Covenant. And this Expofition is the more 
probable, becaufc this Phrafe is by the fame 
Apoftle, in this Epiftlc, and in another, plain- 
*ly referred to God the Father 5 as when he fays, 
Rom. i. 25. The Heathens worfljtpped the 
Creature more than the Creator, 0$ l<riv Ivhoyn- 
rU li$ ri$ oCimdLs. And 1 Cor. xi. 31. The 
God and Father of our Lord Jefus Chrifi, og 
l<ri^ luXoyrfto^ h$ r^$ moiycL$y who is blejjed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

But Secondly, The Words read according to 
our Tranflation, are interpreted by Hippolytus, 
thus 5 That Chriji is God over all, becaufe 
God the Father had delivered all things into 
his Hand. And as the Apoftle faith, had 
made him Head over all things to the Churchy 
Eph. i. 22. His Words are thefe : In thcfc 
Words of the Apoftle he plainly fets forth the 
Myftcry of Truth. He that is over all is God, 

for fo he dares to fay. All things are deli'^^f- 

ed 
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ed to me of my Father. (*) And again, he 
rightly calls him Omnipotent 5 for this Chrift 
teftifics, by faying, All things are delivered to 
me of my Father 5 and he hath a Dominion 
over all things, and fo is made Omnipotent 
by the Fatlier. And it is worthy of Obfcrva- 
tion, that this Interpretation of thcfe Words is 
given by HifpolytuSy in Anfwer to KoetuSy 
who ufed them in Confirmation of his SabeU 
lian Doftrine. 

And whereas it is faid by fome, that the A- 
poftle having faid in the immediate prcceeding 
Words, That Chrift came from the Father^ 
X^\ (rdpujL according to the Flefh, or, as to 
to his human Nature, it is reafonable to con-* 
ceive he fhould proceed to fay, what he was 
according to his Divine Nature : That this is not 
neccffary, appears from Clemens Rom. ( f ) 
where (peaking of the Dignity of Abrahamy 
he faith. That from him defcended the Lord 
Jefiis <j;> (rocp3ca, according to the Fle^ 5 but 
faith not one Word concerning his Spiritual 
Defcent. Nor, 

Secondly J Doth this follow from thefc Words 
of tlieApoftle, Gal. iv. 8. When ye knew not 
Gody ye worfl)ij^ped them, who by Nature were

Secondly y Thefe Words may be fairly ren- 
dered thus, ye worfhipped Gods, ro!^ p (pooti, 
Gods which had no Being or Exijience in Na- 
ture. For fuch were many of their fiditious 
Gods, VenuSy T^iana, Minerva^ &c. or Gods 
made with Hands, for of fuch Gods the Apo- 
file faith, we know that an Idol is nothing. 
And Demetrius the Silver-Smith complains 
that St. P^«/ taught. That they were no Gods 
that were made with Hands y Ads xix. 26. 
And the Tfalmift faith. The Gods of the Hea- 
thens are the Works of Mens Hands, Pfalm 
cxv* 5. and in this Senfe this Text cannot at 
all concern our bleffed Lord. Nor, 

Thirdly, Will thij follow from thofe Pafla- 
ges, which fay All things were made by him 
and by him were all things created'^ it being 
cxprcfly faid in the fame Scriptures, That God 
created all things by Jefus Chrijly Eph. iii. 9. 
And that [by htm, hey (that is> God the Fa- 
ther,) made the Worlds y (*) Hcb. i. 2. Now 
he by whom God the Father made all things, 

cannot 
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cannot be the fame God with him who made 
all things by him. Nor, 

Fourthly, Doth this follow from thefc 
Words of the Apoftlc, in him dwelleth all the 
fulnefs of the Godhead bodily y ColoflT. ii. 9> 
for firfty this fulnefs refers not to the Divine 
Nature, but to the fulnefs of his divine Wif- 
dom and Knowledge y v. 3. by which he is 
compleatly enabled to manifeft to us both the 
Will and Pcrfedions of God. 

And whereas againft this it is objcded, that 
To ©eToy and 0€ot»j^ do never fignifie the Doc- 
trine of the Gofpcl 5 and that the Will of God 
cannot be faidto dwell bodily in any Pcrlfon 5 
To this I anfwer, firft, that though the Words, 
ro ©eTov pcfltl ©toT>i? abfolutely put, do never fig- 
nifie the Dodrine of the Gofpel i yet ^Xi^pcoficf, 
rvis ©eoTijT©-, may fignifie the compleat Abili- 
ty of that Divine Perfon who is God. And 
in this Senfe the Church is faid to be, or have 
the fulnefs of that God who is all in all, by 
having his whole Will revealed to them. And 
again, if all the Treafures of Wifdom and 
Knowledge J may be faid to be hid in Chrift^ 
Coloff. ii. 3 . why may they not alfo be faid 
to dwell in him. 

Thus St. John the Baptiji faith of Chrif^, 
chap. i. 1 6, 1 7. That he was juU of Grace 
and Truth y and of his fulnefs have we all re- 
ceived : Not meaning that we had received 
of the fulnefs of his Godhead, but only a full 
KrH>wledge of the Grace and Truth, which he

was fcnt to reveal to the World. And St. Taul 
prays,^ that the Ephejians might comprehend 
with* all Saints J is)hat is the Breadth^ and 
Lengthy and T^epth^ and Heighth : And to 
know the Love of Chriji which pajfeth Know- 
ledge , that ye might he filled with all the f ni- 
ne fs of Gody Eph. iii. i8, 19. Where cer- 
tainly he doth not pray that all Saints may be 
filled with the Divine Nature of God, but only 
that they might have a fufficient Knowledge of 
the Love of God, in fending his beloved Son 
to acquaint them with the Riches of his Love 
to them in Chrift Jefus, this fulnefs being to 
be obtained by Chrift dwelling in their Hearts 
by Faith y v. 17. 

Secondly y Whatever this fulnefs of the God- 
head Means, it was conferred on him by the 
good Pleafure of the Father. For, faith the fame 
Apoftlc, chap. I. 19* it pleafed the Fatbif 
that in him jhotild all fulnefs dwell -^ that is, 
it pleafed the Father, thus to invcft him with 
the fulnefs of Divine Power and Wifdom, for 
the Creation of all things, and for the Redemp- 
tion and Government, and Prefervation of his 
whole Church. For had he been one and the 
fameAll-perfed God with the Father, it could 
not have been ^ truly faid, That it pleafed 
the Father^ that in him fhould all fulnefs 
dwells for then hemuft have had it from the 
Pcrfeftion of his own Nature, and not from 
the Pleafure of his Father. And, 

Laftfy, 
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Lajllyy This will farther appear from the 
Connexion of thefe Words with the foregoing, 
where the Apoftle cauticfns the Colojjians a- 
gainft the Philofophy and vain Deceit of the 
Heathen Moralifts, taught after the Rudiments 
of the World, and not after Chrift. For, faith 
hci, in him dwelleth all the fulnefs of the 
Godhead bodily 5 which feems to be a plain 
Dehortation from attending to the Knowledge 
taught by thefe Heathen Philofophers, becaufe 
of the fulnefs of the Knowledge which was in 
Chrift 5 and adds. That we are compleat in him^ 
not Jurely by having the fame Godhead with 
himy but by receiving a full and fufficient 
Knowledge of the whole Will of God revealed 
to us. Nor, 

Fifthly^ will this follow from thefe Words 
of the Apoft 1 e, Looking for that . blejfed Hope^ 
arid glorious appearing of the great God, and 
our Saviour Jefus Chrift j Tit. ii. 13. For 
that the great God there, fignifies God the Fa- 
ther, is fully proved by Dr. C/^r)&^, in his Com- 
ment upon that Text. 

Lafily, That the true God mentioned, i ^oh. 
V. 20. is not the Son of God, but the Father, 
who by our vSaviour is ftiled the only true 
God, is proved from the antient reading of 
thefe Words thus? The Son of God is come and 
hath given us an Underflandingj 'lyct yimaxaifJLif 
Toy iA^S-ivov ©€oy, that w'e may know the true 
Gody xcLi \(TfWf hrcf(thy\^im uiS glutS'I^ctS Xf^T^ 

and we are in his true Son Jefus Chrift. This 
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God of whom the Son of God hath given us 
this Knowledge (as our Lord hath told us, John 
xvii. 3,) is the true God, and the Knowledge 
(7f him is eternal Life. Thus the Difciple ac- 
cords well with his Maftcr, and only teacheth.

ftrain him to fufpcd the Truth of that Afler- 
tion* 

Moreover it farther is confiderable, that in 
all the Places of the Old Tcftament, where 
Chrift is undoubtedly fpoken of, he is ftill re- 
prcfented as a King to whom the Father had 
given a Kingdom, or as a Lord who had re^ 
ceived^ or was to receive Dominion from him. 
So V. g. Vfalm ii. 2. we read thus. The 
Kings of the Earths and the Trinces are ga- 
thered together againft the Lordj and againfi 
hisChriJiy vjh\z\\A^s iv. 25, 27. is thus in- 
terpreted, Againft thy Holy Child Jefus, whom 
thou haft anointed. In the following Vcrfes 
God is introduced fpeaking thus, I have fet 
my King upon my holy Hill of Sion^ v. 6. And 
again, v. j. Thou art my Sony this T^ay have 
I begotten thee^ which by St. Taul is inter- 
preted of Chri&'s Keftirreiliony v/hcn all Tow- 
er in Heaven and Earth was committed to 
him, his Words being thefe. The Tromife 
which was made unto the Fathers he hath 
nowfulfilledy in that he hath raifed up Jefus 
again, as it is written in the fecond Pfalm, 
Thou art my Sony this ^ay have I begotten 
thee. And becaufe Chrift was not to be an 
High Prieft on Earth, but only in the Heaven^, 
where he was to appear in the Prcfencc of God 

for 
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for us, Heb. ix. 24, Therefore the Apoflle in- 
terprets this alfoof his Pricftly Office, faying, 
Chrift glorified not him f elf to be made an High 
Pricft, but he that faid unto him^ Thou art 
my SoHy this ^ay hai:e I begotten thee, Hcb. 
V. 5. In the Words following, Tfalm ii. 8. 
Ijod faith to him, jisk ofme^and I (hall give 
thee the Heathen for thine Inherit ancey and 
the uttermoft Tarts of the Earth for thy Tof- 
feffion^ clearly declaring that Chrift's King- 
dom, was a Kingdom to be given him of that 
lather of whom he was to ask it. 

Secondly y in the 45 th Tfalmj the Tfalmift 
begins thus. I f peak of the things '•jihich I 
have made touching the King : And of this 
King he faith. Thy Throne^ O God^ is for ever 
and ever : The Sceptre of thy Kingdom is a 
right Sceptre : Thou lovefi Right eoufnefsy and 
hatefi Iniquity j wherefore Gody even thy God, 
hath anointed thee with the Oil of Gladnefs 
above thy Fellows. Where moft of the Antc- 
Kicenc Fathers note, that there is mention of 
one God, who was the God of another ftikd 
alfo God, who had anointed him to his kingly 
Office, and fct him up above all his Fellows. 

Thirdly y This is ftill more evident from 
^falm. ex. for there is mention made of one 
Lord faying to another Lord, that is to our 
Lord Chrift (as he himfelf interprets thcfc 
Words, Matt. xxii. 44.) Sit thou on my right 
Handy until I make thy Foes thy Footfiool 

And 
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And this Lord is reprefentcd as a King rciga- 
ing in the midft among his Enemies, "V. 2. 

Fourthly y Ifaiah xlix. 6. God fpcakcth to 
one who is called his Servant thus. It is a 
light thing that thou fkouUe/l be my Servant 
to raife up the Tribes of Jacob, and to rejlore 
the preferred of Ifrael. 1 will alfo give thee 
for a Light to the Gentiles that thou mayeft 
be my Salvation to the Ends of the Earth. 
That thefe Words relate to the Perfon of our 
blcflcd Saviour is evident both from the New 
Teflament, where he is faid to be a Light to 
lighten the Gentiles^ Luk. i. jy 9* and ii. 23. 
and alio from the Greatnefs of the Promifc, 
that he (hould be his Salvation to the Ends of 
the Earth. And here the Words My Ser- 
vant, and My Salvation, demonftratc 
that the Perfon here mentioned, cannot be the 
fame individual Effence with that God whofc 
Servant he is, and whofe Salvation he declares 
to all the World. 

Fifthly J Jcr. xxiii. 5, 6. we read thus. Be- 
hold the T>ay is come^ faith the Lord^ that I 
will raife unto T)avid a righteous Branchy 
and a King fh all reign and profper^ and fball 
execute Juftice and "Judgment in the Earth. 
In his T^ays Judah jhall dwell fafely^ and this 
is his Name whereby he (ball be called. The 
Lord our Righteousness. Where 

Firjiy we have mention of a King that fliall 
reign and profper : And, 

Secondly, 
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Secondly J This King is to be raifcd up by 
God 5 for I will raife up a King faith the Lord. 
And, 

Thirdly y The Name given to this King is, 
The Lord our Righteousness, 
as procuring unto us that Rightcoufnefs, or Re- 
piiiGon of Sins, which the Law could not give. 
Gal. ii. 21. and iii. zi. For he hath made 
him to be Sin, for us who knew no Sin^ that 
we might be made the Right eon fnefs of God in 
him^ 2 Cor. v. 21. That is, that we may be 
accepted as Righteous, through that Atone- 
ment which he hath made to God for us by 
his Sin- Offering. 

Fourthly y The Prophet ©^«/V/ having given 
the Defcription of the four Monarchies, chap, 
ii. adds, 1;. 44- thefe Words, That in the 
^ays of thefe Kings the God of Heaven fba/l 
fet up a Kingdom which fhall rtever be de- 
Jiroyed. And this he did, chap. 7. by giving 
to the Son of Man, that is, the Lord Jefus, 
dominion and G lory y and a Kingdom^ that all 
People, Nations y and Languages Jhouldferve 
him. And this Dominion \s called an ever* 
lajling T)ominion which P)all not pafs away. 
Fifthly y The Prophet Malachi fpeaks thus : 
The Lord whom ye feek Jball fuddenly come 
tohisTemplcy chap. iii. i. where it is agreed 
on by all Chriftian Interpreters, that this Lord 
is Chrift, even that jefus whom God hath 
made both Lord ana Chrifi^ Ads ii. 36. 
That one Lord of Chriflians^ Jefus Chrift by 

whom 
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whom are all things. Here then 'tis manifcft, 
that even thofe Jews who owned only one 
Lord of Heaven and Earth, and one God, and 
none other but he, Mark xii. 35, expcftcd 
notwithftanding another Lord who (hould fud- 
denly come to his Temple, even the Meflen- 
gerof the Covenant, whofc coming they witfai 
great Joy expeded. 

In fine. That celebrated Place, Ifaiah ix. 
6. fecms to be of the fame Import with the 
reft. For firjly the Prophet there fpeaks of a 
Child korn, and a Son given to uSy to wit, by 
God according to thcfe Words of the Angels 
to the Sheperds, To you is born this T)ay a 
Saviour y who is Chrijl the Lord. And, 

Secondly y It is prophcfied that the Govern- 
tnent fhall be upon his Shoulders i and it is ad- 
ded, V. 7. xh2itofthe Increafe of hisQovz^xx- 
ment there fball be no End upon the Throne of 
David, and upon his Kingdom to order it. 
Whereas the Kingdom of the great God of 
Heaven is neither capable*of Increafe, nor Di- 
minution, nor can that be called the Throne of 
^avid. And, 

' It is farther faid, that the Zeal of the Lord 
of Hojls will perform this, that ijs, as Grotius 
interprets it. The Love of God to Mankind 
will induce him to fend this Son to us. So 
that this Governour feems plainly to be the 
fame "^efusy of whom the Angel fpeaks to the 
Virgin Mary thus, Luk. i. 32, 33. He fball 
be greats and fliall be called the Son of the 

higheft 
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Highejly and the Lord God Jball give unto 
him the Throne of his Father David, and he 
fball reign over the Houfe of Jacob for ever^ 
and of ^/> Jvingdom there Jhall6e no End. 

Whatfocvcr therefore may be the Scnfe of 
the Titles here afcribcd to this Son, and Go- 
vcrnour, it is certain from thcfe things that 
rfiey cannot import that he is the fame God 
with the Sovcrisn Lord of Heaven and Earth. 

From all which Places it is evident, that 
though the Jews neither owned, nor expeded, 
any other God, yet they expcded and were 
promifcd another King, another Lord, who 
was to reign over the Houfe of T>avidy and 
that this King was the Son of God, the Meffiah, 
or Saviour, who was to give Salvation to If 
raely and was the Meflengcr of the new Co- 
venant eftablifhed in the Blood of Jcfus* 

Now hence arifcth a full and lufficicnt An- 

fwer to all the Texts cited by Dr. fF dy 

to prove what the wifer Jews owned, that 
there was but one God, and none other but he, 
Mark xii. 32. For though it be very certain 
that there neither is, nor can be more t\\^none 
Sclf-exifting God, who alone has all Perfeftions, 
and all Dominion abfolutely in and of himfclf> 
original, and underived, and independent on 
any, yet the Jews did, and from thofe Scrip- 
tures had Reafon to expeft a King^ who from 
this God was to receive the Heathen for his In- 
heritance, and the utmoft Parts of the Earth 
for his FolTefnon, and who is fiilcd his Son, 

fct 
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fee upon his holy Hill of Siom and a Son of 
Many to whom this God would give Domini*- 
on and Glory> and a Kingdom, that all People, 
Nations, and Languages, fhould ferve him % 
who was the Lord whom they expected, even 
the Lord our Righteousness. 

Seeing then our blelTed Lord Jefus Chrifl is 
in the New Teftament ftill reprefented as that 
very Perfon into whofe Hands the Father had 
committed all thlngSy that Son to whom all 
Judgment is given, to whom he had given a 
^ower over all Flejby that he might give ^- 
ternal Life to all thofe that God had given 
him 5 to whom he had given all Tower both in 
Heaven and in Earthy and whom he had made 
Head over all things to his Churchy 7- This 
muft be the very Perfon promifed to the Jews 
in the Old Teftament, and fp muft have a true 
Dominion from the fupreme Author of all Do* 
minion, and fo be verus ^euSy truly God, 
though not fummus ^eusy the fupreme God, 
or God moft high : And to gsk /whether Chrift 
can be God at all, unlefs he be the fame wit& 
the fupreme God, is to ask whether the Scrips 
ture has done rightly in ftiling him Gody whea 
at the fame time it is on all Hands confefte4 
that he is not he who alone has all Pcrfedi«- 
oni, and all Dominion, abfolutely in and of 
himfelf, original, underivcd, and indepcndant 
on any ; that is, he is not the firft Caufe, the 
one God of whom are all things, i Cor. viii. 
6. but that he is the Son of that God and Father 
ofaU. H DIS- 
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1 CO R. viii. 6. 

Tt us there is bttt me Ged, the Father, ej 
whom are all things, and we in him 5 n^ 
me L«r4 Jefus Chrifl, by whom are dl 
thills, and we by him. 

H E Apoftic in the Bcgmnhigof 
this Chapter tcprefems it as > 
Notioti common to all Men, 
and more cfpccially rccciveii by 
all Chriftians, that there hbiit 
one God. For, faith he, Wt 
haw that there is no ether 
Cod, ii im i!;, but one only, v. +. And in 
the Beginning of this Vcrfc he as exprcfly tclls 
us, that this one God of the Chriftians, is God 
the Father oniy. ■ For feeing that it is c^'^ 
faid, V. 4. that there is not irif®' ©"?" r 
lis, am other God but one only, and is a- 
prefll 
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prcfly faid, that this 111$ ®io$ o Udri^y this one 
God is the Father {a) :■ Hence doth it plainly 
follow, that this one God of tlic Chriftians is 
Gqd the Father, and no other; And fuitabiy 
to this (by faying that to us thefe is bat one 
Lord Jcfus Chrift,) he muft intend to fignific^ 
that he is, :2i/^Jtgm5ta(;, by way of DiftindioOi 
and peculiarly the one Lord of Chriftians, fp 
that no other is fo in th? fame Iniport of the 
Words. For wherea? it is faid by fome, that 
as the Apoftle, by faying there is one Lard^ 
to wit, Jcfus Chrift, cannot be rcafonably fup- 
pofed to exclude the Father from being alfp 
the Z^r// of the Chriftians^ foncitlicr^ by fay- 
ing there is me God the Father y ought he ta 
be fuppofed to exclu<lc Jefus Chrift from b«- 
ing alfo the God of Chriftians :-— To this it is 
replied, that the Father is certainly excluded 
from being our Lord in that Senfc in wbiah 
Chrift is in Scripture ftiled fo, feeing he can* 
not be made Lord and Chrift by God, ^s Jc- 
fus Chrift is faid to be, A£i$ ii. 3 6. He can- 
not be exalted to be Lord to the Glory of God 
the Father y -as he is faid to bc^,.ThiL ii. % io^ 
1 1 . Nor can he be that Lord to whonn ano-^ 
thet Lord faid. Sit thou on my Right Handy 
till I make thine Enemies thy FootftooL H^nce 
'tis obfcrvable, 

Firfty That though iii the Efifiles of the 
ApcrfUcs, wc have frequent mention of Jcfus 

H z Chrift 

(O Vide Hi^/#f. n^M^ ThuU 1.. t, c. 6. p. 64, 
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Chrift our Lord, yet he is always diftinguifiicd 
from God the Father. As in thefe Words, 
Horn. xvi. 27. To the only wife God be Glorj^ 
through Jcfus Chrift. 

Secondly y Tis faid, that all things are of 
God, reconciling us to himfelf through our 
Lord Jcfus Chrift, 2 Cor. v. i 8, 19. Where- 
as 'tis abfurd to fay, that God reconciled us to 
himfelf by himfelf, as he muft do, if our Lord 
Jcfus Chrift had the fame individual Effencc 
with himfelf. 

Thirdly, St. Taul declares. That tvtrj 
Tongue mufl confefs that Jefus Chriflis 
Lord, to the Glory of God the Father, which 
plainly flicws the Diftinftion in Eflcnce be- 
tween them: For nothing can be done by him 
who is one in Eflcnce with God the Father to 
the Glory of God the Father, Thil. ii. 9> ^^> 
II. And, 

Fourthly, He ftiles himfelf an Apoftfe, i} 
the Commandment, or Will, of God the Fa- 
ther, and our Lord Jefus Chrift, i Tim. i. 
I. which is inconfiftent with an individual U- 
nity of Eflencer, in both God the Father, and 
our Lord Jefus Chrift : For where the Effencc 
is one, the Will and the Command muft he 
one alfo. And again, zTim. iv. r. I charge 
thee therefore before God, and the Lord Jtft^ 
Chrifi, who fbaU judge the ^ick and the 
^ead at his Appearing : WhichWords plain' 
ly imply a Diftindion betwixt him who is here 
called God, and our Lord Jefus Chfift. 
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Laftfyy St. Teter faith, Blejfed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jejus Chrijt, Chap. 
i. g, and adds, V. ji. that by him, we believe 
in God. Now he by whom we believe in God, 
cannot be that God in whom we believe. 

Secondly y Obfervc that throughout the A£is 
of the Apoftles, our blefled Saviour is often 
called our Lord Jefus Chrifty but never fliled 
our God. There it is plainly faid that he, who 
had God with him, and was anointed with 
the Holy Ghoft^ and with Vower^ &c. and 
was fent by God to preach the IVordy and was 
ordained by him to be Judge of all Men^ was 
Lojrd of all. And how he became fo the fame 
AjJoftle informs us in thefe Words, This Jefus 
hath God raifed up and exalted^ &c. Know 
ye therefore that God hath made that fame 
Jefus, whom yecruci fie dy bothhoiAandChrift^ 
Afts ii. 32, 33, and 36. There it is faid that 
the difperfed Chriftians preached the Lord Je*- 
fus, chap. xi. 20. They hazarded their Lives 
for the Name of our Lord Jefus Chrift, chap. 
XV. 26. St. Taul and Barnabas there fay to 
the Taylor, Believe in the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
ana thou fhalt be Javedy and thine Houfe^ 
chap. xvi. 31. and chap. xix. 5. He bap. 
tizeth the twelve Difciples of John, in the 
Name of the Lord Jefus. And chap. xx. 21. 
They teftifyboth to the Jews ^»i/ Greeks, Re- 
pentance towards God, and Faith towards our 
Lord Jefus Chrift. 

H 3 Now 
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Now Baptifm doth certainly procure our 

Admiflion into the Church of Chrift, and 

gives us a Title to Salvation: And fo alfodoth 

faith in our Lord Jcfus, as St. Vaul teftifies 

\i\ thefe Words, If }hou (halt confef$ with thy 

Mouth J Kupiov l7[a\i^, Jefus the Lord, and flalt 

believe in thine Heart that God hath raipd 

him from the ^ead, thou jfbalt be faved^ 

Rom. X. 9- Thefe things have been oblcrved 

in a little Trcatife, which faith thus, That the 

ABf of the Apoftlcs give us a full Hiftory of 

the Converfionofik/yr/Wx, both oiHixz'Jews 

and Gentiles to the Chrifliqn Faith : And yet 

^t. ^eter and St. ^auU the great Inftrumcnts 

of their Converfion, fay not one Word to cn» 

gage Chriftians to believe that Chrift was God 

of the fame individual Effence with the Father, 

but think it fufficient to preach to them Faith 

in oui: J^ord Jefus Chrift, and to baptize them 

in the Name of the Lgrd Jefus, that they 

plight be favcd. 

If then the Belief of the numerical Identity 
of God the Father and the Son in Eflence, Will^ 
and Aftions, be ncceffary to Salvation, why 
was it not then as fully and exprefly taught as 
it could be 1 .Why were thofe great Apoftles fo. 
iilctit in a thing fo ncccflary ? Was either Sor 
bellius^ or any one elfe, wifer than thefe Apo- 
ftles, or mor? faithful in th? Difcharge pf their 
Office > If not, whence ^mes thisi fignal 
DifFercncc betwixt that wliich the Apoftlcs 

wught 
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taught then, and which other Men have taught 
iince. 

Thirdlyiy Obfavc that our blefled Lord him- 
felf doth plainly own himfclf to be our Lord^ 
and Mafter i as in thofc Words, Job. xiii. 1 3 . 
Te calltneJA^cty and Lord, ma ye fay will^ 

for fo I am. 

He is frequently ftiled Lord, by his Difci- 
ples in their Difcourfcs with him, and Ad- 
dreffcs to him i as when they fay. Lord, teach 
us to pray. Lord, wUt thou at this time 
reftore again the Kingdom to Ifrael, &c. But 
yet they never whilft he was on Earth, ftiled 
him God^ much lefs the fame individual Godi 
with the Father ; And which is more conft- 
derable, our bleffed Lord himfelf always de- 
clined the owning himfelf to be equal with 
the Father. 

For it is obfervable, that Chrift being thrice 
accufed of Blafphemyy for making himfilf tr 
qual with Godj or for doing that which the 
Jews thought belonged to God alone to do, 
never ^iredly anfwers, that he was equal ^o 
him. Whereas if he was lent to preach that 
Doftrine to the World, it was reafonablc to 
expe^ he would have fo done. But he ftUl 
fpeaks in fuch a manner as one who waved that 
Affertion. 

For when the Scribes enquire, why doth this 
Many Sr®^y /peak Blafphemjt ? Who can for- 
give Sins but one, that is God? Mark ii. 7. He 
doth not anfwer (as lome have done for him) 

H 4 that 
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that this proved him to be GpJ, but only faitht 
TAe Son of Man hath Tower on Earth to for- 
give (the temporal Puniftiment of) Sins. Ac- 
cordingly, nj. lo. he afcribes to himfelf this 
Power, not as he was the Son of God, much left 
as being of the fame individual Eflcnce with the 
Father, but only as he was the Son of Man. And 
again, from thefe Words, Job. v. 17. My Fa- 
ther worketh hitherto, [works of providential 
Care, Goodnefs, and Mercy, and thefe Cha- 
ritable Adions] / work alfo ; I fay from his 
calling God his father in fo peculiar a man- 
ner as he did, (and had juft Caufc tb do, had 
he been only miraculoufly conceived in the 
Virgins Womb, and upon that Account the 
Son of God, Luk* i* 35. the Son of themoft 
High, V. 32.) they invidioufly infer, v. 18. 
that he called God, ndre^a i^m, that is, his 
ewn Father, in fuch a proper Scnfe as made 
him equal to God, as a Son is to his Father. 

Now to this Chrift doth not anfwer, as 
might have been expeded from one fent into 
the World to confirm that Dodrine, to wit, 
thathe had Reafon thus to call God his Father, 
as being of the fame individual Eflence with 
him i but his Anfwer contains many things 
feemingly inconftftent with that Dodrine, For 
on the contrary his Reply is^ that he could do 
nothing of himfelf , (v. 19. and 30) that the 
fzthtx Judgeth no Man, but bath committed 
all Judgment to the Son, \. 22, and that 

kfaHff hf it tk( Son of Map^ v. zy^ That

he fought not his own Will, but the Will of 
his Father that fent him, kvro$y He was the 
Pcrfon that bore Witnefs of him, v. 37. and 
that he came pot in his own, but in his Fa- 
thefs Name, v. 43. And laftly, that the 
Works which his Father had given him 
£ Power] to do, bore Witnefs of him that the 
Father had fent him, v. 36. All which Say- 
ings are plainly inconfiftcnt with a ftri£t Identi- 
ty of Eflcncc, of Will, and Aaions,in God the 
Father and the Son, In Chap. x. they ac- 
cufc him of Blafphemy, not for faying, ^, |o. 
/ and the Father are onei but (as Chrift him- 
felf declares, v. 16) becaufc he faid, / am 
the Son of God. And yet being accufcd of 
Blafphemy, becaufc being a Man he made him- 
felf God, he bad Reafon and Opportunity to 
have made another fort of Anfwcri whereas 
he only proves him felf to be the Son of God, 

Firft, Becaufc the lather hzdifanffified him^ 
and fent him into the Worlds whereas it is ab- 
furd to fay, that he cither fan^ifed, or fent into 
the World his own numerical Eflence. And, 

Secondly, Becaufc he did the f Porks of his 
Father, v. 37- to wit, by Vertue of that Pow- 
er which the Father had given him to do them. 
Job. v. 3 6. And by the Sprit of his Father 
dwelling in him. For he did them by the Spi- 
rit of God, Matth. xii. 28. By the Finger of 
Qod^ Luk. xi. 20. 

Fourthly^ 
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Fourthlyy It is evident from the Scripture?, 
both of the Old and New Tcftamcnt, that 
mention is made of two Lords^ one having 
abfoiute Dominion over all things in Heaven 
and Earth j according to thefc Words of our 
bieflcd Saviour, / thank tbee^ O Father, Lord 
of Heaven and Earth. Another who re- 
ceivcth all his Dominion from this Father, and 
that is, our Lord Jefus Chrift according to. 
the Words immediately following : All 
things are delivered to me of my Father. This 
we learn, Firfl^ from thefe plain Words of 
the ^falmifij The Lord faid unto my Lord, 
Jtt thou on my Right Handy until 1 make 
thine Eftemies thy Footftooly Pial. ex. i. For 
that this Lord, is our Lord Jefus Chrift, he him- 
Iclf exprcfly tcacheth, by faying that "David 
in Spirit r/^/W /?//^ Lord, Mat. xxii. 4J. So^ 
do the Apoftles, after they had received the 
Holy Ghoft, alfo prove Chrift's Refurredioa 
and Afcenfion to Heaven, to iit at the Right 
Hand of God, from this very Place, A6is ii. 
3 4, 35. So likewife doth St. y^^/ declare 
that God the Father hath put all things 
finder his Feet 5 And that he who put all 
things under his Feet is the Father, to whom 
he muft deliver up the Kingdom at the End of 
the World. And that when it is faid, AU 
things are put under his Feet, it is manifeft 
that he is excepted, that did put alt things 
under him^ i Cor. xv. 24 — ^8^ And again,, 

he 
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he pjovcth the Superiority of the Lord Jcfus 
to the whole Angelical Order by this 5 To 
which of the Angels hath hefaid^ Jit thou on 
my Right Handj till 1 make thine Enemies 
thy Footfiooh Hcb. i. ij. 

Secondly^ This derived dominion of the 
Son from the Father is plainly delivered to us 
by the Prophet ©^8/>/ in thefe Words: 1 faw 
one like the Son of Man come with the Clouds 
of Heaven J and come to the Antient of T)ays^ 
and they brought him near before him. And 
there was given him Donxinion, and Glory, 
and a Kingdom, that all Veople^ Nations, 
and Languages foould ferve him^ Dan. vii- 
13, 14. Bur, 

Thirdly^ This derived dominion is fo firm- 
ly cftablilhed in Chrift's own Words, thatwc 
need no farther Demonftration of it. For af- 
ter his Refurreftion he exprefly faith to his 
Difciples, All Tower in Heaven and Earth 
is given to me^ Matth. xxviii, i8. El fc where 
he fpeaks to his Father thus 5 Thou hafi given 
him Tower over allFleJb, that he fhould give 
eternal Life to as many as thouhzA given him, 
Joh. xvii. 2. And jfoh. v. 22. For the Fa- 
ther judgeth noMan, but hath committed alt 
Judgment to the Son i even to that Son whom 
he hath fent into the PTorU : For fo it follows, 
v..2i. He that honouretb not the Sou^ ho- 
poureth not the Father that fent him. At his 
Jcpiftation he exprefly owns, that God the 

Fathc^ 
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Father is his God. For to the fecond Tempta- 
tion of the Devil to throw himfclf down from 
the Pinnacle, he anfwers, this I muft not do, 
becaufe it is written^ Thou [bait not tempt 
the Lord thy God. . And ta his third Tempta- 
tion to worftiip him, he anfwers, this I mud 
not do, becaufe it is written, Thoufhalt wot- 
fbif the Lord thy God, and him only (bait thou 
ferve. 

Now if thefe Words were rightly made ufc 
of by the Son of God, and were the one of 
them a Prohibition not to tempt the Lord his 
Gody the other a Command to ferve him only 5 
here is the plained Demonftration that the Son 
of God owned God the Father, as his Lord. 
To fay that they were not rightly made jufc 
of by him, is to aver that he alledged two 
Paflagcs impertinently, as being neither of 
them fpoken of him, or applicable to him. 

St. Taul plainly teachcth the fame Doftrinc 
by faying. He hath given him to be Head 0- 
"ver all things to the Chnrchy which is his 
Body^ and put all things under his Feet y Eph. 
i. 22, 2 J. And again, 7hil ii. 9, 10, ir. 
Therefore God hath highly exalted him^ and 
given him a Name which is above every 
NamCy that at the Nameofjejus every Ktue 
fbould bow, and every Tongue fbould con/ejt 
that Jefus Chrijl is Lord, to the Glory of 
God the Father. And, 

Laflly^ 
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Lajlfyj ThcApoftlc {^ith, God hath in theft 
loft ^ays fpoken to us by his Son, ok eSipte 
x\>ipovoiiof 'Ttirrafy whom he hath confiitutcd 
Heir of all things y Hcb. i. 1 2. As it were by 
Succcflion to his Father, who no'9/ judgeth no 
Man, but hath committed all judgment unto 
the Son. And agreeable to this is theDoc«- 
trine of the whole Church Catholick, deliver- 
ed to us in the Apoftles Creed thus 5 / believe 
in God the Father Almighty y Maker of Hear 
n)en and Earthy and in Jefus Chrift his only 
Son our Lord. Where faith the judicious Bifhop 
* 7earfony That the Son is not comprehend- 
ed in the Father, is evident, not only out of the 
Original, or Occafion, but alfo fron\ the very 
Letter of the Creed, which teachcth us to be- 
lieve in one God the Father, and in his Son : 
For if the Son was included in the Father, then 
was the Son the Father of himfelf. As there- 
fore when I lay, I believe in the Son, I muft 
neceffarily undcrftand the Son of that Father 
whom I mentioned in the firft Article i So 
when I faid, / believe in God the Father y I 
muft as neceflarily be underftood of the Father 
of him whom I call his Son in the fecond Ar- 
tick. 

Now from all thefc Things, the Superio- 
rity of the Father to the Son, and the Subor- 
dination of the Son to the Father, are extreme- 
ly evident, f or^ he that hath all ^things de-- 

, * livered 

•* 

I Cree^ pT 36. fidir. ^ 
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delivered to him from the Father, he thathatji 
his whole Dominion in Heaven and Earth, and 
his Power over all Flcfh, to give them eternal 
Life, derived from, and given to him of his 
Father, muft be Tubordinate to him from whom 
that Power is derived^ 

For feeing no numerical Effcnce can do an 
Aftion by another, if Chrift be of the (iamc nu- 
merical Eflcnce with the Father, wc cannot 
properly be faid to have things from God, or 
to do things to God, by Chrift. And yet wc 
frequently read thus, fVe have Teace with God 
CLj^y Bjfy or, Through our Lord J efus Chrijif 
Rom. V. I, II. To the only wife God be Glo^ 
ryy a^\ By our Lord Jefus Chrift, Rom. xvi. 
17 . Thanks be to God which giveth us the 
Vi£ioryy :^\ Thxoxxgh our Lord Jefus Chrifty 
I Cor. XV. 57. Such Hope have we to God 
by Chrift y z Cor. iii. 4. We are filled with the 
Fruits of Right eoufnefs, which are by Jefus 
Chrift to the Glory of God^ the^ Father, Phil. 
i. 1 1 . fVe give Thanks y tS 0^5 jcotl riacT/)!, to 
Gody even the Father, by him^ Colof. iii. 1 7- 
This is fufficiently evident from theApoftks 
Difcourfe, i Cor. xv. from V' 24, to 29. 
where he repreferits Chrift the Son of God as 
a Lord who had all things put under him by 
a fuperiour Lord, by faying, fP^en he faith aU 
things are put tinder him, // is mantfefty He 
is excepted which did put all things under 
hirn^^ And when all things pj'all be fubduid 
urifd him, then Jhall the Son alfo himfelf be 

fubjca

fubjcd to him that did put all things und^nr 
him, that God may be all in all : And from 
tlicfc Words of my Text, where it is plainly 
faid, 

jF/Vy?, That all Chriftians know that there 
is but one God. 

Secondly, That this one God is the Father. 
And, 

Thirdly, That this God the Father is diftin- 
guiQied from our Lord Jcfus Chrift by this 
Charaftcr, that he is God, l^ 5, from whom 
are all things. But our Lord is only he <Ji s, 
by whom are all things, and that God the 
Father, is the Chridians one God, Chrift their 
one Lord. 

Hence Chrift fpeaks thus for the Encou- 
ragement of Chriftians to fufFcr for his Sake. 
To him that overcometh 'mill I give to Jit up- 
on my Throne, even as I overcame, and am 
fat down with my Father on his Throne, Rcv^ 
iii. 21. Where, 

Firfl, I obferve that the Throne of Chrifi 
is plainly reprefented as dijiinii from the 
Throne of God the Father. 

Secondly, He is faid to be fet down after 
his Victory upon his Father's Throne. Nei- 
ther of which things can agree to one who is 
of the fame numerical Effence with the Father. 
And V. xz. Him that overcometh will I make 
a TUlar in the Temple of my God : And I will 
write upon him the Name of my God, and of 
the City of my God, which is new Jcrufalem, 

which 
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vhich Cometh down out of Heaven from my 
God. Now it is abfurd to affirm/ that one 
and the fame God fhould fo often call himfckf 
bis God. 

If it be here ob;e£l:ed> that 'tis fufiicient that 
our Lord Jcfus Chrift is in thefc Epiftles faid to 
be Gody to wit, Rom. ix, 5. And Tim. iii. 
16. Concerning i?^w. ix. 5. 1 have given a 
full Account cllewherc. And as to the Words 
in Timothy y God was manifejied in the Flefb^ * 
Itis plain that the Word, God, there, though it 
itgnifie one who was truly God, by having a 
true Dominion over all things in Heaven and 
Earth, imparted to him, and having all Per- 
fedions requifite to the Exercife of that Domi- 
, aion, yet cannot it fignify that felf-exiftent 
Cod, whofe Pow^r is abfolute and underived, 
not only becaufe he cannot be faid to be Jufti- 
fed iny or by, the Spirit ^ (who, faith our Sa- 
viour, ^ould convince the World of Sin^ be- 
caufe they believe not on me^ and of Righte- 
cujhefsy becaufe I go to (my) Father :) But 
iil^ewife becaufe he is faid to be received nf 
into Glory. 
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JOHN xiv. li

f UB. bldTcd LoM ift the former 
; Chapter is rcprcfcntcd* as know-> 
} ing the Father had given <a/2 
: tbingsinte his Hands,v. i.Tha

had all 'Powet in Heaven and 
Earth committed to him : Hence he fpeaks to 
his Difciplcs, who always believed ih Godj and 
trufted in him for a Deliverance in all Exi- 
gencies and Diftrcfles, exhorting them now 
to believe in him alfo, as having all Autho- 
rity and Power imparted to him by the Father, 
and being the very Perfon whom he (the Fa- 
ther) had given to be Hrad over all things to 
theChurcht Eph. i. jz. 

t Here 
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Here therefore wc hav?; evidently twodir 
tind Perfons reprefcmed as the Objeds of oiir 
Faith and Truft 3 to wit, the Perfon here cal-* 
led God, w^. the fupreme God, and Father 
of all things, and Lord of Heaven and Earth, 
in whom the Jews always trufted : The Second, 
our Lord Jefus Chrift^ invefted with all Judg- 
ment, Power ^nd Authority fropi the F.atJier^ 
whom the Jews ncvtr owned before, and in 
whom, the generality of them, after all his 
Miracles done in Confirmation of hrs Miflion, 
would not believe. And this, or a like Dif- 
tinftion feems very evident, not only in the 
Epiftles, but alfo in the Holy Gofpels. /^^, 

Firfi, In thefe Words of Chrift, jfo^. xiL 
44. He that believeth en me, believeth not 
0nmCf but onhim that fent me. And, 

Secmdlyy Markix. nyWhofaeverreceiveth 
me, receiveth not me, but him that fent me. 
Where, firfi^ obfervc that both thefe Texts 
Ipeak not only of theEflcncc, but of the Per- 
fon alfo of the Father and the Son, as is evi- 
dent from thofe Pronouns, mey and himy that 
fent me. Secmdlj/y it is alfo extremely evi- 
dent, that they cannot both be interpreted io 
as to ffgnifie one and the fame numerical £f- 
fence, feeing that would mfer this abfurd Senfe : 
He that believeth in me, who am one and the 
fame in Effcnce with the ftipreme God, believ- 
eth not ia me who am the fame with the fu« 
pieme God^ bat in him who is the fame witk 
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fee, and that fcnt hie. And, Thirdly y hrticc it 
would follow, thit thfe fiiprcmc God fcnt the 
iuprertie God, that is, himfelf, into the World. 

Thirdly y This Teems plaiiily to follow from 
thefc Words, Joh. iii. 1 6. God fo loved the 
Worldy that he gave his only btgotten Sony 
that whofoever believeth in him fhould not 
ferifhy but have everlafiing Life. And again> 
I Job. iv. 9, I o. In this was manifefted the 
Love of God towards uSy becaufe that God 
fent his only begotten Son into the Worldy that 
'we inight live through him. Herein is Love, 
not that we loved God, but that he loved us y 
and fent his Son tb be the Propitiation for 
our Sifts. For firfiy the Love here mentioned, 
is manifeftly the Love of God the Father; 
Secondly y This Love is manifefted in fending 
hot himfelf, hut h\s Sony his onfy begotten Son, 
into the World. And thirdlyy This Son is 
fcnt to be the Propitiation for our Sins, that 
isy to mdke Atonement to God for them. 
Whereds wefe he the fame with the Father^ 
he muft make an Atonfcment to himfelf. 

Thirdfyy This may farther be confirnied 
from many Paffagcs in the 6th Chapter of St. 
fohn. For frfiy our Lord theif c faith, Thii 
is the Work of Gody that is, that which is now 
required of yoii as moft acceptable unto him^ 
that ye believe on him whom he hath fenty v. 
29. And throughout the whole Gofpel, this 
Is-affigned as the End of all the Miracles he^ 
did^ or God did by him, that they might b^ 

I z lieve 
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lieve that Jcfus was the Son of God, and that 
believing they might have Life through his 
Name, Joh. xx. 31. 

Now according to Dr. WaterUnds Aflcrtl- 
on in his five firft Queries, that wherever there 
is mention of the iupreme God, as being one^ 
and there being no other but him $ the Son 
of God muft be included, as being one and 
the fame Supreme with him 3 it is impoflible 
to believe in God the Father, and not to be- 
lieve in that Son of God whom he hath fcnt 
into the World, becaufe according to that Af- 
fertion, the Son ot God muft be included in 
all thofc Paflages which fpeak of Faith in one 
fupreme God, and it muft be needlefs to ac- 
quire any Perfon to believe in him whom he 
had fent : Yea then all the Jews who believe 
in God the Father, muft by the fame Aft be- 
lieve alfo in the Son of God, and therefore 
could not truly be charged, as they continually 
are, for not believing in him whom God had 
fent. This alfo fccms to be confirmed from 
thefe Words, v. 46. Ko Man hath feen the 
Father, fave he which is of God^ he hath feen 
the Father i for to be of God is the fame as 
to be fent of God^ v. 29. to come from God, 
Vc 33. Of to be the Son of God, v* 69. It al- 
io appeareth from the preceeding Words, that 
the Words God and Father^ are of the fame 
Import \ for to be taught of Gody and 10 learn 
^/"f^^ Father, is the fame, nj. 45 • Now to be 
if God^ 01 from God^ cannot well /ignifk^ to 

be 
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be that very God of^ and from whom he Is 3 
nor can it be probable that the fame God with 
the Father fhouid fay he had feen the Father^ 
as Chrift doth here ; ^nd Ciiap. viii. 38. / 

fpeak that which I have feen with my Fa- 
ther. And this may farther be confirmed from 
thofc Words, v j8. 1 came dawn from Hea- 
ven not to do mine ownfVill^ but the Will of 
him that fent me. For he that is of the fame 
numerical Effence with the Father, muft have 
the fame Will^ and do the ftme Aiiicns^ 
which the Father that fent him doth ; and 
therefoie cannot be truly and properly faid to 
come down from Heaven, not to do his owa 
Will, but the Will of another. 
Fourthly y This may be farther argued from 

•thcfe Words, Job. vii. 16. Jefus anfwered 
th^Wy Wjf ^oifrine is not mine, but his that 
fent me^ For he who is of the fame Effence 
with the Father, cannot deny that Dodrine to 
be his, which is the Doftrine of him that fent 
l^m? provided that he that fent him be of the 
f;ime Effence with him. He alfo faith unto the 
Jews, / have told you the Truths which I 
h(Lve heard from^ God^ chap; viiL v. 40. And 
can that fignify the Truth which I have h^ard 
from my fclf 7 

Fifthly J Job. viii. 17, 18. We read thus: 
It is written in your Law^ Phat the Tefti^ 
many of two Men is true s I am one that 
bear Witnefs of my fclf, and the Father that 
fent tne b/i^retk Witnefs of mt^ Now can ont^ 
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and the fame God, as ^c Father and Son 2tA 
fuppofcd to be, be two Witncfies? Or can 
he who is the fame God with the Father fayi, 
1 am one that bear Witnels of my fclf, andi 
the- Father that fent mc is another Witnefs > 

Sixthly, This may be farther argued from 
thefe Words, J oh. xi. 4i> 42. Fat her , 1 thank 
thee that thou haft heard me y and I knew that 
thou heareft me always. For one and the 
fame God can neither give thanks to hirafelf, 
nor could others be induced by the Fathers 
hearing of hiip, to beiipve that he had fent 
him, feeing one and the fame ElTence cannot 
fend it felf. 

Seventhly J This alfo may be inferred from 
thefe Words, "Job. xvi. 23. Whatfqever ye^ 
pjall ask the Father in my Name, He will give. * 
it you. And again, v. 24. Hitherto have yc 
asked nothing in my Name, jisk and ye Jball 
receive^ that your Joy may be full. For in 
thefe Words, our Lord plainly rcprefents him- 
felf, a$ an Advocate to God the Father, inter- 
cceding witli him for thofe Bleffings, which 
ix^crc neccflary to be conferred on his Difci- 
ples* Sp is he elfewherc rcprefcnted^j i John 
ii, I, 2. in thefe Words, If wejin, we have 
an Advocate with the Father ^ Jefus Chrift 
the Height etms : And he is the Propitiation 
for our Sins. So alfo, Rom. viii. 34. where 
he is rcprefented as one at the Right Hand 
if God , making Intercejffion for us. AndHeb. 
ix. 22. l^c is faid to have entered into Hea- 
ven 
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^en it felfj there to appear in the ^re fence 
of God for us. And again, Heb. vii. 2j. 
Wherefore he is able to fave them to the ut- 
moft that come unto God by him^ feeing he e*vef 
liveth to make InterceJJion for them. 

Now no individual, intelligent Being can 
properly fay, 1 will ask another to do for us, 
v^hat he muft do himfelf, if it be done at all 5 
nor can he be an Advocate to himfelf, x)r an 
Advocate with God the Father, lo as to be the 
Propitiation for our Sins, as Jcfus Chrift the 
Righteous is, if he be the fame with the Fa- 
ther, fmcc he could never need an Atonement 
to render him propitious to himfelf. He can- 
not properly be faid, to be at his own Right 
Hand, much lefs to be there making Inter- 
ceflion to God for us, feeing he himfelf muft 
be that very God to whom he intercedes ; nor 
can it bp f^id that he is able to fave to the ur- 
moft them that come to God by him, if he be 
the fame God, to whom we come for Salva- 
tion, and not, as he himfelf avers. That Jefus 
to whom God had given Power over all Flefby 
that he fhould give eternal Life^ to as many 
as be had given him^ Joh. xvii. 2, Nor 
Laftly, could he be reprcfented as thus able to 
fave, for this very Reafon, becaufe Jq^ ever 
lives to make Intercejfionfor us, or is gone in- 
to Heaven to appear in the Trejence of God 
for us. 

Eighthly^ This will appeatwith a more full 
and (hlning Evidence from the whole Pa^yer 

I 4 of 
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of Qw: blcflfcd Lord to his Father, recorded 14 
the 17th Chapter of St. Joh^, there being 
fcarce one Verfe in it whicii affords not a (uf- 
ficieiit Demonftration, that our Lord did not 
think himfelf to be of one apd the fame nut 
merifial EfTepce with the Father. I have al- 
ready argued this from Vcrfc the fecond, where 
our Lord owns the Power which he had to 
give eternal Life, to be givfn him from the 
father : and from the third Verfe, where he 
fpeaks to his Father thus. This is Life eternal 
to know tbee to be the oply true God. It folr 
lows alfo from v. 4^ For he could not fay, / 
bave finifbed the JVork which thou gaveft me 
to dOy had he been of the fame numerical Ef- 
fence with hiihi feeing the fame numerical £f- 
fence can give nqthing to it felf to do. This 
follows from V. fn where he fpeaks thus, ^nd 
nowj Q Father, glorifie thou me with thine 
own felf, with the Ghry which I had with 
thee before the IVbxldwoi. For here obfervc 

Firfiy that Chtift pray? to be glorifiedby th^ 
Father y and therefore cannot be the fame God 
V^ith hiin, pf wbpm be tcquefts to be glorified^ 

Secondly:, Pbfcrv^j t|iat this Prayer plainly 
doth infinuat^:, that in hi$ State of Humiliation 
hclaidafid?, or di.yeftcd himfelf of thi§ Glory 5 
for qthctwifc ^ic could not thus p?ay tp thQ 
father tQ teceive i( again. And, 

Thirdly y obfervc that he cxprefly ftiles this 
Glpry, th^ Gloty which hf had, with the Fa^ 
iher before the Fonndation^ of the ^orld i Tbat 
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18, as I conceive, the glorious State iie was in 
with God the Father, before he came down 
from Heaven into the World, for by his 
leaving the World, and going to his -Father, 
by his afcending again to his God and Far- 
ther, Job. XX. i7> he is in the New Tcfta- 
ment iaid to be glorified. So Job. vii. 39. The 
Holy Ghoft was not yet given becaufe Jefus was 
not yet glorified. And again, when Jefm 
was glorified^ that is, exalted to the Right 
Hand of God, then remembred they that thofi 
things were written ofhim^ Joh. xii. 1 6. And 
again, jiifs iii. i j- The God of our Fathers 
hath glorified his Son Jefus, that is, ^. 2 1 . he 
hath received him up into Heaven. And ASis 
ii. 23. he is faid to be exalted to the Right 
Hand of God J which in the i Tim. iii. 1 6. 
is, his being received up into Glory : And 
ASis i. 1 1 . his being taken up into Heaven; 
In fine, St. John declares, that Chrift s Mira- 
cles were done that we might believe that Je- 
fus was the Chrift the Son of God^ and that 
believing we might havf Life through his 
Name. 

This will be ftill more fully evident from 
the Words following, v. 6. viz. / have ma- 
nifefted thy Name^ unto the Men which thou 
gave ft me out of the Worlds thine they were^ 
and thougaveft them mCy and they have kept 
ihy Word. For could one of the fame riume- 
ifical Effence with God the Father, and having 
^U the fame Berfeftions with him, fay truly to 

tbc 
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the Father concerning thofe who were given 
to him, thine they were^ fince then they muft 
be as much his own as the Father's, or that 
thou haft given them to me, who had the fame 
original Right to them as the Fatfier had, or 
that they have kept thy Word, rather than 
mne, feeing the Word that they kept muft be 
the Word of the one and the faqie fuprcme 
God. And, 

V. 7. He fpeaks thus of his Difciples, Now 
they have known that all things which thou 
i>a/l given me, are of thee. Whereas 'tis certain, 
that nothing can be given to the Tupreme God^ 
or by him, to the fame God with himielt. The 
Sth Verfe runs thus, I have given unto them the 
Words which thou gavcft me, and they have r^ 
ceiyed thcm^ and have known furely that I 
came out from thee, (ind they have believed 
that thou didft fend me. Where again it is ve- 
ry evident, that the Words which Cbrift IpakCji 
were the Words which the jpather had given 
him ; whereas nothing can be given to the fu- 
premeGod, and that tlie Apoftles had received 
ihem as fo given by the Father. Wl^erpas had he 
been the fupreme God, they muft have received 
them as Wprds delivered by himfelf. Tis alfo 
added, that tliey laave believed that thou Cthc Fa- 
ther] haft fent me. Whereas the fame individual 
God cannot be fent by and from himfelf. In the 
pth ver. He fpeaks thus, Ipray fpr thcmwhick 
thou haft given mcyfor they are thine. Foj cer- 
tain it is, that the fupreme God could havener

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thing given hihi, nor could he fay to his Fa-? 

thcr, that they who were tiius given him were 

thine, rather than mne, were he the fame 

lone God with the Giver, feeing then the Gift 

muft be equally the Aft of both. The Words 

following, jill mine i^r^ thine, ^»^ thine are 

mine, muft bear this Senfe? all mine arc thine 

by original Right, and thine arc mine by thy 

Donation, for fo only can they accord with 

the preceeding and the following Words, v. 

II. he fays. Holy Father, keep through thine 

iDwn Name, thofe whom thou haft given me, 

that they may be one as we are. And, i;. 1 2. 

thofe that thougaveji me, I have kept whilft 

I was in the World. And now I leave the 

World, and come to thee. Where we have 

many Arguments againft Dr. W- ds Scheme^ 

Tor the fupremcGod could not fay of hisDif- 
ciples, they arc thofe which thou haft given w^. 
Nor, Secondly, could he fay, now I leave the 
World, and come to thee. Nor, Thirdly, could 
he pray to the Father to keep them in his owty 
Name, feeing they muft be equally kept by 
his Name, or Power, who was equally the 
JTame God with the Father. And Laftly^ 
this is confirmed from our Lord's frequent 
Prayer? that theDifciples might be one, as thou. 
Father, art in me, and I in thee. For had he 
been of onrnumerical Eflcnce, and the fame 
in all Perfeftions with the Father, he cpuld not 
have prayed that the Difciples (hould be thus 
one with him/ 

He 
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He alfo adds, v. 24. Father^ I will that 
they alfo whom thou hafi given me, be with 
rne where I amy that they may behold the 
Glory which thou haft given me. Where 
jjirft again, th? Difciples arc ftilcd the Men 
which the Father had given him. And je- 
condlyy his Prayer for them is, \\\zx. they might 
behold the Glory which the father had given 
him^ which therefore cannot be the Glory 
which he had by the fame original Right with 
the Father, fmce that he muft have by Nature, 
and not by Gift. 

In fine. This Doftrine, that the Son of God 
is of the fame numerical Eflchce with God the 
Father, is the very Doftrine of the ojd ^loeti^ 
anSy and Sabellians, as 1 have fully proved in 
my Anfwcr to Dr. ^— dy Part II. from f^ 
63. to 73: 

Seeing thei) Pj:. W. and all that are of hi? 
Opinion, have made it an Article of their 
faith, that Chrift is thp fame fupreme God, of 
the fame numerical Efjfcnce with the Father, 
and therefore that they a^re both xxtl 'foturovo-ioij 
iLouL f^Lovoiaioi, and that the Soti is^ not another 
God, but ev bro-fot, one and th?; farpe God in 
Subftance with the Father, and /x(oc v'TfirM 
rpi^^crco^oi, one fmgular Eflcnce i^ which 
are three Perfpns, He and They both muft, 
by thefe Sayings of the Fathers, be proved to 
have embraced the S.abellian Doflrine. 

Secondly, Seeing the NoetianSy and Sabelli"^ 
ans^ were un:^nimouflycaftoutof tl^eChurcba 

as 
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^s impious, audacious, and blafphemous Hcxc* 
ticks> for maintaining thefe Dodrines, and 
were declared rather to be Jews than Chrifti^ 
anSy why fliould not Dr. W. and his Follow- 
ers, lie under the fame Condemnation > 

Thirdly y Seeing it is declared that by their 
Doftrine they did, otyougeTv, xcti ct^ereTy ta'h u- 
'TTflLp^iF ir ui5> take away and defiroy the Ex- 
iftence of the Sony and ndther did, norcoulcL 
allow him to be, ^io$ ex f S'ev, God of God ; 
And feeing that the Author of the Modejt 
Tlea continuedy in his Anfwer to Dr. fF. hath 
proved that he by his Dodrine, hath equally 
deprived the Son of his Exiftence, and left nei- 
ther Effence, rvor any Attributes of his own, 
he muft be equally guilty of this Part of the 
S4bellian Dodiine. And, 

Lajily, Seeing the SabelUan Dodrine was 
unanimoufly rejeded by the whole Church of 
Chrift, as a pernicious Herefy, why fhould not 
the Subfcriptidn of the Sabellians to the Ar^ 
tides and Dodrine of our Church lie under 
the fame Condemnation with that of thofe^ 
whom he fo falfely and malicioufly calls Ari- 
ansy againft their iolemn Protcfiations to the 
contrary* """ * 
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MARK xii; 32. 34. 

And the Scribe faid Unto him. Well, Mafteti 
thoii baft faid the Truth : For there is one 
God, and there is none other but he. 

And '■jjhen Jefus faw that he anfwered dif 
creetly, he faid unto him. Thou, art not 
far from the Kingdom of God.

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that our Lord owns, that this Scribe, in fay- 
ing this, anfwer'd m^x^^y as a Man of a good 
and right Undcrftanding in the Matter, Where- 
as had it been neceflary to be believ'd, that 
he himfelf, and the Holy Ghoft, were the fame 
God, as to numerical Effcnce, with the Father, 
or the Sovereign Creator of all things, our 
Lord could not have given him this Teftimo- 
ny of his right Undcrftanding in this Matter : 
Seeing his Faith, according to that Dodrinc> 
muft have been deficient in two Objeds of it>. 
as neceflary to be believed, as was the Article 
of God the Father and Creator of all Things* 
And St. James (*) writes to the fame Jews 
thus. Thou believeji on ^io$ tT$ l<nh that God 
is one. Thou doft welly without giving its 
the leaft hint of a Diftinftion between the 
Godhead, and the Pcrfon. Sec alfo. Gal. iiL 
20. 

I therefore (hall attempt to fhew in whit 
Senfe it is a certain Truth, that there is but 
one Godj and that there is no other but He- 
And confequentially in what Senfe it is, and 
may be owned, that Jefus Chrift is alfo God, 

As, therefore, the Word, Gody fignifies that 
felf-exiftent Being, who alone has all Pcrfc£bi- 
ons, 9nd all DQminidn, abfolutely in, and of 
himfelf, original, underived, and independent 
on any, in this Senfe, certain it is, that there 
is but oik; God alone... And that our Lord Je- 

lus 
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iiis Chrift is not God, in this Senfe, is, ^na 
Aiuft be own'd by all the Orthodox, who pro-^ 
fcfs him to be the Son of God, God of Godi 
proceeding from the Father by Generation^ 
tod Communication of Subftance to him ^ and 
fb not Sclf-exiftentj hot nrigericrated; nor un* 
derived, and not having all his Excellencies 
from himfelfi and from ho dther, but only by 
derivation of them from him, who is the 
Self-exiftent Beings or, as the Schools fay, £»^« 
€ fey God of himfelf. 

So that we fcem all agreed In this, that 
there is but one Self-ekifteiit Being. And the 
Queftion now feems chiefly to be this, whe* 
ther one and the fame numerical EflTence can 
be Self-exiftent, and not Self exiftent, God of 
God, and yet God of none, having all his Per- 
fedions in, and of hinf felf, and yet all derived 
from another*? Or, in fliort, whether tho 
Word, Godj fignifies three Pcrfons in one Ef* 
fence, or only one Pcrfon ? 

Now that God is one^ ef^r fto^o^^ Me onfy^ aU 
&e wifer Heathens, conftantly have owned^ 

And hence the Primitive Greek Fathers, Jup 
tin M. Athenagoraty Theophilus Antiwhe- 
nus, and Tatiany in their Apologies to the 
Heathen Emperors, plead for the fame Free- 
dom for the Chtiftians, which they had grant-^ 
cd to the Philofophers, becaufc they alfo didy

God to be one only. In this Senfe did the 
jews belieVe God to be only one, they own- 
ing n6 other Pcrfon to be God befides the Cre- 
ator of all things'5 as fiilly appears, froth the 
Dialogue of Trffhb with Juftin M. And St. 
^aiil faith of all Chriftiahs, We know that 
there is no other God but one, i Cor. viii. 4, 
and V. 6. that this one God, i^ God the Fa- 
ther. 

And that this was the conftant DoftHnc <5f 
All Chriftians even from the Beginning, will 
be fully proved from the concurrent Tcftimo- 
riies of almoft all the Ante-Nicene Fathers. For 
frji. 

Hermas [a) fpeaks thiis; firft of all believe that 
there is one God, who created all things, con- 
fumihated all things, aild made all things oUt 
of riothirig. 

And this Irendus [b) reprefents as, lii£ta- 
taen ScriptuiTJE, The i)i£tate of the ScHp- 
iure.

Irenaus {c) gives us the Apoftolical Tradi- 
tion of the Church in thefe Words, ^ There

* our Lord Jefus Chrift : ' and, faith he, ' 5P^- 

* lycarp taught thefe things, which he had

* to be God of God. ' And in the 6th Chap-r 
f tcr of the fame Book he fpeaks thus, {b) * to 
^ us Chfiftians there is but one God, the Fa- 
f thcr, from whom arc all things, according 
f to theApoftle, i Cor. yiii. 4, 6. 

Here we have HermaSy and Clemens Hq- 
pianuSy in the firft Century 5 Tolycarpy Jufiin 
Martyr y Irenausy and Clemens Alexanarinus 
in the fecondi Tertulliany Cypriany Origenx 
Novatiany and the fix Bifhops of Antioch \x\ 
the third i A^nobiuSy Lfi£iantiuSy and Eufe- 
bius in the fourth ; all confirming this Tradi- 
tion Apoftolical, that there was but one fu- 
preme God alone, and that all the Churches 
taught that he is the Father of our Lord Jcfus. 

That in this Senfe the Scripture doth aflfert, 
that there is but one Gody and that there is 
no other but hey is evident from all thofc Places 
which fpeak of God, who isfolus ^euSy the 
pnly God, folus SapienSy the only wife God, 
the only Totentatey the only true Gfd, the; 
fnly good Gody and who is God abne.

firft Part of my Anfwer to Dr. fV dy from 

the Defcants of the Fathers upon thcfe Texts. 

And it is here remarkable, that this onlji 
truCy and wife Gody and only TotcntatBy is 
diftinguifhcd from Jefus Chriji in thefc very 
Places, in v/hich thele Words are mentioned. 
For Inftance, This is faid to be Life eternal ta 
believe that God [the Father] is the enfy true 
Gody and to believe in Jefus Chrift, whom he 
hath fent. And in Rom. xvi. 27. 'tis faid, 
to the only wife God be Glory through jefus 
Chrift. 

Secondly^ That our Lord Jefus Chrifi^ 
though he be truly God, as having Dominion 
over all things in Heaven and Earth given to 
him by the Father, and Power over all Flefh 
dcriv'd from him, yet is he not the fame God 
as to numerical £0ence with the Father, as \% 
fully proved in the firft Part of my Anfwer to 
Dr. f V d. 

And this is evident, firft, from the Nature 
of the thing it fclf, it being abfurd to fay that 
the lame numerical Eflence is Self-exiftcnt, 
and not Self-exiftent, is Ens afe, and yet^ 
Ens ab alioy hath all his PerfcQions originally^ 
znd from none^ and yet hath all of them de^ 
rivedl from another. With many othei; things, 
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of the like Nature. Whence arifes this Dc- 
monftration ; He that hath cfTcntial Properties 
peculiar to himfelf, and incommuivcable to, 
the Son, and Holy Ghoft, muft have an Efr 
fence proper and peculiar to himfclf i but the 
lather hath fuch an Eflcnce, to wit, an Ef- 
fence Selfexijlent^ underiifdy ungeneratedy 
dnd proceeding from nme^ and Independent 
on any, for all its Excellencies ; and thefe IEC 
fential Properties, cannot be truly predicated 
of God the Son, who is neither Self-exiftent^, 
nor ungenerated, and hath his ElTence, and it$ 
txccUencies dcriv'd to him from the Father t 
and much lefs to the Holy Ghoft, who pro- 
ceedeth from both 5 ErgOy they can't have 
the fame peculiar, and numerical Eflence with 
the Father : for where the Eflential Properties 
are incommunicable, the Effence muft be fo. 
And, 

Secondly That this has been the cpnftant 
pofitrine of the Primitive Ante-Nicene Fathers 
is exceeding evident from all the foregoing 
Teftimonics, produced by me to this EfFeft; 
jh this Difcoutfe, and efpecially from thofe 
two, oijuftin M. and Novattan. For, 

Firjiy juftin Martyr haying confefs'd that 
the' Chriftians own'd but one God who is tlic 
Maker, and Ordcrer of all things, doth yet 
copioufly endeavour to prove that our Lord 
Chrift is AAA®-!) rm Wego^ 5w^, &c. another, 
and diftinft Pcrfon from God the Maker of

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J75, And p. 276, he is faid to be mpo^f ri 
crciyTct 'TTotWvI®^ ^e5> another from the God 
that made all things.

Secondly, He is diftinguifh'd, by him, from 
the Creator of all things by thefe Marks, and 
Charaftcrs, that Chriftians are they, who place 
their Hope I'tc kvrov^ tuli rov 'Tcifi'^ctYlct aZrot 
rifitrrox,^To§flt, xcq noiijTV rSy 'oXom ^ton in him, 
flind in the Governour and Maker of all things, 
whofent him, p. 234, and p. 249. He is he, 
whom the Father had placed at his own Right 
Hand J eai$ av Sfri r^$ ^^X^Z^^ vtcottoS'iov rSy ^oSSf 

oLut5„ tiil he had made his Enemies his foot/- 
Jiool. And p. 261, he is faid to be he, 0^ 
rirov ^fOi^csf-A(TcuTt^ 'iaii^vf rZ S'eS, B T whom 
we come to God. And p. 276, that he is 
that God, and Angel by whom YloiyiTA^ rw 
o\co¥ ^to$j the God and Maker of all things^ 
reveals his fPill as he fleafes. And pag. 280* 
it is faid, that by the Lord Jefus Chrift the Fa- 
ther of ail things is to judge the World. And 
p. 310. he perfwades the Heathens to defcrt 
i\it\t^ amons y and to believe e'rrl Toy n<zFTo- 
xg^TOfxjt i^eJy i\ cturS, in the Omnipotent God 
BT him. And p. 242, SI clIx^ dy 0,^0^119 roir 
tlctripety by him we love the Father of all 
things. In all which Places, the Diftinftion 
t>etwecn the Father of all things^ and our 
hoxdJefiiiChri/ly is fo inanifeft, th^ itfeems 

impoffiWc 
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impoffible to avoid the Strength of them, ot 
to imagine they can both belong to one of 
the fame numerical Effencc with the Father of 
all things. 

Concerning the Words of Novatianj {d) 
^iZf. ' We Chriftians, know, read, believe, 
^ and hold, that there is only one God, who 

* made the Heaven and the Earth, for wc 
^ neither know, nor can we know any other, 

* feeing there is no other that is fo, ' I have 
fully difcours'd in the fecond Part of my An- 
fwer to Dr. ^ — d, p. 75, 76, 77y 7*, 79. 
Where I have fully fhewn by four Arguments, 
that he put fuch a Diftinftion between God 
the Father, ^nd the Son, as is wholly incon- 
fiftent with a numerical Identity of Effencc 
with him. 

Eufebim fully delivers the fame Doftrine, 
as the receiv'd Dodlrinc of the whole Church, 
declaring, that though the Churcl; own'd Chriflf 
^ to be God of God, yet they that hence fear'd, 
f leaft we (hould own two Gods,- ought to

1 7. where he exprefly denies that the 
Son is, l^cus fuper omnia^ or, God over 
all. 

Secondly y Hence we may clearly difccrn 
the Falfehood and Abfurdity of that capital Al- 

fertion of Dr. W ^, that the Word Gody 

both in the Old and New Teftamcnt, and par- 
ticularly in I Cot. viii. 6. the Words, God 
the Father y do not exclude the Lord Jcfus 
Chrift from being the fame one numerical 
God with him. For this Abfurdity will be 
extremely vifible in all thofe Places where 
God and his Son are mentioned together^ 
Thus when 'tis faid, J oh. iii. 16. God fo 
loved the Worlds that he gave his only begot- 
ten Sony That whofoever believeth in him, 
fbould not perijby but have everlafling L ife : 
And again, God fent not his Son into the 
World to condemn the IVorldy but that the 
World through him might be favedy v. 1 7 ; 
the Senfe of tbefe Words muft be this, God 
the Father, and the Son, fent his Son into the 
World for thefe Ends. So when 'tis faid, 
Rom. viii. 3 2, God [fared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all 5 and again> 
; y^^. iv. 9» God Jent his only begotten Sovk 

infA 
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into the Worldj that we might live through 
him i and again, 1;. 10. God fent his Son 
into the World to be the Propitiation for our 
Sins i All thcfc Words being fpokc of God the 
Father J if that Phrafe doth not exclude, but 
include the Son^ they muft admit of the fame 
abfurd Contradidion as before. 

Moreover, the Abfurdity of this Aflcrtion 
is further evident from all thofc Prefaces, 
where the Apoftle prays for Grace and ^eace^ 
from God the Father, and our Lord Jefus 
Chrift. Whereas if Jefus Chrift be included in 
the Phrafe, God the Father^ the Apoftles 
meaning muft be this, Grace and Peace be un* 
to you, from "Jefus ChriJU included in God 
the Fathers and again, frotn the fame Lord 
Jefus Chrift. And when ^i. John faith, in 
the 2d Epiftle, v. 3 • Grace be with you^ 
Mercy and Teace from God the Father, and 
from the Lord Jefus Chrift, the Son of the Fa* 
thcr 5 if Chrift be included in the Phrafe, 
God the Father y he muft be both Father and 
Son. And this feems alfo plainly to be the 
Confequence of all thofe numerous Places, 
where God is ftiled, the Father of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, k being certain that he is the Son 
of the Father. 

To his Argument in his fivc^ firft Queries, 
from the Paftages oilfaiah^ it hath been trulf 
anfwer'd, that the Texts of Ifaiah do all of 
4iem moft exprefly fpeak of a Perfon, and not 
pf a Being, as diftinguifhed from a Perfon : 

Whence 
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Whence it is rationally inferred, that if they 
include Chrift at all, they muft include his 
FerfiMi as well as his EfTcnce s and Co muft 
bear this Scnfc, Is thcf c any Perfon that is God 
but mc i I know not dny; 

To which add, Secondly y that all thefe Texts 
of Scripture were originally direftcd to the 
jfewSy and dircded for their Inftruftion, and 
for the Prefcrvation of theni from the Idolatry 
of the Nations round about them 5 irid there- 
fore could not concern the Divinity of our 
Lord ]efus Chrift, they never being prone td 
worlhip him, cither as the one God with, or as 
another God from the Creator of all things i 
but only thofe Heathen Idols which were wor- 
Ihipped ia the Nations round about them, or 
Vifhether they were carried, and difperfed, as 
is exceeding evident from almoft all the Ar- 
guments urged by that Prophet to deter thcnt 
from the Worfhip of them* 

Moreover, it is certain, that no Jew td 
whom thefe Scriptures were direded> ever 
conceived that the Divinity of the Son of God 
was ever comprehended in them, or ever 
own'd him to be God, much lefs one and the 
fame God, by Vcrtue of any of thefe Texts* 
Now can it rationally be thought, that That 
(hould be the true meaning of thefe Words, 
which no Jew, for whofe fake they Vcrc in- 
dited, ever conceiv'd to be a Senfe intended 
by them i or, that they fhould be written to^

declare chat toChriftians> which was entirely 
conccal'd from the Jews ? 

The primitive Fathers, Jufiin M. Athmd- 
^oras, Theophitus, Tatian, and Novatian, all 

ufc thcfe Texts of Dr. fV d, to prove 

that Chriflians own'd but one God, and could 
own no other, becaufe tlicre was no other : 
But not one of them ever drcam'd with Dr. 

P^ d, and much lels hence infetr'd, that 

QurLord JefusChrift was thconlyGod includ- 
ed in thofe Texts. But notwithftanding this, 
that our Lord Jefus Chrift is true God, as hav- 
ing true Dominion over all things in Heaven 
and Earth delivered to him from the Father, 
and, as having all Divine Excellencies which 
arc neceflary to enable him to excrcifc that 
Dominion whllft this World lads, and at the 
clofc of the World to make manifeft the fe- 
crcts of all Hearts, and to render to every Man 
according as his Works fliall be, has been ful- 
ly prov'd in my laft Thoughts, StSi. 4. and 5.

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Words of Human Wifdom ; and binding 
DoArincs upon the Faith and Confciences of 
others, upon pain of his Difpleafure, which be 
hath never taught. 

Secondly^ He diflfwadcs them from doing 
this, as being that which would render thenl 
obnoxious to the reproof and di^yieafure of 
that Gody who hath always fhewed how heiri- 
cudy he reprcFcnts this ^icat PrefUmptiotl. 
For, 

Fitfi^ When God revealed his Law by Md- 
fes to the Jews^ he took cfpecial Care that 
nothing (hould be added by them to it^ or di- 
minifhed from it : The one being an Ufurpd*- 
tion of Divine Authority byMeil, and tlicre- 
fore virtual Idolatry, according to thofe Words, 
^eut. xviii 4. Te (ball do my Ordinances,, 
and walk therein : I am the Lord your God : 
The other being a detradion from Divine Au- 
thority, and fo far Difobedience to the Di- 
vine Commands. Thus ^eut. iv. 2. Tejball 
not add unto the Word that I command you, 
neither Jball ye diminifb ought from it, that 
ye may keep the Commandments of the Lord 
your God, which I command you. And Chap. 
xii. ii. What ihin^ foever I command you, 
obferve to da it : Thou fbalt not add thereto i 
nor diminifb from it. Whence it is evident, 
that in God's Eftimation^ both this Addition, 
jUfid Diminution were repugnant to the Ob- 
fervation of God*s Laws, or thjf doing what- 
focvec he commanded*

Hearty Jcr. xiv. 14- 'And Chap, xxvii. i;^. 
^hey frophejte a Lie in my Naifie. chap, xxyiii. 
1 5 . and made the People to truft in a Lie. 
All which they certainly mull Jo, who de- 
clare that ncceflary to. be believed, whicfi 
God in Scripture hath not declared to be fo^ 
and fay, God faithy What j|ie hath not jaid. 
When the fame y^-K/if were warping from the 
Precepts of God, requiring them toconfultiii 
<Iifficult Cifes his Oracle by UrirHy dndThum- 
inimy and prone to go' to WtK^r.d'Sy Sooth^ 
fayerSy and DivinerSy amon^ft the Heathen^ 
€0 enquire of them, God endcavoirrs to re- 
duce tbem to theiif Duty by thcfe Words : 
Should not a Teofle feek unto their God ? 
Should they go from the living to the dead ? 
No, let them go to the Law and to the Tefti^ 
fnonj^ : If they fpeak not according to this 
Wordy it is hecaufe there is no Light in them^ 
iia. Viii. 20. 

In fine, the prophet Malachi being the laft 
Prophet which God would fend unto the JewSy 
*till the Fore iHinncf of their Meffias came, 
conduces his Prophciie with thiis Memento, 
RemefFiber the Law of Mofes my Servant j 
iviticS I tommanded unto him in Horeb for 
ail Ifrael^ wkh the Statutes and J judgments. 
That i^, as Dr. ^ocockxt\x\Y Notes, * The Pro- 
^ phct here informs ttiem, that God would 

* fend them no more Prophets, 'till the Fore- 

* 4runncr of theii Meffiah came in the Tower, 

L 2 and 
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* anii Spirit of Elijah^ and therefore doth 
f advifc them to remember, and keep clofc 
< to all the Commandments delivered by Mo- 

* feSj to all Ifrael in Horeby as a fufficicnt 

* Diredor to them, and as the only way 

* whereby to prepare them for the receiving 

* the promifed Elijah. 

In the New Teftament, to the defire of the 

rich Man, that Abraham would fend one from 

the Dead to his five Brethren, to teftify his fad 

Doom to themi that they might not come to 

that Place of Torment, hcanfwers. They have 

Mofes and the TrophetSy let them hear them, 

and adds, that if they heard not Mofes and 

the Trophets neither would they be perfwa- 

ded though one rofe from the Dead. Clearly 

declaring, that to hear Mofes and the ^fO' 

phets was abundantly fufficient to prcfcrvc 

Men from that Place of Torment. St. "Paul 

in his fecond Epiftlc to Timothy^ chap. iii. vcr. 

1 5. declares that The Holy Scripture is able te 

make us wije unto Salvation. For, faith he, 

All Scripture is given by Infpiration of God, 

and is prof table for DoHrine^ (to teach us 

what we arc to believe,) ^r jR^yw^/, (of what 

we do amifs,) for Corre£tiony (of our ErroK 

and Miftakes,) and InfruSiiony (in what wc 

ought to do,) even fo profitable that it rtfh 

ders the Man of God ferfeSt, throf^hly fuf- 

nijyd to all good IVorks 5 that is, it renders 

either theChriftian, or the Chriftian Teacher, 

fully inftrufted in all he is concerned to be- 
lieve, 
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licvc, do, or teach. In his firft Epiftle to the 
Corinthians, chap. xv. he argues thus, naf 
if Cbriji be not rifeny we^ the Apoftles, are 
found falfe Witnejfes of God^ becaufe we hanje 
teftified of God, that he raifed up Chrift % 
whom he raifed mt up, if the ^eak rife not. 

Now by parity of Reafon, they alfo nuift 
be found falfe Witncfles of him, who tcftify 
that God hath clearly revealed, and fo made 
neceflary to be believed that Do&rine which 
he hath not revealed, and confcqucntly not 
made neceflary to be believed at all. 

The Book of the Revelations, is ftiled. The 
Revelation of Jefus Chrift, which God gave 
u^o him to fbew unto his Servants 5 A nd it 
concludes in thefe fevere Expreflions, If any 
Man fball add unto thefe things, God fhall 
add unto him the Tlagues that are written 
in this Book. And if any Man fball take a- 
way from the Words of the Book of this Tro- 
phefie, God fball take away his part out of 
the Book of Life, chap. xxii. 19, 20. That 
is, if any Man, after the Revelations made by 
this great Prophet, this true and faithful Wit- 
mfs, (hall pretend to be a Prophet lent from 
God with any other Revelations than thofe 
which he had taught, God (hall inflid upon 
him the Plagues contained in this Book And 
it feems worthy to be obferved, that this great 
Prophet fent from Heaven, declared that all 
that came before him, pretending to be the 
Meili^Sa were Thieves and Robbers : And 

L 3 havinG; 
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having finifhecj his Prophcfic^ concludes with 
this fcvcrc Threat againft thofc whO fhould 
|)retend lo the fanif Ojfficc aiftcr. Now hence 
it evidently follows, 

Firfiy That nothing ought to be taught or 
impofed upon othersi ae a R.eVeUtion t>£ God> 
or an Article of Chrifliap Faith> or Rule of 
Manners, which is not cleatjy contained 
in the Holy Scripture. This being plainly to 
add unto the Word of God, and falfcly to pre* 
tend to God's Authority, and confequchtly 
fuainly to worship bip$^ teaching for ^ofirines 
tke ComTmndments of Men. 

This is alfo the Do^tine of the Churfh of 
England. For in the 6th Article (lac fpcaks 
fhus, The Holy Scripture contMneth all things 
nectffary to Salvation : So that whatfofver is 
not read thertiA^ nor fhay be proved thereby^ 
is not to be required of any Man^ that it 
fhould be believed as aH Article of faith, w 
be thought requifite, or nece£»ry to Saha^ 
tion : And when (he ordains any Ptrfons to be 
"Priejls or Bifhops^ flic requires them to pro- 
fefs their Perfwaiion, or Belief, That tbeHolf 

Scriptures csntainfufficienfly all ^o£frfne\ire- 
quired ofnecefjity to eternal Salivation through 
Faith in Jefus Chrifi. .And to prom|fc that 
they will teach nothing as required of necef 
Jity to eternal Sahationy but what they are. 
perfwaded may be concluded and proved by jibe 
Holy Scriptures. In rcfejicncp to the deciitT 

69^ 
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on^ of Councils,, flic fpcaks thus: ^^^.^^ 
General Councils yforafmuch as they 
l^e an AfTembly of MeUy whereof all be not 
governed by the Spirit y and Word of Gody th,ey 
tn^Y err, and fometimes have erred even in^ 
things pertaining to God. Wherefore things, 
ordained by them as neceffaxy to Salvation^ 
^ave neither Strength^ nor Authority y unlefs 
it ptAy be declared that they be takeri out of 
the lioly Scriptures. 

And in reference to the Dodrin.es of the 
Chufci), commonly, but too often yi//f^ cal- 
led Catholicky (he determines thus : 
xiiU. though the Church be a If^it- 
nefSy ana 4 Keeper of Holy Writy yet as it 
Qfight not to decree any thing ({gainfi the fame ^ 
fo befides the fame ought it not to enforce any 
thing to be believed jor neceffity of Hdva- 
tioju 

Moreover the Fundamental Principle of the 
Trotefiant Religion is this, ' That, the Holy 
Scriptures contain a fufficient Clearnefs in: 
thivgs necefjdry to be believed, or doncy in order 
to ISalvation. 

Whence it clearly follows^ that what is not 
with fufficient cl camels contained in the Scrip- 
ture, cannot he truly decip'd a neceflary Ar- 
ticle of,Chrifti^n Faith, or' a Uoftrinc .xiecef- 
fary to be believed unto Salvation. 

\xx our Difcoprfcs with th^^Doflors of the 
J^om/m Compfimpn> we diftijnguifli betwixt, 
fuch Articles ai we^ call J^o^tive, .or a^rma-. 

L 4 tive^ 
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tive, or which wc do aflcrt to be delivered 
in th9t Scripture which is our Rule of Faith, 
(and that thcic are contained in Scripture we 
own our felvcs ob%cd to prove,) and tbofc 
which wc call negative, or fuch as we dcnj 
to be contained in our Rule of Faith j As 
^hat the Tope is Ckrifi's Vicar upon Earth ; 
T^'kat the Hofi is ttanfubftantiated into the 
real Body and Blood of Cjhri/iy united to his 
divinity y md tkerfjore is to be worjbipped 
with Latria^ that isy with the Wbrn:ip only 
due to the great God of Heaven ; tmt it is 
to be offered, as a propitiatory Sacrifice for 
the Sins of th( living or the dead : That 
Saints and Angels are to be worpjipped bf nsetf- 
tifly or oral ^Prayers : That we are to bow 
down to J or worfhipj Images^ or Crucifixes : 
That the Sacraments of the New Te/iament 
are Seven : That Trayers are to be ofimi 
for the T)eady to free them from the Tains 
of Turgatory : That Trayers are to be ^i- 
minijlred in Latin, though it be an unkno'jLn 
Tongue to theTeople : And laftly. That Ce- 
neral Councils are infallible s and fhat Triefts 
do formally forgive Sins, and not declarati^ve- 

ly 9j^iy* 

Now as to thefe negative Tropoj^tio^s^ wc 
declare we arc not obliged to Pfoye from 
Scripture that it doth exprefly deny them 
to be Articles of Faith, but think it (uffici- 
cnt, that wc don't find them contained in our 
p.ulc of faith : Bfcaufc vvhatfp^vcf is of Di- 
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vine Revelation mud be contained in thefe^ 
Scriptures, in which alone we have the Mind 
of God revealed to us. From whence it fol- 
lows, that if we would z€i agreeably to our 
fundamental Principle, we alfo muft re)e£t all 
other pretended Articles of Chriftian Faith, 
which cannot be fufficiently proved to be con- 
tained in the Holy Scripture. 

Secondly^ Hence it is evident, that it is a 
very great and heinous Crime, to propound 
that as a Dodrinc neccflary to be believed^ 
or a thing neceffary to be done unto Salvati^ 
on, which is not plainly taught in Scripture, 
or was not taught by Chrift, or his Apoflles : 
This being plainly to teach for DoBrines the 
Commandments of Men^ and to accufe both 
Chrift and his Apoflles, as having not (i]jffici« 
cntly performed their Office. For, 

Firft^ If they have not declared unto us all 
things neceffary to be believed, and done, in 
prder to Salvation, Chrift cannot have fully 
declared to us the new Covenant of Grace 
of which he is the Mediator : Nor could the 
Apoftie3 be able Minifiers of the New Tefta- 
mentj feeing that Covenant muft contain the 
Terms on which the Bleflings promifed in 
that Covenant might be obtained. 

Secondly, To aflert the contrary, is to caft 
fhefe vile Reprpaches upon Chrifi and his A- 
pojllesy that all tt^at he, and they have done, 
in order to our Salvation, is not fufficient to 
procure (he Salvatioi) of one Chriftian. For 

if 
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if fomcthing which they have not declared, 
be ncceffary to the Salvation of a Chriftian, 
'tis evident that all they have declared is noi^ 
fufficient to that End. 

TJbJrM^, If the Gofpel be the Gofpel of 
Chrift, and be dcfervedly fliled, fi^e Qofpehf 
Salvation^ Eph. i. 1 3 > to preach that fbme 
other Terms, not contained in the Golpel of 
Chrift> are.neccflTary to Solvation, Tit. ii. u, 
muft be to preach another Gofpel. If it be tru- 
ly ftilcd,. >f x^f^ ^ (TQolnfi^^ the favipg Grace of 
Qgd, and it. "Taul hath trujy declared it to be 
the Tower of God^ through Fafthy unta Sifl- 
vathny Rom, L 16. to aflfcn any thing as 
neccJpfary to be believed, or done, in order to 
Salvation, which is not made io by the Ggf- 
pel, is plainly to defeat the whole Dcfign, 
and even the Title of the Gofpel. It alfo in 
cffeft pronounccth Chrift ^falje Trophety bc- 
caufc he hath fo often promifed, Th^t he 
fhat believetb and is baptised in his Name^ 
4ff^d tJbat he that believeth in him fbould not 
pfirijb, but havf (verlajling Life^ Mai;k. ;cvi- 
i^, and John X. 28, It is really to deny that 
Chrift was ever. fent into the World to bq 
Qijir Saviour, or that he w^s exalted by his fa- 
ther to be a Trince av4 S^viojur, Qt that 
Ik did fully perfprm the WprK; for which his 
Father fent *uim. 'Tis alfo tp affirm, that the 
^poftjes^wercjEUfeWitncfres, in faying, Thafi 
thefethijfgs "f/uere written that %o% nmhf be^ 
Ueve that Jefus is the CJ^Yi^, * apd that ber 

iievit^ 
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lievingyou might have life through his Natne^ 
and tcftifying, that the Gofpcl of Chrift was 
the Tower of God through Faith unto Salva- 
tion. Sec this Propofition . confirmed by ma- 
ny more Arguments^ in my Sermon on GaL 

Thirdly y Hence I infer, that they who pro- 
nounce thofe Men guilty of damnable Herc- 
iics, or of Heretical Doftrincs repugnant to 
Salvation, which are not plainly declared to 
be fuch in Scripture, are guilty of very great 
Injuftice, and Uncharitablenefs towards their 
Chriftian Brethren, and of usurping that Au- 
thority which belongs only to that God, wboi 
filone hath the Tower to fave^ and to deflroyy 
and to tliat Judge who is appointed to pafs 
the Sentence of Abfolution or Condemna- 
f ion on us all. For, faith St James, There is 
9nly one Lawgiver and CKpi)>??II Judge (as the 
Antiems read that Place,) who is able tofave 
0nd to defiroy j and upon that Account, liath 
forbid all Chriftians to pafs this decretory Sen- 
tence upon oiie another. 

For lecing the making fuch Laws on which 
the State of Chrift's Subje<5ts depend, is evi- 
dently a Right infeparable Irom Regal Au- 
thority, and the peculiar Privilege of a Law- 
giver 5 He that pretendcth to the Power of 
in^aking fiich Laws, upon the Obfervation or 
Ncgle^ of whic^i the Salvation or Damna- 
tion of Chrift's Subjefts depends, muft have a 
]^egftl ^ufhprity, different from that of Chrift's : 

I and 
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And if Chrift's Subjects lie under an Obliga- 
tion of obeying his Laws, in order to their SzU 
vation, (as they mud do if he have any juft 
Authority to impofe upon them any fuch 
Terms of Salvation) they muft be as much his 
Subjcds, as the Subjcds of Chrift, fince all 
Men muft be equally lubjcd to them whofc 
Laws they are equally obliged to obey, and 
niuft have the Sentence of Abfolution^ or 
Damnation, palTcd upon them, not only by 
the Gofpcl of Chrift, as St. Taul p\z\n\y reach- 
eth,.but by their Obedience, or Diiobedience 
to the things taught as nccefiary to Salvation 
by thcfe La'Ui'givers. 

It is indeed by Tome pretended that this Au* 
rhority may be concluded from thefe Words 
of St. Teteri" There fhatl befalfe Teachers a- 
tnong you who privily fhatl bring in damnable 
HereJieSj even denying the Lord that bought 
them. Upon thcfe two Suppofitions ; Firjl, 
That this Lord was our Saviour Jefus Chrift ^ 
and, Secondly^ That to deny his Divinity, or 
that he was the fupreme God, is to deny the 
Lord that boui;ht them. Whereas I think 
both thcfe Suppdffitions to be evidently falfe. 
For, 

firjly God the Father is four Times called 
^ia'Trorri^y viz;. * in the New Teftament, 
but that Name is never given to our Lord 
elfeuuhere^ whence it is probable it belongs 
not to him here. 

Secondly^

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Secondly, Obfcrvc that this Epiftlc is writ- 
ten to the Jews of the difpcrfion, among 
whom were the falfc Teachers, and Unbe- 
lievers, who are faid by St. Taut * in fVords^ 
to have profeffed to know God, but in Works 
to have dinyed him, being abominable and 
difobedienty and againft whom f he pro- 
nounceth an Anathema for fubvcrring the 
Gofpel of Chrift, and making him to die in 
vain. And of whom he faith, 4 ^hat their 
Endfballbe according to their ff^orks. Which 
makes thefe Words ot St. Teter well agree to 
the falfe Teachers among them. 

Thirdly, God is exprcfly faid to have bought 
the Jews in thefe Words, ^eut. xxxii. 6. 
^0 ye thus requite Jehovah, O People foolijh 
and unwife ? Is not he thy Father that hath 
bought thee ? Hath not he made thee and e- 
ftaolifbed thee ? And Exod. xv. 1 6. They arc 
called the People which God hath pur chafed. 
And Ifa. i. 3. The Ox knoweth him that 
bought him, but my Teople doth not know. 

Secondly, This Expontion is put beyond dif- 
pure by the parallel Words of Jude fpcaking 
of the famcPerfons, and faying, that they de- 
nied rhfiom A€(r^oT9ty 5eoir xa! Kuptoy yi/t^y I^/ 

^To^ God the only Ag<r7roTw> or Saver eign^ 
and alfo that they denied our Lordjefus Chrijl,

Jude (aith of thcai, that they were di -ttgLAjcu 
rxfoyiyfcLfjifiimy fare^ordained of old to this Con^ 
dernnationj v. 4. or Pcrfons of whom it was 
prophefied even by Enoch before the Floods 
1;.

jn thcCe Words, Enoch prophefve4 of any that 
fhould deny the fuprcme Divinity of our Sa- 
viour.

And probable . it is that St. Jude 
for the fame . Realon faith, that thefe falfe 
Teachers (hould deny fcoyoy JW^ontir 5eoir> the 
only Sovereign God. And feeing thefe Here-^ 
ticks were paitly of Jewish Extrad, and part- 
ly fuch as taught their Herefics in Tontus and 
Afa Minor y where the difperfion of the Jews, 
to whom Tetcr writes, reitded, and who 
were guilty of all the vile Enormities hcse 
mentioned, as has been fully proved in tha

The Second Opinion is that of thofe who 
afterwards were called ^ocetay as Simon 
Magus {a) and his Difciples, who taught, uc 
Chriftus appareret hominibus, ut homo, cum 
non efiet homo i & paiTum in Judsa puta<» 
turn cum non eflet pafliis. That Chriji ap* 
feared to Men as Many when he w^s not 
Man ; and was thought to fuffer in Judaea, 
when he did not fuffer. Bafilides {b) held alfo^ 
That Chrift did not fuffer y but that Simott 
the Cyrenian fuffered in his fiead. Ccrin^ 
thust (r) alfo held, That Jefus only fuffered^ 
Chriflum autem efle impailibilem exiftentem 
ipiritualem, but that Chriji was impajjible^ 
as being a Spirit. Marcion {d) alfo taught 
that Chrift feemed to be a Many when he was 
not foy xou 3o^Gt» 'TTotS'eTy v^ctftS^ -TreTrovJ^orct, and 
to have feemed to fuffer y when he did not 
fuffer. Seeing then St. '^ohn in his 2d Epi- 
file, informs us. That many Receivers were

by this we may know them^ That he that con- 
fejfeth that Jefus Chrift is come in the Flejb, 
is of Gody but he that confejfeth not that Je- 
fus Chrift is come in the Plejby is not of God: 
and this is that Spirit of jfnti-Chrift, where^ 
of ye have heard that it fbould come^ and 
even now already is it in the World. And 
Chap. ii. ^^y 23, He faith. Who is a Lyar 
but he who denieth that Jefus is the Chrifi ? 
He is Anti-Chrift who denieth the Father 
and Son \ whofoever denieth the Son, the fame 
hath not the Father. 

Hence therefore it is evident, that in Su 
yohn'sO^imoTiy thc^cfalfe TrophetszndiAnti- 
Chrifts who denied that Jefus who came in 
the Fle(h> did alfo confequentially deny the 
father, by denying the Father's Teftimony of 
the Son^ according to thofe Words of the 
fameApoftle, Chap. v. 10. He that believetb 
wt God hath made him a Lyar, becaufe he 
believeth not the Record that God gave of his 
Son. Thefe therefore may be the falfe Teach- 
ers of whom St. Teter, and St. Jude fpeak, 
as of Perfons who denied the only Lord God, 
and our Lord Jefus Chrift* 

Did not the Chara£ter here given of thefe 
Perfons confine thefe Words to the aforego- 
ing Senfe, it were eafy to fhow how God the 
Father may be faid in Scripture to have bought 
us. For feeing God fpared not his Son, but 
gave him up to the 7)eath for us all, Kom. 



Viii. 32. Seeing God fo loved us^ that hefent 
his Son into the Worlds to be the Propitiation 
for our Sinsi i Joh; iv. 10 i And he procured 
this Propitiation, by given up himfelf a Axfrpov, 
a Trice or Ranjbmfor tndny^ Mat. xx. t%i 
hJS\\>Jj\^iy a Ranfomfdr ali, i Tim^ ii. 6 5 And 
feeing his Blood was flied for our Redemption^ 
for we have Redemption through his Blood, 
Col. i. i4> and even eternal Redemption^ 
Heb. ix. It, we miy well be faid to be 
bought by that God, who fent his Son into 
the World to purchafe by his ihcritoriotis PaP 
lion, this Redemption for us. Hence the jf^ 
poftle infers, that God having bought us with 
this Pricej we are not our own but his 5 and 
therefore ought to glorifie God in our Bodies^ 
and in out Spirits which are Gods, i Cor. 
vi. 20. As for the fecond Suppofttion, thit 
to deny that Chrift is the fupreme God, is to 
deny the Lord that bought them : That this 
is manifcftly falfe, hath been fo fully proved 
in the prececding Difcourfcs, that 'tis needlefs 
to attempt to do it farthet here. 

For feeing there is only one fupreme Godj 
if our Lord Jefus be the fame fupreme God^ 
he muft be^ at leaft as to his numericsil Ef^ 
fence, God the^Father. Whence follow thefc 
Abfurdities^ that he who commandeth, is the 
£ime God with him that obeyeth his Com- 
mands ; and that the fame God both com^ 
tnandeth and obeyeth himfelf. That Interpre* 
tatioa alfo abfurdly fuppofeth, that the fame 

M 2t PerfoQ 
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Pcrton fentis himfelf, and is fcnt by himfcif i 
and thismuft be the meaning of thofe Words, 
Goii fent his San into the World j That the 
fame Pcrfon givetb Power, Authority, and 
Dominion to himfelf, and rcccivcth it from 
himfelf : And that this muft be the meaning 
of ihofc Words, The Father loveth the Son, 
and hath given all things into his Hands, 
and that he hath appointed another to do 
.what he himfcif muft do, if he be one with 
him that doth it. For God will certainly 
judge the Secrets of Men by "Jefus Chrifi^ 
Rom. ii. vi. And he hath appointed a ^ajt 
in which he will judge the World in Righte- 
Cttjnefs, by that Man whom he hath raifed 
from the liead. Ads xvii. j i j To omit nu- 
njeiousAbfurdiciesof the like Nature.

DISCOURSE V. 

TfEUT. xxix. 29. 

Secret Things belong untff the Lord our God 
but thofe things which are revealed belor^ 
unto us, and to eur Children for ever, that 
we may do all the Words of this Law* 

IHAT which wc render TS-rwr' 

I things, is in the Hebrew Hif- 

I tarothj that is, Myfleries, or 

I hidden things which God hath 

I not revealed in his Word % 

\ which 1 have clfcwhere pro- 

vcd to be the conftant Senfc of the Word, 

/turSpict, in the Holy Scriptures. Whence it 

demonftrably follows, that what is truly a 

Myftery, cannot be a Revelation made by God} 

and that to require any Man to believe what 

wc confefs to be a Myftery, is to require him 

to believe, what God hath not revealed in his 

Word j as is apparent from the Oppofition 

here 
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here put betwixt Myfterlcs^ or hidden thing* 
which God only knows, and things revealed 
by him to us, that we may know them and 
(do them, and which it is impoilible for us 
to do, till we firft know the Import of them, 
or what it is that God requires us to dp. 
Whence, Secondly y obfcrve, th^t all that God 
requires any Man to do, in order to the ob- 
taining his Favour, or avoiding his Difpleafure, 
muft be fo plainly delivered by God in his 
Word, as that all Men concerned to do them, 
may certainly kijow the true Import of them. 
And, by parity of Reafon, all that God re- 
quires any Man to believe in order to Salva- 
tion, or tjic avoiding his Difpleafure, muft be 
to plainly delivered in his Holy Word, that 
all Men concerned to believe lU muft be en- 
fbied by him %o know the true and certain 
^caning of it. This will be evident, 

Firftt From the Confideration of fhc Wjt 
^ova and Goodnefs of God. 

Secondly y From the Nature of a Rule, whici; 
piuft be plain, and of a certain Senfc. 

Thirdly y From the Conftderation of the 
Pcrlbns to Whom it is revealed, that they may 
Relieve it, and do it. And, 

fiturthlyy From the Confideration of the 
End and Dcfign of God in making this Rc- 
yeUtion to Mankind, that it may be b|:lievc4 
Ijuid pradifed by them. 

Fitfiy From the Confideration of the Wif 
ifomwdGpedncffpfgod, 

Fof 
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For furc it was mod agreeable to the infi* 
nite Goodnefs, and tender Mercies of God, to 
make every thing which he requires of us 
weak Men, obvious and clear. The Impor* 
tance of the Duty implies its Certainty, which 
is not to be found in Phrafes either doubtful 
or obfcure. A juft God will never require us 
to believe any Article, or obey any Precept, 
till we underftand him, and know what he 
means. A Righteous God can exped nothing 
from tis, but what he has given us the Means 
and Ability to perform. The Creator and 
Preferver of Mankind^ cannot take Delight in 
puzling his Creatures with Darknefs and 
Ambiguities, and in Points too where thcix 
Souls are in Danger. He is not a rigid Mafter, 
who would reap where he did not fow. This 
would be a cruel Mockery, unworthy of that 
Being, who has brought Life and Immortal!* 
ty to Light. I think it but Jufticc to the Good*> 
nefs of God xo affirm, that Beliefi or Disbc^i^ 
}ief can neither be a Virtue, nor a Crime in 
any one, who has no Means in his Power 
of being informed ; And a Righteous God 
will condeqin* do Man for not doing more 
than he was able to perform. The All- 
merciful Being doth never require of us that 
which after our moft diligent Search, wc 
cannot find he requires. It is not confift- 
cnt with his Wifdom and Goodnefs to make 
fha( np^cffary, which he hath not made plain. 

M^ It 
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It is evident then that the All-wife God could 
not intend to perplex and confound weak 
Minds with Subtleties, for the Knowledge of 
which he has not given them fuitable Qualifi- 
cations. 

Secondly y This will be farther evident from 
the Nature of a Rule. 

For Firjiy The true way to meafurc the 
cffential Properties of this or that Means, is 
by confidering its Sufficiency for this End. For 
whatfoever is ncceflary to make any Means 
fufficient for the obtaining its End, is to be re- 
puted an cffential Property of that Means, and 
nothing elfe. Now becaufe the End we arc 
fpeaking of, is the Conveyance of the Know* 
ledge of Chrift's Dodrine, to all thofc who 
are concerned to know it, in fuch a manneras 
they may be fufficiently certain and fecurc that 
it hath received no Change, orCorruption frbm 
what it was when it was firft delivered, from 
hence it appears, that the Means to know this 
End, muft have thefe two Properties : Firfi/it 
jntift be fufficiently plain and intelligible. 
-Secondly y it muft be fufficiently certain to us i 
that is, fuch as we may be fully fatisfied con# 
cerning it, that it hath received no Corrup- 
tion or Alteration. If it have thefe two Con^ 
ditions, it is fufficient fof its End j but if it 
XfWt either of them, it muft neceffarily fall 
Ihort of its End. For if it be not plain and in- 
felligible, it cannot convey this Do<^rine to 
jBm:K«PVl?clgej if it|?c not cettain^ wc can- 
not

not be afliircd that\ that Dodrinc which it 
brings down to us for the Dodrinc of Chrift, 
is really fuch. Hence it demonftrativcly fol- 
lows, that a Rule which is not plain, is no 
Rule at all. Nor will God make a Law bind- 
ing, or the Tranfgrcflion of it a Sin? 'till wc 
know what it is. A juft and righteous Judge 
will condemn us only for ncglefting to do 
that, for which he hath given us Mean$ and 
Abilities to perform. An All-wife God cannot 
prefcribc a Means in order to an End, which 
he knows will not be fufficient to produce 
that End. Add to this. Thirdly y That a per-, 
fed Rule of Faith and Manners muft with fuf- 
ficient Plainnefs and Certainty contain all 
things ncceffary to be believed, or done, in 
order to the End of our Faith, that is, the SaU 
nation of mr Souls y i Pet. i. 9. And agree- 
able to thcfc things is that Enquiry of St. Taul, 
If the Trumpet give an uncertain founds who 
fhall prepare him f elf to the Battle ? So like- 
wife yoUy except ye utter by the Tongue 
Words eafy to be underjloody eocnjfioif Aoyoy, how 
fball it be known what is fpoken ? Foryefball 
fpeak unto the Air 5 tbat is, vain aud unpro* 
fitablc Words, i Cor. xiv. 8, 9. And to dc* 
ny this Pcrfedion to the Holy Scripture, which 
is our only Rule of Faith, and the only Trca- 
fury of divine Revelations, is in Effed to fay, 
that all that our Bleffed Lord, and his infpired 
Apoftlcs have taught us in the Holy Gofpels 
and £piftks> is infufficient to make any Chri- 
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ftian Wife unto Salvation s it being certain 
that that which is deficient in any one thing 
neceflary to be believed^ or done, in order to 
our Salvation, cannot produce that End. 

Thirdly i This will be ftill mor: evident, 
from the Con(ideration of the Pcrfons to whom 
the Gofpel was revealed, that they might be- 
lieve it, and do it. For feeing when God Al- 
mighty condefcends to make ufe of human 
Language, he intends to be underftood, and 
confequently makes ufe of Words in their com- 
mon Acceptation $ that when he deiigned to 
reveal his Will to Bab^s and Sucklings, (that 
is, to the Ignorant and Unlearned,) he cannot 
rationally be fuppofed to do it in obfcure £x- 
preflions, or in dubious and uncertain Words s 
that being to do it fo, that they who w^cre o-r 
bliged to believe and do it, could not know 
certainly what they were cither to believe or 
do, hence muft it neceflarily follow, that the 
Go(pel muft be plain and eafy to be underr 
flood, in all things which can be the Duty of 
all Men to know, in order to Salvation : See- 
ing Godj faith the Apoftle, willeth that all 
Men Jbould be faved^ and come to the Know- 
ledge of the Truth : i Tm* ii. 4* In order 
to that £nd, he muft have given all Mea fuf- 
ficient Means to come to the Knowledge of 
that Salvation. Seeing our Saviour fept his A- 
poftles to preach that Gofpel unto s(ll Crear 
tures, which is able to make them wife unto Sair 
nfatim^ be mi;ift have required (h^ to preach 

il 
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|t fo, as that the Hearers of it may be made 
v^ife itnto Sahation. Whence St. Taul in 
jhe Name pf them all fpeaks thus, 2 Cqt. iii. 
1 2, Seeing then we have fuch Hope (of the 
Divine Auiftance in Execution of this our Com- 
miffion) we nfp great flainnefs of Speech. 
Whence he infers in the next Chapter, that 
if the Gofpel they preached was hid from 
finy to whom it was preached, it was only hid 
from them whofe Minds Satan the God of this 
fVorld bad blinded, left the Light of the 
glorious Go/pel fbould Jbine in upon them ; 
plainly infinuating that the Gofpel was not hid 
from any one for want of Clearnefs in them 
^hat preached it, but only by Reafon of that 
Blindncfs which Satan had wrought in them 
that heard it. And in the 14th Chapter of his 
firft Epiftlc to the (^orinthians, he fpeaketh to 
the Preachers of Cprinthy delighting to fpeak 
in Tongues unknown iA the Affemblies of 
their Fellow- Chriftians, thus, for their Correc- 
tion and Reproof, that in this they a£led like 
barbarians y and as Children in Uriderftanding ; 
ihat they fpeak unto the Air 5 that they trant 
grejQTed the great Rule which they ought al- 
ways to obferve iji fpeaking, to wit, tie do- 
ing it to the Edification of the Hearers 5 that 
unlefs they uttered by the Tongue ewijpF >JiUu 
Words eajy tg be under ftopd, their Hearers 
f ould not know what was fpoken s that he 
liimff^lfy unlefs he fpake by Knowledge, orRe-* 
yelgflofi to them^ could not profit them, and 
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that, therefore, in the Church he had ratJ^er 
/peak Jive PVords with his Underjlandingy fo 
imployed, that by his Voice he might teach 
others, than ten Thoufand Words in an un- 
known Tongue. Now is it reafonable to con- 
ceive that after thefe things faid for the Re- 
proof of others, he himfelf in writing to the 
Churches fliould be guilty of the fame Fault > 
That he fhould fpeak unto the Air, and fo as 
not to profit, becaufc his Trumpet gave an 
uncertain Sound ? That he, in his Epiftlcs, 
fliould write things not to be underftood, 
and by which he might teach the Church, 
and fo be a Barbarian to them that read 
them ? And yet, if what he delivered in 
thofc Epiftles concerning Matters neceflary to 
be believed and done, were not indited by 
the Holy Spirit, and by him delivered with 
fufHcient Clearnefs, both he himfelf, and that 
good Spirit which enabled him to write them, 
muft be guilty of that very Crime, which they 
fo Iharply had condemned. Shall we then be 
guilty of fuch horrid Blafphemy, as to aver> 
that the Teachings of the All-wife God, dc- 
figned to make Men wife nnto Salvation, and 
to cpnvey to them the Knowledge of the 
Truth requifitc in order to that End, fhould 
be obnoxious to the fame Faults, which the 
Apoftle fo fharply doth reprove in the Corin- 
thians ? What would this be but to mend 
the Word of God > to make it more ufeful 
than God kas made it > to help the Holy Ghoft i 

^ and 
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and to teach the Almighty how to cxpre fs 
hitnfelf ) And in EfFeft to fay, that the Wif- 
dom of the Holy Ghoft hath fo indited the 
Gofpel of Salvation, as to need his coming a 
fecond Time with his infallible Affiftance, to 
teach Men met in Councils, to declare it un- 
to others in order to their Salvation > The vile 
Imputation which this Aflcrtion charges upon 
the All-wife God, our great Lawgiver Jefus 
Chrift, the Holy Ghoft, and the infpired Apo- 
ftles, is clearly demonftrated in my Sermon 
on thefe Words, JVe ufe great Tlainnefs of 
Speech J Sec. from p. 56. to p. <5j. 

This, Fourthly; may be demonftrated from 
the End and Defign of God in making this Re- 
velation to Mankind. For feeing an AH- 
wife and All-powerful God cannot fail in ac- 
complilhing the End which he defigneth to 
obtain; and feeing it is alfo certain, that the 
End of God in fpeaking to Men what he con- 
ceivcth neceflary to be believed, or done, in 
order to their Salvation, cannot be obtained 
by fpeaking to them thefe things obfcurely, 
and ambiguoufly 5 Hence it is certaih, that 
God cannot be fuppofed in Matters of fo great 
Importance, to fpeak thus to thofe whom he 
deiigns to teach thefe diings s ftnce that End 
'^^nnot certairiiy be obtained by fpeaking thofe 
things obfcurely and ambiguoufly, but only 
'by doing this plainly, and in Words cafy to 
be underftbdd, and of a certain Senfe. See-^ 
Ml g then every wife Agent purfues his End by 

the 
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the moft proper and effectual Means ; andt 
writing plainly, and not dbfcurely, isthemoft 
proper Means to inftrud Men by Writings 
hence it follows, that the Apoftles mufl have 
ufed this Means of inftruding in their Wri- 
tings, or clfe they cannot be cftecmed wife 
Agents. The contrary Suppofition cafts a vile 
Imputation both on that Bleffed Jefus, who 
is the Author and Finilher of our Faith, 
and upon that Holy Spirit, by which the 
Scriptures were cndited. For, firfly If our 
great Lawgiver^ only taught by his Apoftlci 
thofe neceflary things obfcurely in the Scrip- 
cures, which are delivered as his Laws to the 
Church, and fo were continually received by 
it, he afted fo, as no wife Lawgiver ever 
did, or thought fit to do. For do any of 
them make Laws, in Matters neceffary to be 
obferved by their Subjeds, fo obfcurely as 
that they Ihall not be obliged to obey them 
'till they are interpreted by anothet Law, or 
another Affembly ? And ftiall he who is ftilcd 
the Wifdom of the Father, be fuppofed to do 
what no wife Lawgiver would chufe to do \ 
Secmdlfy If the good Spirit hath fo obfcure- 
ly delivered his Mind in Scripture, that they 
who arc concerned to do it, cannot knovir 
fufficiently things neceflary to be believed, and 
done, contained in it^ without an infallible In-* 
tcrpreter, he muft have writ this Book fo, as 
no underftanding Chriftian ever writ any 
thing of the like Nature* For did ever any 

' ' wife 
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wife Chriftian write obfcurcly what he thought 
needful to be known by them whom he de- 
figncd to inftrud > Doth any good praftical 
Difcourfe want an infallible Interpreter f Or 
any Syftem of the Principles of Chriftian Faith? 
Or do we not condemn in others the writing 
in this Style in Matters of this Nature ? And 
fhall we lay thai to the Charge of the good 
Spirit of God, which we condemn in one a- 
nother? Shall we fay, that he infpired them 
to write to others, that they might know the 
certainty of thofe things y in which they had 
been inftrudiedj Luk. i. 4, and that they 
might believe them^ and believing thenty might 
have Life J Joh. xx. 31, and yet contrived 
they fhould be fo written, as that they could 
not know the things they writ with any 
certainty, or obtain Life by the Perufal of 
them> 

From what hath been difcourfed, thefe Co-] 
lollaries do naturally and plainly follow. 

Firfly That what is not contained in Scrip- 
ture in fuch Certainty and Plainnefs, as that 
all concerned to believe and know them, ia 
order to the obtaining their Salvation, may 
not from Scriptnre be fufficiently affured, that 
they are plainly and certainly delivered there 
as neceflary Articles of Chriftian Faith and Du- 
ty, cannot be a neceOary Article of Chriftian 
Faith J it being proved, 

Fif(l, 
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Fir/if To be contrary to the Wifdom and 
Goodncfs of God, to require that to be ne- 
ccflary to be believed, or done, in order to 
Salvation, which he hath ttot with fufficient 
Plaiiinefs and Certainty declared in Scripture 
to be thus ncceflary. For as Mr. Chilling'- 
worth truly faith. Chap. ii. Seft. 1 04. * No- 

* thing is neceffary to be believed, but what 

* is plainly revealed : for to fay that when a 

* Place of Scripture, by Reafon of ambigu- 

* ous Terms* lies indifferent betwixt divers 

* Senfes, whereof one is true, the other falfc, 

* that God obliges Men under Pain of Dam- 

* nation, not to miftake through Error, and 

* human Frailty, is to make God a Tyrant, 
^ and to fay that he requires us certainly to 

* attain that End, for the attaining whereof 

* wc have no certain Means. ' 

Secondly^ Tis as plainly contrary to the ef- 
fential Properties of a Rule of Faith, they be- 
ing thefc two, that it be plain^ and certainly 
may be underftood. And, 

Thirdly y It is as •clearly oppofitc to the De- 
claration of God in Scripture^ that all things 
there necelTary to Salvation, are delivered to 
all concerned, that they may believe thenv 
and do them. For God being willing that 
all Men {bould be faved^ and come to the 
Knowledge of the Truths muft be as willing 
to impart to them the Knowledge of tbofe 
things which are neceffary to be known in or* 
dc£ to their Salvation : Chrift being the coni- 

moji 
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mon Saviour of all Men, he muft have pro- 
vided Means fufficient for the Salvation ot'all 
thetn to whom his Gofpel was preached : He 
having given to his Apoftles Commiflion to 
preach his Gofpcl to every Creature capable 
of hearing and embracing itj and having faid, 
That they who did believe it fhould be faved, 
and he that believed it not fhould be damned, 
muft have Obliged, and afliftcd them fo to' 
preach it, that every one that heard it might 
fully learn all that was ncceflary to be by them 
believed to Salvation : Since otherwife the^ 
Promifc of their Salvation muft depend on 
a Condition impoflible to be known, and 
Unbelievers muft be damned for what they 
could not know to be [their Duty to believe. 
Andj 

Lajily, This is proved repugnant to the Dc- 
figti of God the Father, of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghoft, in revealing to us the things ne- 
ceflary to be believed and done for our Sal- 
vation. For feeing this End can only be ob- 
tained by revealing thofe things fo, as that it 
zn^y plainly and certainly be known by all 
who are concerned to believe and do them ; 
antl feeing every wife Agent, (and much more 
all All- wife God) muft ufe the Means moft ef- 
fectual to produce their defigned End, that 
is^ muft deliver them with fufficient Certainty 
atid Plainncfs, it follows, that what thefc 
have delivered, muft be delivered fo as that 
all Pcrfons concerned to believe and do them, 

N may 
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may plainly and certainly know the trueSenfe 
and Meaning of them. And hence the ex- 
cellent Bifhcp Stilling feet J (Anfwer to N. O.) 
after a long Difcourle of the Means whereby 
to know the Senfc of Scripture without an 
infallible Guide, having confirmed this Doc- 
trine by many folid Arguments, p. 99^ loo, 
concludes thus 5 ' To fay that though the Apo- 

* ftlcs and Evangclifts did deliver the Mind of 
^ God to the World in their Writings, in or- 
^ der to the Salvation of Mankind i although 

* they were infpired by an infinite Wifdom 
^ to that End ; although all things ftmply ne- 

* ceflary to Salvation are contained in their 

* Writings i although a Perfon ufed his fin- 

* cere Endeavour by all moral Helps, and the 

* Divine Grace aflifting him to find out in 

* thefc Writings the Things neccflary to Sal- 

* vation, yet after all he cannot certainly un- 

* dcrfland the Meaning of them, to me ap- 

* pears lb abfurd and monftrous a Dodrine, 

* \o contrary to the Honour of the Scriptures, 
' and the Dcfign of Chriftianity, that if 1 had a 

* Mind to difparagc it, I would begin with 

* this, and end with Tranfubftantiation. ' 

Secondly y Hence alfo it demonflrativeJy fol- 
lows, that how confidently focver fome Men 
may deliver feveral Propofitions as neccflary 
to be believed in Order to Salvation, if they 
cannot prove them plainly and certainly to be 
revealed in Holy Scripture, they muft be plain- 
ly^ Guilty of adding to the Word of God, and 
^ making 
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making that ncceflfary to Salvation, which our 
one Lawgiver never made fo. 

In fine. That this is tlie avowed Doftrincof 
the Church of England is evident from her 
iixth Article, which faith, ' That the Scripture 
^ containeth all things neceflary to Salvation, 

* fo that whatfoever is not re«t therein, nor 

* can be proved thereby, is not to be required 
^ of any Man, that it (hould be believed as 
^ an Article of Faith, or be thought rcqui- 

* fite, or neceflary to Salvation. ' And alfo 
from her 20th Article, which declares. That 
though the Church be a Witnejs^ and Keeper 
0f Holy Writ J yet ought it not to decree any 
thit^ againft the fame, or inforce any thing 
befides the fame to be believed for Neceffity 
of Salvation. And from the 21ft, which 
adds. That things ordained by general Councils^ 
as neceffary to Salvation^ have neither 
Strength^ nor Authority y unlefs they can be 
proved from the Scriptures. And in her Form 
ef Ordination of Bijbops and Triers, flic re- 
quires them to protels, they are perfwaded 
that the Holy Scriptures contain fufficientfy 
all T)o6trine required of Neceffity for eternal 
Salvation through Faith in Chrift^ and that 
they are determined out of the fame Scripm 
turesy to teach the People committed to their 
Charge y and to teach nothings as required of 
H^ceffity to Salvation j but that which they 
JUbail be perfwaded may be contained in^ and 
frwed by the Scriptures. And in he? Qjfllce 
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for the 17th of November, (he requires all 
her Members to make of efpecial Profcflion 
this one Article, that Chrift hath fo abun- 
dantly taught us all Religion, and Works in 
the written Word, that we need pot believe, 
or do any thing, but only that which is there 
taught us. And in her firft Homily on this 
Subjeft, fhe teacheth all her Children, that 
in the Holy Scripture is fully contained what 
wc ought to do, and what to efchew i what 
to believe and love, and to cxpca at (Sod's 
Hand ; That from thofe Books wc may learn 
to know God's Will and Pleafurc, as much as 
for thU prefent Life is convenient : Thatther« 
if nothing fpoke in dark Wyfteries in one 
Place, but the fame thing is more familiarly 
and plainly taught, to the Capacity both of 
the learned and unlearned j in another, and 
thofe things in Scripture which are alaia to 
undcrftapd, and neceOary forSalvation, ever* 
Mans Duty is to learn thepi. Ham. 2. 

. From all which Paflagps it ^ppears^ that it 
hath been fhe conftant Poftrirje of the Church 

Firf, That Holy Spriptarc contaiaeth all 
things neceOary to be believe^ or done, ia or- 
der to Salvation; 

Secondly, That what is not jrcad thm, 
nor may be proved thence, mUft not by any 
Council, Church, ^or Perfon, be required as 
a4)oamc neceflary to be believed, or a thiae 
n«ccflary to be done for Salvation. 

Thirdly,

* Thirdly; That'tljofc things which are nc- 
ceiFary to Salvation to be believed or done, 
are fo plain in Scripture, that it is every Man*s 
Duty to learn them thence s ^nd that we may 
learn them fully, plentifully, and abundantly 
from the Scriptures, may prove them by them, 
and may ihew that they are taken from the . 
Holy Scriptures. Which it is certain we could 
not do, unlefs they were contained in the 
Scriptures with fufficient Evidence, Hence it 
is evident, what the excellent Bifiiop of Sa/is- 
bury truly faith, That it is ' a Scandal to the 
^ Church of England tq fuppofe tfeat it hath 
' any peculiar Dodrines, confidered as the 
' Church of England, ' flie having fo expreflly 
declared that (he knows no other Rule but the 
pofpel, and always appealing to that for the 
Truth of any thing taught by her, and cxprcffly 
requiring all in her Communion, to take the 
Scripture^ fot their Rule of Faith and Prac- 
tice i and that copifgquer^tly the cerfain Truth 
ot any Doftrine i$ not put by our reformed 
Church upon its being the EJodlrine, or the 
peculiar^ Doftrine of the Church, but of the 
Scriptures. 

I conclude in the Words of the Author of 
a Letter to Dr. f V - 4> p. i <5- 

I have the greatcft Deference for the Doc- 
trines of the Church s but then I muft fup- 
pofe that the Church defigns to be underftood, 
for otherwife her Articles of Faith, will not 
Ijc really Doftrines, but Words only. And 
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as for our own Church of. England, I can be 
very confident that the never once intended 
to bind any of her Members to Impoffibilitics, 
CI expelled to have her Articles undcrflood in 
any other than a Scripture Senfe ; and confe- 
quenily not to pin down Men to the jitha- 
najian Scnfe, farther than it may be made in- 
telligiUc, and conitftcQt with the true Seofb 
of Scripture
